Sir:—In reply to your letter of March 19, 1909, requesting information as to the adaptability and economy of the Maney 4-wheel scraper in excavating work, I would say I have 
used these scrapers for some time, in grading, in soil that is a hard, heavy, brick clay. I have found them most satisfactory indeed. I used a traction engine, 16 H.P. to make the pull 
in loading the scrapers, due to the hardness of the clay. The three animals attached to scraper were used only to haul the scraper to and from the dump. It requires about 14% min- 
utes to load the scraper, using the traction engine, making i: possible to load about 48 scrapers per hour. Each scraper load contains about 29 cubic feet of earth. The scraper itself 
is light, strong and a model for the purpose. 

The pan, when filled, is raised automatically by a sprocket chain, preventing the spilling of dirt along the route. I find that it is adapted to any kind of soil, hard clay prob- 
ably being the most difficult test for it. For hauls of 100 to 200 yds. I consider its efficiency and economy as compared to the 2-wheel scraper as 2 to 1, and this economy increases 
directly with the increase in the haul. I believe that this scraper is the most efficient and economical means of grading and excavating when the haul is any distance up to 1,000 yds. 

The scraper itself is practically all steel. There is nothing to break and the mechanism works smoothly. There is no lost time in dumping, as the pan is opened by a lever and 
dumps while scrapers are in motion. It is seldom that a new article comes on the market that appears to be so vastly superior to others of its kind as this one. In lighter soil than 
in which I used it, it can be loaded without an engine, if so desired, substituting a snap team instead. 

- Five minutes observation of the use of these machines by a grading company, employed in cutting a street, convinced me of its merits, and my employment of the same verified 
this opinion. 

I predict a brilliant future for the article. Very respectfully,

The laws governing the National Guard of Illinois 
need radical revision if the newspaper reports of a 
political fight in the 7th Regiment armory in Chicago 
are correct. We are told that the armory had been 
selected for the Cook county convention. One faction 
claimed there was no legal right for a certain election 
oflicer to open the convention. Two-score militiamen 
without arms, under a captain of the 7th, refused to 
open the doors at the demand of the county judge, who 
finally called upon the police to force the doors, which 
was done, the militiamen confining their opposition to 
barricading the entrances. Sledges and axes, the press 
despatches said, were used to force the doors. Such 
proceedings should result in immediate efforts on the 
part of Illinois Guardsmen to prevent a recurrence of a 
similar spectacle. The safest way is to prohibit the use 
of armories for all political purposes. Why, when it 
was known beforehand that local factions were stirred 
to white heat and that trouble might be counted on at 
the meeting, the armory was let for convention purposes 
is inexplicable, except on the theory that the Militia 
laws of Illinois are so colorless that armories can be 
obtained for such meetings by anyone with sufficient 
political “pull.” In New York the use of an armory for 
a political convention like that of the Chicago Democrats 
would not be thought of for a moment, and this is the 
attitude that every community should assume toward its 
armories. Armories have been used for charitable and 
edueative exhibitions, but that is quite a different thing 
from using them for partisan politics, where disorder is 
likely to occur. So strict are the military laws of New 
York on the subject of the relation of the Militia to 
elections that parades and drills on any election day are 
prohibited, except in cases of emergency. The captain 
of the Chicago Guardsmen who barred the door was 
arrested, but the trouble lies far back of him. It should 
uever have been possible for such a situation as that in 
which he figured to arise under the law. Apart from 
the questionable connection of elections with the military, 
the public should always have occasion to regard the 
armories of a city as places where order and discipline 
control, places free from the cheapening practices and 
conduct of ward heelers and political bosses. A certain 
aspect of dignity should surround armories, and to turn 
them into political arenas where rioting and fighting 
way oceur is to lower them in the opinion of. the public. 





“There is no conceivable tactical excuse for the exist- 
ence of the present unit organization of personnel,” says 
Capt. John S. Johnston, C.A.C., in the first prize essay 
in the 1911 competition on the best organization of the 
(.A. Corps, U.S.A., for tactical control and for adminis- 
tration, including its relations to existing staff depart- 
ments, both for peace and war. His essay appears in 
the March-April issue of the Artillery Journal. Captain 
Johnston asserts that the present system of assigning 
two or more organizations to a single Artillery unit is 
vicious, for we have the anomalous condition of an 
organization C.O. who has no authority over, or respon- 
sibility for, the most important part of the training of 
his organization. The commander of the Artillery unit 
has but little control over the discipline and none at all 
over the administration or interior economy of organiza- 
tions not under his immediate command. All these things 
are inseparably connected with tactical efficiency, and 
the commander charged with the one should also have 
control over the other. The present unit organization 


of personnel does not conform to the requirements of 
any tactical nit; it invariably results in some elements 
of the defenses being either undermanned or overmanned ; 
it is responsible for the policy of assigning two or more 
organizations to the same tactical unit, and it tends to 
foster the idea, the essayist believes, that the artillery 
work of the corps is of secondary importance. All the 


difficulties and defects can be overcome, he is sure, by 
making the unit of organization of personnel conform 
to the tactical unit. The basic tactical unit is the battery 
or mine field; the basic unit of personnel, therefore, 
should be the personnel required for the service of any 
battery or mine field. The essential difference between 
the existing organization and the one proposed by Cap- 
tain Johnston lies in the fact that under the proposed 
organization a battery, say, would consist of a coast 
defense work with its armament and accessories and 
the personnel appropriate to its efficient service, whereas 
under the existing organization the battery in question 
consists of a coast defense work with its armament and 
accessories, in which one or more organizations, organized 
and equipped as Infantry but designated as Coast Artil- 
lery and serving temporarily as Coast Artillery, are 
temporarily attached.

In the new general order providing for the examina- 
tion of officers of the Army which will shortly be issued 
the practical features of the examination are increased 
and many of the theoretical requirements have been cut 
down. The entire purpose of the new order is to deter- 
mine the fitness of an officer to command, and to reduce 
to a minimum the technical features of these examina- 
tions. Until Jan. 1, 1913, officers are authorized to take 
examinations either under the new or old order. After 
that date all examinations for promotion must be taken 
under the new order. A board will be maintained in 
each of the geographical divisions for the examination 
of officers in each of the arms of the Service. The exami- 
nation is amplified by the new order. More specific 
directions are given to the board by the new order than 
under the old. ‘Terrain exercises are required in the 
examination on the subject of field service regulations. 
In minor tactics the candidate is given a map problem. 
An officer is required to demonstrate his ability to com- 
mand the unit to which he is seeking promotion. This 
is carried out by placing him in command of a unit under 
the supervision of the examining board. In the firing 
manual the officer is also put in command of the appro- 
priate unit. Troops armed with ball cartridges will be 
employed in working out the firing problems. Field 
fortifications will include a reconnaissance by the officer 
of actual ground, and he will be required to prepare a 
report on its defensive features. In the examination for 
promotion from captain to major questions as to the 
military policy of the United States, as set forth in 
Upton’s Military Policy, are provided for in the new 
order. Exemptions from examinations of the graduates 
of garrison and service schools are increased both as to 
time and subjects. Graduates of the War College are 
exempted from examination for promotion to the next 
grade. 
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The strategic possibilities of Magdalena Bay are 
indicated by the fact that it indents the coast of the 
Peninsula of Lower California 1,000 nautical miles 
south of San Francisco and over twice that distance 
northwest from Panama, and is the only great anchorage 
between the Golden Gate and the Isthmus. It is a sheet 
of water forty miles long divided by the island of Santa 
Margarita, a long, narrow strip of land, barren and of 
volcanic origin, into two bays, of which only the northerly 
one is properly referred to as Magdalena Bay, the 
southerly division being usually called Almaca, or 
Almejas, Bay. The old-time whalers termed these divi- 
sions Weather and Lee Bays. J. Ross Browne, who 
examined the bay for a syndicate of Americans who had 
obtained a concession of land about the bay, though 
impressed by the magnificence of the bay and its avail- 
ability for naval purposes and charmed by the salubrity 
of its climate, reported adversely as to adaptability of 
the adjacent lands for agricultural purposes. “Until 
within two weeks of our visit,” he wrote, ‘it was said 
by one person near the bay that rain had not visited this 
region for fourteen years.” Thirst, thirst, always thirst! 
As a result the region is practically uninhabited. Admiral 
Dewey, who visited the bay while surveying the west 
coast of Mexico in the U.S.S. Narragansett in 1874, 
said in his report: “In the summer season the only 
regular supply of fresh water is obtained about forty 
miles from the bay, near one of the northern lagoons. 
Small vessels make regular trips for the express purpose 
of bringing it to the settlement. Magdalena Bay is one 
of the most spacious and safe harbors in the world.” 


The report of the U.S. Joint Army and Navy Powder 
Board in connection with criticisms in London Engineer- 
ing appears in the current March Naval Institute 
Proceedings. Engineering condemned the nitro-cellulose 
powder used in the U.S. Services and claimed great 
superiority for nitro-glycerine powders, and especially 
cordite. ‘The board gave consideration to this criticjsm 
at the request of the Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
U.S.N. The report says that the so-called nitro- 
glycerine powders contain nitro-cellulose as their prin- 
cipal ingredient, so that all the evidence going to prove 
the instability of nitro-cellulose as such applies with 
equal force to both types of powder, unless it can be 
shown that the addition of nitro-glycerine has some 
stabilizing effect upon the nitro-cellulose, and this, the 
report affirms, cannot be shown. On the contrary, it 
says that “nitro-cellulose are inherently safer than nitro- 
glycerine powders.” Within the last few years there 
has been introduced into the American manufacture a 
substance known as di-phenylamine, the stabilizing 
power of which is several times as great as that of the 
mineral jelly upon which England relies to protect its 
cordite. In all discussions of stability sharp distinction 
should be made between the powders made in the United 





States before 1908 and those made after. The London 


criticism was called out by the explosion on the Liberté, 
of the French navy, last year, and the belief that the 
French and the U.S. powders were alike, whereas the 
powders that caused the Liberté explosion, as shown 
by the French official reports on that disaster, did not 
contain the American stabilizer.

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A circular from the headquarters of the Philippine 
Constabulary places in convenient form much informa- 
tion respecting that organization. It is accompanied 
with a colored plate showing the different styles of 
uniform used in the Constabulary. Oné is much im- 
pressed by the picture of a young Moro looking very 
smart and trim in his khaki uniform, with his feet bare. 
The force consists of about 5,000 men and 325 officers. 
In addition to the training and instruction of the men, 
the officers have much civil and political work of an 
important character. Their duties in suppressing 
brigandage are often of great difficulty and danger. 
Upon appointment the officers are assigned for three 
months to the Constabulary School, situated at Baguio, 
Benguet Province, one of the most salubrious sections in 
the archipelago. ‘The salaries range from $3,500 for 
colonel and assistant director to $1,100 for a third lieu- 
tenant. Officers who qualify in speaking and reading 
one of the native dialects or in speaking the Moro 
dialect and reading it from Arabic characters are allowed 
$50 a year, a sum which one may consider hardly in 
proportion to the difficulty of mastering those linguistic 
puzzles. Descriptions of the examinations of applicants 
are given. Each applicant is subjected to a rigid physical 
examination conforming to the standard required for 
officers of the U.S. Army.

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The U.S. Senate has published as Doc. No. 549 the 
addresses on river and harbor improvement delivered 
before the National Rivers and Harbors Congress at 
Washington, D.C., by Brig. Gen. William A. Bixby, 
Chief of Engineers, U.S.A. General Bixby stated the 
estimate for the amount that could be advantageously 
spent on engineering would amount to $43,000,000. The 
President required this to be reduced to $23,000,000. 
“Under such circumstances,” said General Bixby, “the 
only method which could be consistently adopted was to 
treat the work in the same manner as such work would 
be treated by a commercial organization with limited in- 
come, and the only way to do this with justice to all 
parties and with the best results to the country at large 
was to find out how much money out of past appropria- 
tions would probably be left unspent on June 30, 1911, 
and then to add to such balance for each district 
enough money to carry work successfully through an- 
ether year, on the assumption that the next session of 
Congress would enact another river and harbor bill. In 
other words, we have proceeded on the assumption that 
from now on we can count upon regular annual appro- 
priations as desired by the general public, as practically 
promised by the present Congress and as approved by the 
President, all with an eye to judicious, economical, ad- 
vantageous work.”

There may be a moral to be drawn by our National 
Guard from the following remarks in the London United 
Service Gazette: “One of the greatest obstacles to the 
progress of the territorial force has been the ambition 
of some of its higher officials. No sooner had the terri- 
torial organization been conceived along lines which 
made its administration coincide somewhat with that of 
the regular forces, than many of the higher commanders 
committed the grievous error of calling on their units to 
perform duties and take part in evolutions for which 
they had not received sufficient training. This was par- 
ticularly noticeable when the territorial units were taken 
out on the maneuvers some two years ago, a practice 
which has now been sensibly curtailed. It is from this 
initial overreaching that much of the adverse criticism 
of the capabilities of the territorial soldier in the field 
has arisen. Disappointed brigadiers and flat-catching 
officers whose one aim was a pompous jaunt through the 
country, did not relish the task of grinding through the 
early stages of the training, but if the Army Council 
act wisely they will ignore the growlers and make it a 
sine qua non that before any territorial brigade, or unit 
of any kind, is allowed to take part in the army maneu- 
vers, it must be well reported upon and up to strength.”

One of the noteworthy features of the Durbar cere- 
monies in honor of King George’s visit to India was the 
extraordinarily high state of health of the men. Malaria 
and all the wasting diseases that used to bring a 
numerically strong corps into the field far below its field 
strength now take a far smaller toll than formerly, 
according to our well informed contemporary, the Civil 
and Military Gazette of Lahore, India. Lord Kitchener, 
his medical authorities and the keen support of the regi- 
mental officers have worked wonders in a very few years. 
In addition the physical state of fitness of the troops 
shows a remarkable change, and this is largely due to the 
system of training and marching adopted. Regiments that 
twenty years ago would hardly get a dozen miles out of 
barracks on the first go off now think nothing of thirty 
miles. There seems to be no limit to the amount of work 
to be got out of the young soldier if properly put at it. 
Perhaps it is this splendid field efficiency that has set 
at rest the stories, of whieh one heard so much some 
months ago, that India was on the verge of revolt. Cer- 
tain it is that no reports from that country at the time 
of the Durbar revealed anything but the heartiest loyalty 
among the native troops doing duty under the Royal 
Standard. 
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People in the north are not aware of the serious 
interference with business which is brought about by 
the lack of a firm government in Mexico. The revolution 
that broke out in Sonora on April 10 and 11 resulted 
in the wrecking of trains, the burning of bridges and 
the firing upon passengers in a train of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad of Mexico, one of whom was killed. 
The train was running at a speed of about thirty miles 
an hour south of Guaymas when it was fired upon by 
about ten or twelve armed men stationed in a line along 
the track. On the train was the vice-president of the 
railroad, Charles Del. ine, a former officer of the 
Regular Army, who in a letter to us says that it was 
undoubtedly poor marksmanship that prevented larger 
loss of life among the passengers. Near Empalme a 
railroad bridge was burned by the revolutionists and 
the engineer and fireman of a train that ran into it were 
killed and the mail clerks and the conductor seriously 
injured. So great is the danger to law-abiding citizens 
that the railroad superintendent called upon the Gover- 
nor of Sonora for troops to man the trains. This is 
only one of the many instances of the confusion amount- 
ing to terrorism which reigns in some sections of Mexico 
close to the American border and gives an idea of the 
difficulties under which the railroads are obliged to carry 
on their business. Vice-president Hine has issued a 
circular to the officials of his railway giving the assur- 
ance that “the entire resources and support of the com- 
pany are always available for the protection and safety 
of its officials and employees, their families and depen- 
dents.” He recently made a long tour through Mexico to 
study its conditions from a railroad viewpoint, and the 
circular doubtless refiects his appreciation of the serious- 
ness of the situation. When a railroad company operating 
through the troubled country has to issue a formal state- 
ment to assure its employees that they will be protected 
as far as the company is able it may be taken for granted 
that the Administration was well advised last year when 
it moved the Regular troops to the Rio Grande, and 
is equally wise at present in keeping its eye upon the 
border, ready to despatch troops there again on a 
moment’s notice. In view of the seriousness which the 
Mexican internal complications have assumed, it may be 
plainly seen now how worse than foolish were the out- 
cries of the New York World and other powerful news- 
papers against the Government’s decision to concentrate 
troops in Texas last spring; and we suggest to such 
publications now that if the present confusion should 
result in another concentration on the border a repetition 
of such protests would be wholly unadvisable. Mexicans 
learning that representative American newspapers were 
waging a campaign against the Administration for 
adopting such a policy might be led into believing that 
we were planning an invasion for territorial aggrandize- 
ment, and might be incensed to the point where they 
might come to think that the slaughter of resident 
Americans would be a wholly justifiable expression of 
patriotic indignation. In spite of the failure of all the 
journalistic prophecies of evil to reach fulfillment last 
year, and in spite of the fact that our Army was em- 
ployed solely for the impartial purpose of maintaining 
order on the American side of the border, it may be 
expected that with another massing of troops ordered 
there will come an avalanche of misdirected and ignorant 
criticism with suggestions of imperialistic ambitions in 
respect to Mexican territory, in utter disregard of the 
steadfast friendship of the United States for our: nearest 
southern neighbor for more than half a century.

The Daily Observer of Charlotte, N.C., one of the two 
Democratic dailies of the largest circulation in North 
Carolina, publishes in its issue of April 11 an editorial 
entitled “Peanut Politics.” In this the Observer says: 
“We do not suppose for a moment that thinking people 
will be influenced by this report of the Military Com- 
mittee to believe that the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Secretary of War were affected by any other considera- 
tion than the good of the Service. The committee itself 
has been guilty of misrepresentation and the suppression 
of the truth when it declares that General Ainsworth 
‘had no tribunal to which he could appeal for justice 
and fair treatment,’ in view of the fact that but for his 
retirement from the Service at his own request his case 
would have been thoroughly sifted by a court composed 
of officers of equal or superior rank to himself and con- 
ducted according to the well established rules of all such 
tribunals. The fact is General Ainsworth was a con- 
tentious, ill-disposed, self-opinionated, unmilitary man, 
inclined to regard himself as subject to no higher 
authority, and inclined to magnify his office. It would 
have been a good thing for the military service if he 
had been retired from his office long ago. We regard 
the report of the Military Committee on this subject as 
peanut politics of the worst type. A committee of the 
House have as much right to call upon the Supreme 
Court for an explanation of its course in determining 
questions submitted to that tribunal for decision as it 
has to demand of the Dresident the papers and other 
information upon which he has based his determination 
of questions affecting the Military Establishment of the 
country. An army, run by the House Committee, would 
be unfit for service and ineffective for either offensive or 
defensive operations. The report of the Military Com- 
mittee reflects far more upon the sincerity of the com- 
mittee than it does upon the good faith and proper 
conduct of the Commander-in-Chief.”. The New York 
Tribune, which is at the opposite pole of national politics 
to the North Carolina paper, says: “Chairman Hay 
made a grave tactical blunder, the result of which made 
itself evident far sooner than such mistakes ordinarily 
do, when he permitted his report on the Ainsworth con- 
troversy to become public just on the eve of the vote 
in the Senate on the Army bill. Even the hasty exami- 
nation to which Senators subjected the Hay report on 
that controversy revealed to the discerning an animus 
which amazed them. Senators of both parties have for 
years been more or less familiar with conditions in the 
War Department, and it is not easy to deceive them. 
When, therefore, they found the most striking analogy 
between the legislation which Chairman Hay had suc- 
ceeded in grafting on the Army bill and the views 
championed in the Hay report on the Stimson-Ainsworth 
controversy, they were not slow to identify the influence 
which had so successfully dominated the chairman of 
the House Military Committee or to perceive the animus 
which had influenced him.”

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Army and Navy sportsmen are doubtless a unit in 
supporting the efforts of such public-spirited men as Dr. 
William T. Hornaday, manager of the Zoological Society 
of New York, and others interested in preserving wild 
life in the United States, and they will rejoice that 
success is attending the movement to check the use of 
automatic and “pump” gyns in the hunting of wild 
game. These guns are accurately described by the word 
“pump.” They actually do pour out a stream of bullets 
against which the furred and feathered denizens of the 
wilds have no chance whatsoever, thus turning the 
pastime of hunting into wholesale slaughter, in which 
the bird or beast has about as much show as a steer in 
a Chicago abattoir. The latest victory of the defenders 
of the animals has been achieved in New Jersey, where 
a law against the use of such guns has been signed by 
Governor Wilson. The Game and Fish Commission 
stood solidly behind Dr. Hornaday, President Napier 
and others, and though the bill was fought at every stage 
by the Winchester-U.M.C.-Remington combine the bill 
was passed, to the satisfaction of every real sportsman 
in that state and elsewhere. It is all very weil for the 
ammunition companies to say that they manufacture a 
certain kind of gun and that they cannot dictate to 
purchasers how they shall use them. One may admit 
all that without finding any excuse for these firms in 
appearing in the legislatures and using their money and 
influence to prevent the passage of laws which they must 
recognize are for the preservation of the game of the 
country. The attitude of these firms, after all, is but a 
penny wise pound foolish policy, for if these pump guns 
have free rein there will soon be no game at all, and 
then the sale of all sporting rifles will cease naturally, 
whereas, if ordinary care is taken for the preservation 
of game, hunting may continue indefinitely, with profit 
for the manufacturers of sporting rifles. The gun makers 
advanced the specious argument that such a law would 
practically confiscate, by rendering useless, the two 
thousand and more automatic rifles and shotguns in the 
state, but the bill’s sponsors showed that for a small sum 
these slaughter-house guns could be changed to two-shot 
rifles, a weapon which the law permits. The victory in 
New Jersey is one of the most important achieved in 
the campaign against game extinction, for it must have 
a great educational effect upon the public mind. Dr. 
Hornaday and those associated with him may rest 
assured that they have behind them the sentiment of the 
Nimrods and fishermen of the Services, for we should as 
much expect to see an officer of the Army or Navy 
hunting game with a pump gun as we should expect 
to find one “fishing” by using dynamite explosions to 
kill the fish without the necessity of employing hook and 
line. The manufacturers of these guns should not be 
permitted to consider their selfish interests at the ex- 
pense of the public good.

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Mr. J. K. Ohl, the China correspondent of the New 
York Herald, in an article describing the looting pro- 
pensities of Chinese soldiers during the recent rebellion, 
says, in part: “Foreigners generally were not troubled 
by the soldiers, nor were their homes looted. The word 
must have been passed around that the lives and property 
of foreigners must be protected. This was religiously 
observed, except in the case of a few Japanese shops and 
a Japanese hotel. While the fun was at its height 
foreign patrols passed unmolested through the burning 
districts to bring their nationals into the legation quarter, 
and the soldier looters laughed and joked about the affair 
with foreigners who spoke with them in Chinese. Lieut. 
Epaminondas L. Bigler, U.S.M.C., here on language 
detail, lives in a section of the southern city which was 
overrun by looters. He moved about freely among them 
all night, watching their work and talking to them. 
Not only was he not molested, but when they discovered 
he was a brother in arms the gallant men of the Chinese 
army gave him a cordial invitation to join in the game. 
The soldiers of China’s new army may not evince knowl- 
edge of system in the work soldiers are supposed to 
perform, but there was no lack of system in their looting. 
It must be said for the Manchu soldiers of the guards 
and other commands that they proved themselves the best 
disciplined of all the numerous military outfits that com- 
prise the Chinese army. Their attention was, however, 
directed solely to the protection of the Forbidden City, 
containing their boy Emperor, and to keeping marauders 
of all kinds out of the Imperial City, which surrounds 
the forbidden enclosure. They did their work well.” 


In the “Navy” Mr. Hudson Maxim has been exploiting 
his views as to the superiority of a 35-knot unarmored 
vessel carrying 16-inch guns over Dreadnoughts. In 
reply Lieuts. B. A. Long and W. L. Pryor, U.S.N., say: 
“Greater speed is undoubtedly an advantage, but thirty- 
five knots is unnecessary. About sixty per cent. of the 
total tonnage or displacement of a thirty-knot destroyer 
is taken up by machinery and fuel, and then it has only 
a small radius of action. Our battleships should possess 
a radius of action of at least 5,000 miles. In all prob- 
ability, a 35-knot 30,000-ton cruiser would be practically 
all machinery and fuel, without much left for ammuni- 
tion and 16-inch guns with the necessary appliances for 
handling and serving them. So a lesser number of 
16-inch guns would have to be carried than are carried 
by the latest Dreadnoughts fitted with 12-inch guns, and 
thus the latter would, owing to its greater number of 
guns, have a better probability of hitting. One well 
placed 12-inch high explosive projectile on an unprotected 
ship filled with boilers, machinery and magazines might 
very readily reduce her to a 20-knot ship, and, as a 
matter of fact, might well be fatal. It may be that the 
future will develop something which will overcome the 
difficulties we now have to contend with; but, until it 
has been brought to light and has passed the laboratory 
stage, we strongly concur in Mr. Maxim’s recommenda- 
tion that we continue to construct armored battleships 
of the Dreadnought type, in order to be on the safe side.” 


The detail of Capt. Alfred W. Bjornstad, U.S.A., Gen. 
Staff, as Military Attaché to the American Embassy to 
Germany, which was announced in our last issue, is of 
more than ordinary interest to the Service. Owing to 











his connection with the board which revised the Infantry 
Drill Regulations, Captain Bjornstad will be expected 
to write a special report on the infantry organization of 
Germany. He has just completed a very thorough study 


of the Infantry organization of the Army, and will be 
very well equipped to compare it with that of Germany,

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Lieut. M. A. Shumou Tao, attached to the General 
Staff of the Chinese army, arrived in New York on April 
5 from China to enter the Military Academy at West 
Point in June. Lieutenant Tao said that he would be 
in the army putting down the brigands in China, except 
for the fact that upon the outbreak of the revolution 
the Manchu government sent off to Japan all the milj. 
tary men it suspected of revolutionary leanings. “Ip 
November, 1911,” Tao said, “a batch of the cadets at 
the War College in Pekin were packed off to Tokio, 
ostensibly to complete their military education, but in 
reality we were to be kept in the Japanese schools until 
the Manchus could with safety recall us. When we read 
in the Japanese papers of the extensiveness of the 
revolution we wanted to go home at once, but were 
restrained by the Japanese authorities, with whom ar. 
rangements must have been made to detain us. Some of 
us studied at the Imperial Military Academy in Tokio, 
others were sent to various schools. Upon the fall of the 
monarchy we prevailed upon the Japanese to let us return 
to China, and a few received their passports. I was 
among the fortunate number, and immediately proceeded 
to Pekin and offered my services to President Yuan 
Shih-kai, who said there was to be little fighting, and 
sent me to America.” Of Ying-Shing Wen and Ting. 
Chai Chen, the two Chinese graduated from West Point 
in 1909, Tao said that Wen was now a brigadier genera] 
by brevet in the army and Chen had joined the faculty 
in the War College at Pekin. Lieutenant Tao is enthu. 
siastic whenever he speaks of China’s military future, 
“Soldiers now,” he said, “are highly esteemed, which 
was not so a few years ago, when men of my profession 
were despised as inferiors. This change is due to the 
awakened martial spirit of the nation. We have no 
surer proof of that than that thousands of unbidden 
volunteers flocked to the republican recruiting stations 
as a result of which we have a standing army of 300,000 
veterans as the nucleus of the modern army.”

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Excellent progress is reported on the work of com- 
pleting the new drydocks now under construction. 
Although the docking schedule of the Battleship Fleet 
does not provide for the use of the new dock at New 
York until October, it will be ready to take a ship by 
May 1. ‘The new dock at Puget Sound will be ready for 
a ship by the present progress of the work by July 1. 

the extension of the Pearl Harbor dock is not 
authorized the work on it will be completed by Jan. 1, 
1914. With an addition of 200 feet, for which $650,000 
is provided for in the Appropriation bill as it now 
stands, making the total cost $3,350,000, the time 
of taking a ship for the Pearl Harbor dock may be 
postponed a month or six weeks. When the Pearl 
Harbor drydock is completed if the extension is authorized 
it will be the first 1,000-foot dock constructed by the 
Navy. This is as large as the drydocks will be built 
unless the Panama Canal is enlarged. 
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As a result of protests made by prominent residents 
of Newport, R.I., to the War Department, practice with 
big guns at the forts in Newport Harbor ‘is to be 
abandoned. The firing of the guns at Forts Adams and 
Wetherill in past years has done, as citizens claim, a 
large amount of damage in the homes along the coast, in 
spite of precautions. Hereafter target practice will be 
confined to Fort Wright, on Fisher’s Island, and Fort 
Greble, off Saunderstown, where there is less danger 
of damage to property.

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SENATE PASSES ARMY BILL. 


The Senate on Friday, April 12, concluded its delibera- 
tions on the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 18956) and 
passed the measure, adopting all the increases and addi- 
tional items of appropriation recommended by the Senate 
Military Committee. The bill as passed appropriates 
$95,347,710.98. 

When we closed our account in the issue of April 13 
Mr. Swanson had made a motion proposing that the 
War Department may use a part of the $275,000 N.G. 
Coast Artillery appropriation for hire of horses for the 
practice exercises of the N.G. Artillery. He later with- 
drew this amendment, Senator du Pont having called 
his attention to the fact that the law already authorized 
the hire of horses. 

The Senate sustained the action of the Committee 
of the Whole in the paragraphs reported in our issue of 
April 18, page 1016, but reduced from three to two 
years the period necessary for an officer to serve with 
his organization following detached service. 

Wherever the words “Organized Militia” appear in 
the bill the Senate voted to insert before them the words 
“National Guard or.” 

All the House paragraphs depriving certain posts of 
the benefit of appropriations go out of the bill. 

The Cavalry, as noted last week, the Senate votes to 
retain at its present strength, instead of agreeing to 
the House’s action in voting to abolish five regiments. 

In striking out the Hay reorganization rider the 
Senate voices its opposition to the saddling of this mass 
of new legislation upon the Appropriation bill. Besides 
this the Senate disapproves of the action of the House: 
(1) inereasing the enlistment term to five years, the 
Hay measure provided for (2) eliminating foreign 
service pay, (3). consolidating the supply departments, 
(4) creating a Q.M. Corps, (5) creating a Bureau of 
the General Staff, (6) reducing number of general offi- 
cers, (7) abolishing allowance of longevity for Academy 
service. 

Points of order were sustained against the following 
provisos offered in the Senate: 

(1) Provided, That hereafter in the computation of lon- 
gevity pay the time served on active detail by retired Army 
oficers shall be added to the service rendered by said officers 
prior to retirement for the computation of the pay to which 
they shall be entitled. 

(2) Provided, That no part of this appropriation [ord- 
naice] shall be expended for the purchase or manufacture of 
such ordnance stores to fill requisitions of troops as can be 
manufactured at Government arsenals from or by any person, 
firm, or corporation which has not, at the time of commence- 
ment and during the prosecution of the work of said ordnance 
stores, established an eight-hour workday for all employees, 
laborers and mechanics, engaged or to be engaged in the 
work on the ordnance stores named herein. 

(3) Appropriating $200,000 for construction of a general 
administration building at Fort Mason, Cal. 

(4) That the fourth section of the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, 
entitled ‘‘An act to promote the efficiency of the Militia, and 
for other purposes,’’ be amended by adding the following as a 
proviso thereto: ‘‘Provided, That the call for Militia from 
any state shall be made by requisition made by the President 
upon the Governor of said state, in which the number of 
troops required from such state shall be specified and the 
length of the service required of them.’’ 


AMENDMENTS THAT GO TO CONFERENCE. 


The Senate conferees on the Army Appropriation bill 
are Messrs. du Pont, Warren and Foster; for the House 
were appointed Messrs. Hay, Slayden and Prince. 

As the bill now goes to conference committee of the 
two houses it presents much material for discussion, for 
besides striking out the pet legislation of the House 
Military chairman the Senate has frowned upon the 
so-called economy of the House and added over seven 
and a half millions of dollars to the total as necessary 
appropriation.

There is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
United States Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of $33,000 to reimburse the government of the District_ of 
Columbia for the site acquired for a reformatory for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which site is hereby transferred to the 
Secretary of War for such purposes as may be authorized by 
law, and the jurisdiction now vested in the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia over said site, being that certain 
pereel of land in the county of Fairfax, state of Virginia, 
known as ‘‘Belvoir’’ or the ‘‘White House’’ tract containing 
1,500 aeres, is hereby transferred to the Secretary of War: 
Provided, That the Secretary of War may, in his discretion, 
authorize the Commissioners of the District of Columbia to 
use such of the clay deposits on said site as may be required 
in the brick manufacturing plant in the workhouse institution 
at Occoquan, Va.: And provided further, That the sum herein 
appropriated is hereby made available for the purposes con- 
tained in the District Appropriation Act approved March 31, 
1909, under the title of ‘‘Sites for reformatory and work- 
house,’’ as amended by the provision contained in the urgent 
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Deficiency Act approved Aug. 5, 1909; and the provision con- 
tained in the Act approved March 31, 1909, that the two 
tracts of land to be acquired as sites for a reformatory and 
workhouse shall be widely separated, and all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict herewith, are hereby repealed. 

The Senate provisos as passed are the following: 

_Provided, That the Secretary of War is authorized and 
directed to reduce the tolls on Alaska cable and telegraph 
messages to fifty per centum of the present rates during a 
period of six months from and after July 1, 1912, and then to 
fix such rates as he may deem warranted by the business de- 
veloped during said period of reduced rates. 

Provided, That no money appropriated by this act shall be 
paid to any officer for any period during which any other 
officer by his order shall have been detached for any duty of 
any kind for more than four of the preceding six years from 
the organization in which he is commissioned, unless. such 
continuous detachment from such organization for more than 
four years shall have been specifically authorized by law. 

Provided, That hereafter in time of peace no officer of the 
line shall be detached or permitted to remain detached from 
his regiment or corps who has not served for at least two 
years of the preceding period of six years prior to such de- 
tachment with the regiment or regiments of Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, or Infantry, or with the organizations of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, to which he shall have been assigned by the 
War Department; but this shall not apply to officers detailed 
in the Ordnance Department and the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs, as authorized by the Act of Oongress approved June 25, 
1906, and March 23, 1910. 

Provided, That any officer or enlisted man in active service, 
who shall be absent from duty on account of disease result- 
ing from his own intemperate use of drugs, or alcoholic 
liquors, or other misconduct, shall not receive pay for the 
period of such absence from any part of the appropriation of 
this act for the pay of officers or enlisted men, the time so 
absent and the cause thereof to be ascertained under such 
procedure and regulations as may be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War: 

Provided further, That in time of war or when war is immi- 
nent, and after the President shall, by proclamation, have 
called upon honorably discharged soldiers of the Regular 
Army to present themselves for re-enlistment therein within a 
specified period, subject to such conditions as may be pre- 
scribed in said proclamation, any person who shall have been 
discharged honorably from said Army, with character re- 
ported as at least good, and who having been found physically 
qualified for the duties of a soldier, shall re-enlist in the line 
of said Army or in the Signal Corps thereof within the period 
that shall be specified in said proclamation, shall receive on so 
re-enlisting a bounty which shall be computed at the rate of 
eight dollars for each month for the first year of the period 
that shall have elapsed since his last discharge from the Regu- 
lar Army and the date of his re-enlistment therein under the 
terms of said proclamation; at the rate of six dollars per 
month for the second year of such period; at the rate of four 
dollars per month for the third year of such period; and at 
the rate of two dollars per month for any subsequent year of 
such period, but no bounty in excess of $300 shall be paid to 
any person under the terms of this act. 

Provided, That in computing length of service for retire- 
ment credit for double time for foreign service shall not be 
given to those who hereafter enlist. 

Provided further, That hereafter the age limit for the re- 
tirement of Army paymasters’ clerk shall be the same as the 
age limit for the retirement of commissioned officers of the 
Army. 

Provided, That when an enlisted man who is enlisted on or 
after July 1, 1912, is discharged from the Service, except by 
way of punishment for an offense, he shall be entitled to 
transportation in kind and subsistence from the place of his 
discharge to the place of his original enlistment, or to such 
other place within the continental limits of the United States 
as he may select, to which the distance is no greater than 
from the place of discharge to place of original enlistment; 
but if the distance be greater he may be furnished with trans- 
portation in kind and subsistence for a distance equal to that 
from place of discharge to place of original enlistment, or, in 
lieu of such transportation and subsistence, he shall, if he so 
elects, receive two cents a mile, except for sea travel, from 
the place of his discharge to the place of his enlistment. 


Provided, That hereafter the laws allowing increase of pay 
to officers and enlisted men for foreign service shall not ap- 
ply to service in the Canal Zone, Panama. 

Provided, That Sec. 3620, R.S., as amended by the Act of 
Congress approved Feb. 27, 1877, shall not be construed as 
precluding Army paymasters from drawing checks in favor 
of the person or institution designated by indorsement made 
on his monthly pay account by an officer of the Army who is 
stationed beyond the continental limits of the United States, 
or in Alaska, or the Canal Zone, Panama, or en route thereto, 
if the pay account has been deposited for payment on maturity 
in conformity with such regulations as the Secretary of War 
may prescribe: Provided, further, That payment by the United 
States of a check on the indorsement of the indorsee specified 
on the pay account shall be a full acquittance for the amount 
due on the pay account. 

Equipment of Coast Artillery, armories, Organized Militia, 
$275,000. Provided, That the foregoing appropriation, and 
any other appropriations heretofore made for that purpose, 
shall remain available until the end of the fiscal year 1914. 

Provided, That hereafter the provisions of Sec. 5 of the Act 
of June 80, 1906 (Thirty-fourth Statutes, page 763), shall not 
be construed to apply to the Subsistence Department. 

Provided further, That not to exceed $500 of the money 
herein appropriated is authorized to be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of War for the purchase of not less 
than five cups, to be awarded to horse breeders, to encourage 
breeding of horses suitable for military purposes. 

Provided, That of the sum herein appropriated not exceed- 
ing $20,000 may be expended for construction of an assembly 
building for the post at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. 

Provided, That $70,000 of the sum herein appropriated 
{Roads, ete.] may be used for the purchase of the tract of 
land now being leased from Mr. George W. Brackenridge for 
target and drill purposes, consisting of 310 acres, more or 
less, lying just north of the newly purchased ground of the 
military reservation of Fort Sam Houston, Texas, and extend- 
ing to the county road recently completed around the reserva- 
tion: Provided further, That $22,000 of the amount herein 
appropriated may be expended to macadamize the roadway 
upon the Government property between the United States Gov- 
ernment experimental farm and the Arlington National Cem- 
etery, in the county of Alexandria, Va.: Provided further, 
That $44,000 of the amount herein appropriated may be used 
for constructing a public road from a point near the southern 
end of the new Highway Bridge across the Potomac River to a 
convenient point on or near the southern boundary line of the 
Arlington Reservation, and, following suid boundary line, as 
near as practicable, to the old county road, which passes cen- 
trally through the Arlington Reservation; thence along said 
road. improving and repairing it, to the northern boundary 
of the reservation; and that the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized and directed to purchase or acquire by condemna- 
tion such piece or parcel of land as may be necessary for the 
construction of said road from the new Highway Bridge to 
the Arlington Reservation, said piece or parcel of land not to 
exceed four acres; and Provided further, That $3,600 of the 
sum herein appropriated may be used for completing the 
macadamizing of the road between the city of Vancouver and 
the barracks at Vancouver military post. 

Provided, That hereafter the Secretary of War is author- 
ized to consider, ascertain, adjust, and determine the amounts 
due on all claims for damages to and loss of private property 
when the amount of the claim does not exceed the sum of 
$1,000, occasioned by heavy gun fire and target practice of 
troops, and for damages to vessels, wharves, and other private 
property, found to be due to maneuvers or other military 
operations for which the Government is responsible, and report 
the amounts so ascertained and determined to be due the 
claimants to Congress at each session thereof through the 
Treasury Department for payment as legal claims out of ap- 
propriations that may be made by Congress therefor, 


SENATE DEBATE ON ARMY BILL. 


In the debate on the Army bill in the Senate some 
discussion arose as to the name to be applied to the state 
troops. Senator Bacon, of Georgia, said: “In my part 
of the country it was a good while before the term 
‘National Guard’ was adopted. It was universal in 
the Northern states long before it was adopted in the 
Southern states. In the Southern states—certainly in 
my state, and I think in others—those organizations 
were called volunteers; but, recognizing the fact that 
the term ‘National Guard’ was one that was attractive 
and dignified, and which was universally true of all the 
country, except, perhaps, in our particular section, these 
volunteer associations dropped the name by which they 
had previously been known and adopted the name of the 
‘National Guard.’ ” 

Mr. Root: “I think if either of these terms were to 
be omitted, the one to be retained should be ‘the Or- 
ganized Militia,’ following the course of legislative defini- 
tion which we began with in the act known as the Dick 
bill. The term ‘Organized Militia’ is the statutory term 
for all of the state organizations, under whatever name, 
that participate in the apportionment of the annual 
og oy a ee peer 

Mr. du Pont: “I would prefer to use the term of 
Dick bill, and say ‘or National Guard.” ” 

Mr. Bacon: “Very well, I am perfectly willing to have 
that done. The exclusion of it practically denies to 
them the name, and it is the name by which their or- 
ganizations are known generally. Their officers are 
spoken of in that connection; they have publications in 
which they use that name altogether, and I think it is 
a name which should be preserved.” 

Concerning the Hay bill Senator Lodge said: “An 
entire statute has been ingrafted upon this Appropria- 
tion bill. It is not an emergency. There is no demand 
for it. There is no great evil to be cured. It may be 
desirable to pass a statute reorganizing the Army, but 
it should come up as separate legislation. The rules of 
the House were set aside in order to do it, and we are 
now called upon to take the bill with this entire statute 
appended to it. _The compulsion is obvious that if we 
do not take the bill with the statute appended the supply 
for the Army may fail. Mr. President, I for one had 
much rather see the supply bill for the Army fail for 
the time being than have the Senate yield in any respect 
to compulsion of this sort, which would curtail its con- 
stitutional powers and put it in a position which it 
ought never to occupy. It is even stronger in the case 
of the Executive. To undertake to place upon the Execu- 
tive the alternative of vetoing a supply bill, a great 
appropriation bill, or of accepting a statute which he 
may not approve is a position in which the Executive 
ought never to be placed. If I were the Executive under 
such circumstances I never would assent to a statute 
presented to me in that way. I think, Mr. President, 
in the interest of proper legislation and for the mainte- 
nance of the different powers of the several branches 
of the Government the Senate ought to refuse to accept 
statutes presented to them in this way on supply bills.”

ANNUAL REPORT, GOVERNOR MORO PROVINCE 


Hopefulness is the chief note in the annual report of 
Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., Governor of the 
Moro Province, for the year ended June 30, 1911. “The 
conditions existing in the province to-day warrant an 
optimistic forecast. The financial situation is better 
than ever before. The expenses of the government for 
purely administrative purposes have been reduced in the 
year by 150,000 pesos. There has been a good harvest 
and prices have maintained a fair average. Labor has . 
become more plentiful, and the planter has been able to 
increase his output. Peace conditions are improving 
and crime is on the decrease.” At the first provincial 
fair held in Zamboanga twenty thousand Moros, Pagans 
and Filipinos competed for prizes in an amicable spirit. 
The military tournament for the Department of Mindanao 
held in conjunction with the fair greatly interested the 
natives. The people are beginning to see it is not neces- 
sary to go about their civil pursuits with armed body- 
guards, as was the custom in the old native régime. 

The Engineer office was reorganized in the year under 
the direction of Capt. P. S. Bond, Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A. “It should be said,’ remarks General Pershing, 
‘that the province is exceedingly fortunate just at this 
time in having the services of an engineer of Captain 
Bond s ability.” Major Henry Page, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
is praised for having “generously given his services 
without ,compensation to the free dispensary for sick 
children,” which has worked great reforms in the native 
methods of rearing children. Major Page has had imme- 
diate charge of the dispensary, and “to him is largely 
due the success attained.” The report, in dealing with 
the _Moros | and non-Christian tribes, says that “the 
administration of Capt. W. O. Reed, 6th U.S. Cav., first 
as secretary and then as Governor of the District of 
Sulu, deserves special notice. In this period greater 
progress was made toward the establishment of law and 
order and a larger number of outlaws and murderers, 
many of whose crimes dated back for years, were arrested 
and tried by civil process than in any other like period 
since the American occupation began. The people of 
the Sulu Archipelago during his administration and 
since have enjoyed a larger measure of peace and pros- 
perity than ever before. The work of Lieut. BE. R. 
Gillmore, P.S., in the upper Agusan Valley, has been 
valuable. By kind treatment he won the confidence 
of the people and has laid out more than twenty towns, 
having on an average a population of 350 each. On the 
east coast of the province Captain Case, of the Con- 
stabulary, has been engaged in a similar work among 
the Mandayans. with very satisfactory results.” Praise 
is given to Major EB. R. Heiberg, P.S., for the vigorous 
manner in which he handled the outbreak of the 
Manobos. 

The solution of the question of the land titles for the 
Moros and Pagan tribes has not yet been reached. 
Individual allotment can hardly be advanced as the 
solution as the civilization is too backward. A _ well 
considered system of road extension has been laid out 
for the province. The gang system has had a trial, and 
seems somewhat of an improvement on the old caminero 
system. The total enrolment of pupils in the public 
schools was 5,302, a gain of 356 in the year; of these 
3,883 were Christian Filipinos, 1,066 Moros and 314 
Pagan. By means of the: Sulu News, published b 
Superintendent of Schools Charles R. Cameron, in bot 
the English and Moro languages, the Government is able 
to disseminate much useful information on industry and 
agriculture among the natives. 

As to the political opinions of the natives the language 
of the report indicates how generously wasted is the 
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sympathy of certain misinformed Americans who believe 
that the Moro is sitting on the very doorstep of political 
sovereignty, and that all he wants is a chance to develop 
a beautiful republican civilization. Listen to General 
Pershing on this subject: “The Moro Province is in the 
main free from political agitation. Eighty-five ed cent. 
of the population of the province are non-C Tistians 
who are savage or semi-civilized, and who are entirely 
ignorant of the principles of popular government. These 
Moros and other non-Christians have never known any 
other than purely autocratic rule, and must remain sub- 
jects of a strong centralized government for many 
generations to come. A large majority of the Filipinos 
themselves have no conception of the right of suffrage, 
and the attempted establishment of anything like a 
representative government would mean the assumption 
of control by a small coterie of Filipinos over more than 
ninety-five per cent. of the people.” The “assumption 
of control” here referred to by the report is meant in a 
Pickwickian sense only, as the non-belligerent Filipinos, 
even if equal in numbers to the Moros, would have little 
chance of impressing their authority upon their more 
warlike neighbors. Being in a small minority, their 
government would soon be overturned, and the control 
of the natives would become what it was until a few 
years ago, namely, the rule of the sultan and datu.

THE LUZON MANEUVERS. 
Camp Malecon, Manila, P.I., March 2, 1912. 

The famous Luzon maneuvers of 1912 are now an 
event of the past, and the march from Penarando, Neuve 
Keija, to Manila was completed by the arrival of the 
troops at Camp Malecon this date. 

Never even in the days of “The Empire” have so 
many troops operated in maneuvers as were ensembled 
in Luzon during the past two weeks. The Southern 
Army consisted of the 7th Cavalry; 8th Cavalry (less 
one squadron) ; the 14th Cavalry, one battalion 2d Field 
Artillery (mountain); % company Engineers (pon- 
tooniers) ; 4% company, L, Signal Corps; %4 ambulance 
company, No. 4; regimental field hospital; one bridge 
train; two pack trains; commanded by Col. G. K. 
Hunter, 7th Cav., with Capt. A. E. Saxton, 8th Cav., 
aid: total number, 1,900 men. 

The Northern Army, or the Provisional Infantry 
Brigade, was commanded by Col. R. H. R. Loughborough, 
13th Inf., with Capt. Peyton G. Clark, 13th Inf., 
adjutant, and consisted of the following organizations: 
The 13th Infantry; the 15th Infantry (less one bat- 
talion) ; the 19th Infantry; Company A, 2d Regiment, 
Marine Corps; 5th Battalion, Philippine Scouts; the 
provisional battalion, Philippine Constabulary; Ist 
Squadron, Sth Cavalry; 1st Battalion, 1st Field Artil- 
lery (light); 44 company Engineers (pontooniers) ; % 
company, L, Signal Corps; % ambulance company, No. 
4; one regimental hospital (field) ; two pack trains; 
total number, 3,300 men. 

The plan of the maneuvers as outlined from the De- 
partment of Luzon was as follows: The Infantry Brigade 
was supposed to have been located near the city of 
Manila, but being driven out by a superior force toward 
the town of Marilao, Bujacan, was retreating to the 
mountains in the north, where a large force of friendly 
infantry was encamped. The Provisional Cavalry 
Brigade, starting from Camp Stotsenburg, was to capture 
or prevent the retreat, and in case of not having a 
sufficient force to capture they were to harass and annoy 
the enemy en route, trying to prevent the troops from 
meeting. 

Scout patrols were sent out by both organizations and 
frequent brushes occurred, but the first real engagement 
came to pass when the combatants came within firing 
distance on Feb. 21, 1912. But owing to false informa- 
tion carried to the Cavalry Brigade the Infantry slipped 
by in safety, and their opponents had but one chance to 
open fire on the passing Infantry column, and that was 
when they passed over a distant mountain ridge, opening 
up their position. The Artillery assisted in this engage- 
ment by cannonading the Infantry for over four con- 
tinuous hours. At this point of the maneuvers Brig. 
Gen. Frederick Funston called the hostilities off and the 
opposing forces went into camp for the day, and the first 
real engagement was over. 

The Southern Army went into camp near the neutral 
zone, and General Funston, who commanded the organi- 
zation, and his aid, Lieut. Owen S. Albright, 15th Inf., 
pitched their tents between the opposing armies. In 
speaking of the battle the General said: “There will be 
no decision on yesterday’s conflict between the forces 
and the movements so far have been simply a test of 
efficiency and mobility. Both sides have worked their 
respective forces to this point in a creditable manner, 
and the several units are working together well.” 

The one spectacular feature of this fight was the total 
annihilation of a troop of the 7th Cavalry by a troop 
of the Sth Cavalry, assisted by a company of the Marines, 
under the command of Lieutenant Hill, which deployed 
at 200 yards, pouring in a killing fire at the troop of 
ed 7th Cavalry, which was advancing in column of 
ours. 

General Funston, with his staff, consisting of Major 
David J. Baker, Adjutant General; Lieut. O. S. Albright, 
15th Inf., Capt. Eugene Crocket, P.C., and Mr. Sutton, 
chief clerk, were at the headquarters, which consisted 
of one field desk, a handkerchief and several tomato cans 
—as this party are not asking odds of the soldiers or 
anyone else when it comes to ordering others where 
the staff does not follow as a whole. 

The problem of the day was commenced by a general 
engagement between the Southern Infantry Brigade, 
under command of General Funston, and the Northern 
Cavalry Brigade, under Col. George K. Hunter, 7th 
Cav. The two forces went into action about one mile 
from Santa Rosa. The battleground extended for several 
miles and the fighting was the hardest that has yet 
taken place. The Cavalry camped that night on the 
banks of the Rio Grande and the Southern Army about 
six miles distant. 

The next day the Cavalry, under command of Col. 
Eben Swift. Sth Cav., started to harass and annoy the 
Infantry column. About 9 a.m. they came together and 
fought for four continuous hours. during which the 
Artillery assisted materially in the fight. This fight was 
general in character, and the spectacular feature of 
the day was the saber charge of the 3d Squadron, Sth 
Cavalry, under Colonel Swift, against the 1st Squadron 
of the same regiment, which was allied with the enemy. 
The Northern Army finally cut their way through the 
lines and went into camp, but unfortunately became 
separated from their wagon train, which later went into 
park at the town of Penaranda. 

The Artillery duel between the 1st Field Artillery, 
under Major Aultman, with the Northern Army, and the 
Mountain Battery, with the enemy, was something rarely 














witnessed, noticeable for the terrific fire at 2,200 yards 
of both organizations, as the howitzers returned shells 
of the same caliber. During the Artillery duel the In- 
fantry and the Cavalry were doing terrible damage to 
each other. The lines were a scant five hundred yards 
between the opposing forces. Ten companies of the 
Infantry were drawn up against the 14th Cavalry, and 
the contesting lines could hardly be determined on 
account of the rifle smoke. A charge was made at this 
time by the Infantry, trying to break through the Cavalry 
line, but the commanding officer of the 7th Cavalry, 
seeing the danger to his compatriots of the 14th 
Cavalry, sent his entire command to attack the right 
flank of the enemy. Although the Infantry bent back to 
receive the charge they did not break and the outcome 
of the — remains in doubt, because just at this 
time General Funston gave the order to “cease firing.” 

The great maneuvers, which began near Manila on 
Feb. 17, practically ended on Feb. 27, with a sharp 
engagement which took place about four miles from Pena- 
randa, really the ending of the engagement of the day 
before. General Funston commanded the Infantry and 
Col. Frederick W. Sibley, 14th Cav., commanded the 
Cavalry; while the Artillery got next to each other 
near the Cebu River, where the big battle of Feb. 23 
took place. General Funston got control of the only two 
fords passable and then forced the enemy to change their 
quarters, and finally moved the greater portion of his 
command behind the opposing force, keeping one regi- 
ment in front so as to be able to meet any attack. But 
the Cavalry, fearing some foxy business, thought that a 
retreat would ensure a fight some other time, and finally 
withdrew. General Funston knows all about this part 
of Luzon, over which he hiked a Volunteer brigade until 
they grew corns and walked on their uppers, but he 
brought results all the same. 

The Commissary Department, although taxed to the 
limit at the neutral zone, at Penaranda, fulfilled all 
their obligations, and the troops were well supplied with 
field rations, under Capt. Tilman Campbell, assisted by 
Lieut. John S. Chambers, 13th Inf. The depot was 
opened quite early in the campaign, with twenty men 
as a guard and twenty bakers who turned out the new 
field bread in daily batches of four thousand pounds. 
This is the first time the new bakeries have been used 
in the Philippine Islands, although they were success- 
fully used during the mobilization of our troops along 
the Mexican border the past year. There were 5,200 
soldiers in the combined field forces and not one went 
hungry, which is certainly a record to be proud of. 

The grand maneuvers of 1912 closed with a review 
and inspection of the troops by General Funston and his 
staff, and on the latter part of the month the march for 
Camp Malecon, Manila, P.I., and the home stations was 
commenced. The Sth Cavalry remained over one day in 
Manila to attend the funeral services of Lieut. R. J. 
Powers, of that regiment, who lately died so mysteriously 
while en route from Manila to his station at the field 
maneuvers. The Sth Cavalry then proceeded overland to 
its permanent station at Camp McGrath, Batangas, P.I. 

The Medical Department was represented by Major 
T. S. Bratton, chief surgeon of the Northern Army, and 
Lieut. Col. H. I. Raymond, of the Southern Army, and 
with regimental hospital, ambulances and corps men had 
everything in readiness for real war. 


DEATH OF LIEUTENANT POWERS. 


Lieut. Reynolds J. Powers, Sth Cav., made the trip 
from Camp McGrath, Batangas, to Manila, leaving the 
former station on Jan. 26 with the command, and at all 
times seemed to be in his usual spirits. The morning 
the Northern Army left Camp Malecon en route to the 
first stop Lieutenant Powers left on the first tug convey- 
ing the troops up the Rio Grande. When his party 
reached the limit of navigation he disembarked from the 
tug, in which he had spent most of the journey asleep, 
and walked a little distance to a mangoo swamp, where 
he was hidden from view. The report of a pistol shot 
was heard, and when Lieut. T. F. Van Natta, of the 
same regiment, reached the scene there was Lieutenant 
Powers with a pistol ball in his brain, apparently dead. 
He only lived a short time, and his body was placed on 
the tug and taken to the Division Hospital, Manila. 

The strange part of the matter was just how Lieu- 
tenant Powers secured the loaded shell, for orders had 
been issued to take nothing but blank ammunition, and 
no other loaded shells were found in his revolver. The 
entire proceedings are shrouded in mystery, and up to 
this time there has been no explanation of the death, 
as he was considered one of the most level-headed young 
men in the regiment and had no bad habits, debts or 
trouble. The body was embalmed and rested in the 
Army morgue, and the funeral services were held after 
the return of the 8th Cavalry to Manila from the Luzon 
maneuvers. The body will be returned to the United 
States on the transport leaving Manila March 14, 1912. 





REVIEW FOLLOWING MANEUVERS. 


The maneuvers in Luzon were followed on Feb. 28 
by a grand review at Penaranda, Nueva Ecija. The 
Manila Times, in describing the review, which was 
participated in by both of the contending armies, says: 
“As a conclusion to the maneuvers General Funston held 
a grand deployment of the entire division. Nearly six 
thousand trim-looking, well hardened and_ seasoned 
soldiers were in line. Every branch of the U.S. Army 
was represented in line, as well as the Marine Corps 
and the hardy little men of the Constabulary. The line 
extended on a front of over a mile in length and stretched 
back for about the same distance. 

“The organizations were divided into three brigades 
comprising one division commanded by General Funston. 
The ist Brigade, composed principally of Infantry, was 
commanded by Col. R. H. R. Loughborough, 13th Inf. ; 
2d Brigade, composed_of Infantry and Artillery, was 
under Lieut. Col. D. L. Howell, 19th Inf., and the 3d 
Brigade, composed of the 7th, 8th and 14th Cavalry 
regiments, was led by Col. George K. Hunter, 7th Cav. 

“After being drawn up in line and maneuvered for 
about half an hour the division was disbanded, and on 
Feb. 29 the exodus from Penaranda will take place, the 
various regiments and independent organizations march- 
ing to their stations. 

“General Funston and his staff returned to Manila 
by rail Feb. 28. Before leaving camp all the field and 
staff officers called on the General to pay their respects 
and to congratulate him on the successful termination 
of the maneuvers. The umpires and certain of the staff 
officers whose duties require their presence elsewhere 
left the camp by rail for Manila Feb. 28. The Engineers 
are the only organization returning to Manila by train. 

‘Lieut. Col. D. L. Howell, 19th Inf., will command 
the Infantry Brigade, comprising the 13th, 15th and 
19th Infantry, the Marines, the Signal Corps and the 
Scouts, which will march to Manila. Colonel Lough- 
borough is returning to Manila by rail.”

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TRIP OF SECRETARY KNOX. 


The trip of Philander C. Knox, Secretary of State 
of the United States, to the Caribbean on the U.S.S, 
Washington ended with his return to the city of Wash. 
ington on April 17. The voyage covered a distance of 
9,296 miles, with a trip total of 10,394 miles. 

Included in the party were Secretary and Mrs. Knox; 
Mr. and Mrs. P. C. Knox, jr.; W. T. S. Doyle, Chie 
of Latin American Affairs, Department of State; Lieut, 
Comdr. J. L. Sticht, U.S.N., naval aid; Capt. Powell 
Clayton, jr., U.S.A., military aid; and representatives of 
the World’s Work, the Associated Press, New York Sun, 
Leslie’s Weekly and the International News Association, 

The U.S.S. Washington left the Norfolk (Va.) Navy 
Yard on Feb. 19, and among points visited were the 
following: Key West, Fla.; Colon and Panama City, 
Panama; Port Limon, San José and Punta Arenas, 
Costa Rica ; Corinto and Managua, Nicaragua ; Amapala, 
Honduras; Acajutla and San Salvador, Salvador; San 
José, Guatemala City and Puerto Barrios, Guatemala; 
La Guayra, Caracas and Puerto Cabello, Venezuela; 
Santo Domingo City; St. Thomas; San Juan, Porto 
Rico; Port au Prince, Hayti; Guantanamo and Santiago, 
Cuba; Kingston and Port Antonio, Jamaica; Havana, 
Cuba; Piney Point, Md. 

Secretary of State Knox addressed the officers and 
crew of the U.S.S. Washington on April 15, thanking 
them for their co-operation with his Pan-American 
efforts and praising their naval efficiency. He said, in 
part: “The success of this mission in large degree has 
been due to the men of this shipment. You have not 
only been largely instrumental in the success of the 
mission, but have contributed greatly to the pleasure and 
profit of those of us upon whom direct responsibilities 
for the success of the mission rests. I wish to say to 
you now, speaking in an official capacity, that the 
knowledge I have acquired of the personnel of one of 
our great vessels of war will be of inestimable value to 
me in the discharge of my official duty, because, you 
must know, that efficiency of diplomacy depends largely 
on the Navy and that efficiency in the Navy depends 
entirely on the character of the crews manning the ships, 
I know by experience the difference between the effect 
of a diplomatic note with a great vessel with the loyal 
bluejackets, marines and officers of the American Navy 
lying in the background and a message presented through 
the ordinary channel and without that moral support. 
When the United States believes it necessary for pro- 
tecting its rights or for the discharge of international 
duties to call upon those waging needless wars to stop 
shedding innocent blood the presence of American 
vessels in the neighborhood is an efficient means for the 
enforcement of our rights or the performance of our 
duties generally, and assures peace in troubled regions.”

THE PAN AMERICAN MATCHES. 


The rifle team which will represent the United States 
at the Pan-American shooting tournament in Buenos 
Ayres, Argentina, May 16-30, 1912, will be composed 
of the following, who, in the trials held at Winthrop, 
Md., during April 11, 12 and 18, made the following 
averages out of a possible 2,400: Capt. Stuart W. Wise, 
Mass. V.M., 1,796; Corpl. John Kneubel, 74th N.G.N.Y., 
1,792; Capt. W. P. Hyde, Tenn. N.G., 1,783; Sergt. C. 
N. Schriver, U.S.M.C., 1,775; Sergt. C. A. Lloyd, 
U.S.M.C., 1,771; John W. Hessian, Bridgeport, Conn., 
1,758, and Lieut. William C. Stoll, 29th U.S. Inf., 1,727. 
The last two will act as alternates. Col. Charles D. 
Gaither, Maryland National Guard, will be captain of 
the team, and Capt. J. A. Moss, 24th U.S. Inf. (General 
Staff), will act as adjutant. The team will leave New 
York April 20. 

Col. I. G. Buckner was the host at a dinner given at 
Washington to the Pan-American rifle team which was 
selected in the tryout at the Winthrop rifle range. 

The Pan American rifle and revolver shooting contests 
which will take place in Buenos Aires, Argentina, from 
May 16 to 30, 1912, are the subject of an article in the 
April Bulletin of the Pan American Union. These con- 
tests will be held under the direction of the Tiro Federal 
Argentino (National Shooting Association of Argen- 
tina), and they are open to all American nations. The 
conditions which govern rifle practice in the United 
States and those which obtain in South America natur- 
ally differ materially, although the same fundamental 
principles are involved. The shooting in Argentina will 
be carried on with the military rifle of each nation which 
takes part. ‘This will afford an interesting study of the 
various arms. In Buenos Aires the international rifle 
matches will be shot at a distance of 350 meters (about 
#83 yards). ‘There is very little shooting in the United 
States at the knecling position, which is freely employed 
in South America. The team of the United States 
which will go to South America will encounter some of 
the best riflemen in the world. They will sail from New 
York on the Verdi, of the Lamport & Holt Line, April 
20. This steamer will arrive in Buenos Aires about 
May 12, leaving only a few days to get acquainted with 
local surroundings. 

The rules for the matches at Buenos Aires provide 
that each nation is to be represented by a group of five 
riflemen. Fach nation is to designate two representa- 
tives to form an international committee empowered to 
decide without appeal in cases not provided for in the 
present rules. Each nation will arrange for three tar- 
gets on the day of the competition, one for each position. 
The distribution of targets will be decided by lot. 

The range will be 350 meters (about 383 yards), at 

targets of 1 meter (39.37 inches in diameter) divided 
into 10 rings, from 1 to 10, and with a bull’s-eye of 60 
centimeters (23.62 inches). Firing will be done at 
targets which will be changed after every 10 shots. The 
shots will be signaled with disks. Each team is to fire 
with the regulation arm of its nation, without modifica- 
tion of any kind, with front and rear sights uncovered 
and unaltered. The minimum trigger-pull should be 214 
kilograms (514 pounds). 
_ Each man will fire 120 shots (40 standing, 40 kneel- 
ing, and 40 in a prone position), complying as to posi- 
tion with article 14. Each score of 10 shots should be 
fired without interruption. In each position 10 sighting 
shots will be permitted. The standing will be deter- 
mined by the total points made by the five riflemen of 
each nation. A tie will be decided by the greatest num- 
ber of hits; the greatest number of bull’s-eyes; the great- 
est number of 10s, 9s, 8s, 7s, ete. 

The following rules as to position will be observed: 
Standing—-The body of the marksman resting on both 
Jegs. without artificial support. Kneeling—The use of a 
cushion is allowed beneath the leg, provided the foot and 
the knee touch the ground. Wying—The marksman can 





place himself at right angles to the target or oblique to 
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it on the ground or mat. The upper part of the body 
must be supported by the elbows only, and the forearms 
must not touch either the ground or mat. 

Prizes for the nations include a large silver cup 
donated by the “Tiiro Federal Argentino” to be con- 
tested for every year as a special prize of the match and 
which will remain in the custody of the victorious nation 
until the next competition. Other prizes also, for both 
individual and team work, are allotted.

“WIRED WIRELESS.” 


Major George O. Squier, Signal Corps, U.S.A., writes 
in the April Journal of the Franklin Institute of “Some 
experiments in ‘wired-wireless’ telegraphy for field lines 
f information for military purposes.” The Signal Corps 
uses both radio-communication and transmission by 
insulated wire laid on the ground, as distinct and 
separate methods each meeting certain requirements. 
Major Squier’s paper treats of some preliminary experi- 
ments involving a useful combination of the two methods 
for field service, giving a technical analysis of a series 
of experiments. Summarizing the results he says: | 

“Tt has been shown that the wireless telegraph equip- 
ment developed by the Signal Corps for use on yen 
or for communicating with mobile troops in the field can 








be employed to create additional telegraphic channels 
of communication as follows: 

“(a) The standard insulated field wire furnished to 
the a yp Corps, when paid out on the ground and 
normally operated by the standard field buzzer, may be 
efficiently used to transmit Morse signals bef electric 
waves by connecting it directly or inductively to the 
500-cycle generator supplied for the wireless equipment, 
and the signals interpreted at the receiving end of the 
line by the standard low resistance telephone. 

_“(b) This same wire may also be used to guide the 
high-frequency electric waves transmitted by the com- 
plete field wireless quenched spark sending set and 
received by the complete wireless receiving set with the 
usual detector and high-resistance telephones. This 
gives three well defined and distinctly separated methods 
of transmitting intelligence over wires, and permits the 
possibility of using them either separately or in any 
operative combination in accordance with the particular 
requirements of the case. The above results can be 
accomplished without the addition of a single piece of 
apparatus over what is already in the hands of the field 
companies of the Signal Corps.”

FOREIGN NAVAL ITEMS. 


The German battleship Elsass ran into and sank the 
Swedish coasting steamship Pollux in the Skagerrak, 
between Norway and Jutland, on March 23. The crew 
of the Pollux was rescued. 

A three-inch gun exploded on board the Dutch cruiser 
Zeland in the course of target practice off Willemstad. 
Curacoa, March 27. A corporal was killed and three 
sailors were wounded. 

The Cape Town Branch of the British Navy League 
lately arranged a day’s outing for some 900 children and 
their teachers. The day selected was a local holiday, 
and the happy children were taken by an early train to 
Simon’s Town. The engine was decorated with Union 
Jacks and flowers, while all the party wore red, white 
and blue badges. At Simon’s Town the children were 
taken on tenders to see the new dockyards, and then on 
board H.M.S. Hermes, where all the mysteries of modern 
naval warfare were explained to them by the members 
of the crew. After a hearty meal the youngsters spent 
some time playing on the sands, and then, before return- 
ing home, listened to a short address from the secretary, 
and joined in singing ‘God Save the King.” 

Objection is made to the proposal that the British 
Admiralty return to the three-year commission for the 
seagoing ships of the fighting fleet. It is argued the life 
in the first line fleet is most strenuous nowadays, so that 
two years of its activities is about as much as the 
ordinary man can stand if he is to remain fresh; and 
freshness is essential to the necessary zeal and go that 
are demanded for the highest efficiency to be obtained 
in a warship with modern armament and appliances, 

In his recent vigorous Glasgow speech Mr. Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the British Admiralty, dwelt 
with justifiable pride on the excellence of the new 
13.5-inch gun, as it is one of the finest big guns in the 
world. England now possesses sixteen Dreadnoughts 
whose main armament is 12-inch guns, viz., the name 
ship, the three Bellerophons, three St Vincents, three 
Neptunes and six cruisers, two of the latter still under 
construction. Of the more modern type there are also 
sixteen in various stages. 

The Government organ in Quebec, April 2, announced 
that Canada will order two super-dreadnoughts while 
the question of the complete character of the Dominion 
navy is being discussed by the Canadian Minister of 
Marine and the British Admiralty. This is regarded as 
an effort to test opinion in Quebec, which has been 
against Canada’s contributing to the British navy or 
building one of her own. 

For many years British naval warrant officers have 
been asking for greater opportunities for their young 
men to enter the wardroom ranks, and for their older 
men to reach commissioned rank at fifteen years’ cage 4 
as warrants, instead of twenty years and upward, whic 
is the seniority at which many of them at present obtain 
their promotion to commissioned warrant rank. Both 
of these concessions the Board of Admiralty have now 
seen their way to give, or rather restore, as the humble 
seaman could in the old days claim as his birthright the 
opportunity to mount the ladder from the lowest to the 
very highest rung. The concession will eventually affect 
the colonial as well as the mother fleets. The 100 young 
men or more who are now to receive commissions to start 
with equal to that of sub-lieutenant are, so far as the 
bulk is concerned—although the higher grades will be 
open to them—likely to retire with the rank of com- 
mander, or at most with the rank of captain; so they 
have been told by Mr. Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

The eight lightly armored cruisers which it is pro- 
posed to build for the British navy are considered in 
some naval circles as the natural result of the increase 
in size and power of the torpedoboat destroyers. They 
are a protest, as it were, against the development of 
this latter class. Strictly speaking, they might be 
called ‘‘destroyer destroyers.” ‘They are to be used with 
battle squadrons, and one will be apportioned to each 
of the new squadrons under the reorganization. They 
will be a sort of light cavalry of the fleet, and as such 
are meant to break up the opposing screen of destroyers. 
They will probably have a tonnage of about 4,000, for 
the speed must, of course, equal that of the destroyers. 
They are to be very efficiently armored, and the arma- 
ment will be on the light side, say, of the 4.7 cal., for 
dealing with small craft. The fuel-carrying capacity 
will be small, and the engines may be internal combus- 
tion as the best means for attaining record speed. They 
must be the fastest vessels afloat, for they must be able 
to overtake any mosquito craft in existence. Each will 
cost about $565,000. 

The Canadian government invites tenders for the 
largest drydock in the world, to be situated either at 
Levis or Quebéc. The company obtaining the contract 
will receive a subsidy of thirty and a half per cent. on 

for thirty-five years. The exact site will be 
one of three—the mouth of the St. Charles River, the 
Beau Port Flats, or St. Joseph de Lewis. 'The dock 





will be 1,150 feet long, 1387 feet wide and 37 feet deep. 
The next largest in length is at St. Petersburg. 

In the hope of checking the decay of discipline and 
the spread of a tendency to disloyalty in the French navy 
a decree regulating the honors to be paid on board war- 
ships was signed March 6 by M. Delcassé, Minister of 
Marine. The flag is to be hoisted and hauled down 
slowly, and two rounds are to be fired from rifles, while 
a guard presents arms and the drums and bugles sound 
“Au drapeau,” bands, where they exist, playing the 
national anthem, and all persons on deck facing the stern, 
with heads uncovered. The ceremony is to be observed 
in all places and in all circumstances. 

A, movement is on foot in the British navy to revise 
the present system of summary punishments to fit the 
present days. To make a bearded man, who may also 
be the father of a family, stand facing the ship’s side, 
or the armor of a turret, for a cory of hours at a 
stretch because he has committed some slight offense 
against the regulations appears to the London United 
Service Gazette to debase his manhood by treating him 
like a wayward school child. It is equally stupid and 
degrading to make him carry his kit bag or his hammock 
for an hour because it has been found out of place during 
working hours. “Discipline can be maintained in the 
navy in the present year of grace without any such 
ridiculous copying of the punishment code of a young 
ladies’ seminary, and the men of to-day can have their 
feelings appealed to in quite a different way.” One of 
the worst features of the present system is the un- 
authorized punishments which have sprung up in the 
fleet to meet what the officers responsible for law and 
order on board the warships feel to be the deficiency in 
the summary punishment code of the navy to-day, viz., 
extra work and things of that sort which spares the men 
debasement, but at the same time visits offense with 
punishment. “The intention of these unauthorized 
punishments is no doubt good, but this principle of 
punishing outside of the system is bad, and the system 
should be so altered as to render any such departure 
unnecessary.”

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Russia had concentrated on the Russo-Turkish frontier 
eighty battalions of infantry, twelve regiments of cavalry 
and forty-two batteries of artillery on March 23, and 
there are hints of friendly looks toward Italy in her 
present war with the Ottomen. According to reports 
from consular sources, five of the contact mines recently 
laid down in the Dardanelles are missing. Several 
others, according to accounts as many as eight, have 
exploded. The usual rumors concerning the activity of 
secret agents are current, but it is suggested “that the 
mischief was done by a_ particularly lively school of 
porpoises, which are hardly likely to have been pressed 
into the Italian service.” ; 

The French coast defense batteries have recently been 
equipped with a new type of shell for use against 
armored ships. Ordinary shell with ogival heads ricochet 
from the surface of water, and any rounds which pitch 
short of a ship, however close up, are lost. As described 
in the Army and Navy Gazette, London, the P shell, as 
the new French projectile is called, has a long conical 
point with projecting ogival shoulders, and the effect of 
this particular shape of head is that at long and medium 
ranges the shell does not ricochet, but dives under the 
water at an angle of twenty degrees to the surface, and, 
if it falls within fifty meters of the ship, it strikes the 
unarmored side below the armor belt, and there deto- 
nates. The difficulty in designing the shell has been to 
provide a fuse that will not act on striking the water, 
but will explode the shell on striking the ship. This 
difficulty has now, presumably, been overcome, but the 
details of the fuse are kept secret. . 

The generally prosperous condition of trade and the 
activity in emigration for the year ended in September, 
1911, tended adversely to affect recruiting in the British 
army according to the annual report. 

Former members of the British military services are 
adopting practical methods to prevent being cast aside 
on Jeaving the colors. They held a meeting in London 
recently to form a national federation of ex-service men, 
mainly to secure employment for those who leave the 
services time expired. Lord Dundonald, who presided, 
deplored the banding together of ex-service men for the 
purpose of putting political pressure on Ministers, but 
he did admit that one of the most distressing sights in 
the United Kingdom was the spectacle of men who had 
served the country on sea or land turned out to sink 
or swim in the fierce struggle for existence. 

Thermite is the compound with which the up-to-date 
burglar melts a hole in the safe; it is also used to weld 
car rails together at the joints. It is a mixture of 
aluminum dust and oxide of iron, which on ignition is 
converted into molten iron. It has now been proposed, 
says the Army and Navy Gazette, London, “‘to fill the 
shell of heavy coast defense and naval guns with this 
diabolical compound. A 12-inch armor piercing shell 
would contain over fifty pounds of thermite, developing 
sufficient heat to melt nearly half a ton of steel, and if 
such a shell could be lodged anywhere within the armor 
of a ship it would melt a hole through her protective 
deck to her bottom, and through anything that intervened, 
and would certainly set fire to the ship in the process. 
The ancients used Greek fire in their naval engagements, 
and there now appears to be some prospect of history 
repeating itself.” 








HOW TO MEET AN OVERSEA ATTACK. 
Fort Ruger, H.T., March 15, 1912. 
To THE EprITtoR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The articles on Army organization which have ap- 
peared in recent numbers of the JOURNAL seem to 
indicate a tendency to copy blindly the organization 
of the leading European armies. It seems to the writer 
that the propriety of this course is, at least, question- 
able. For, admitting that the tactical organizations 
which these armies have adopted are those best adapted 
to the solution of their military problems, it does not 
necessarily follow that they will be adapted to the con- 
ditions of our problem; for the two problems are essen- 
tially dissimilar. Theirs has to do with the defense of 
land frontiers; ours, assuming that our Army is to be 
maintained for the defense of our own territories, has 
to do with the defense of seacoasts. It is true that we 
possess two land frontiers, but, for reasons that should 
be apparent, so long as existing conditions continue these 
may be disregarded. 

Obviously in a war in which the opponents are 
separated by the sea the conduct of operations will 
differ at many points from the conduct of operations 
where the opponents are separated by land frontiers ber 
Of these points of difference only those which necessarily 
affect the organization of the opposing forces need be 
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considered here. These arise from the fact .that the in- 
vader must transport his forces across the sea, and, in 
our case, from the immense length of the line to be 
defended. 

The first condition will doubtless affect the composition 
of our enemy’s forces; at least, of the force which he 
first sends against us. This will doubtless be an expedi- 
tionary force charged with the duty of seizing and holding 
a base for future operations. The nature of its employ- 
ment will require that it be mobilized and embarked as 
rapidly as possible ; that it be embarked in vessels capable 
of keeping pace with the enemy’s swiftest cruisers; that 
it carry with it all the ammunition, supplies, etc., that 
it will require for a considerable period of time; that it 
be prepared to disembark and re-embark anywhere where 
ships’ boats can reach the shore, and without the aid 
of any conveniences or appliances except such as are 
carried by its own transports. The mission of this force 
will not require land operations on a very extensive 
radius, but it will require a maximum of fighting power. 

All these conditions point to a force whose composi- 
tion will vary widely from that of any standard tactical 
organization. : 

It should not be difficult to arrive at a very close 
estimate of the strength and composition of the expedi- 
tionary force which the strongest of our potential 
adversaries would employ for the purpose outlined above, 
and our military plans should provide for mobile forces 
especially designed to defeat such an attempt. 

To insure the accomplishment of this end we must be 
able to concentrate at any point on our coasts which 
the enemy may select a force superior in fighting power 
to that of the enemy. Here enters the second of the 
general conditions previously referred to, the enormous 
extent of the line to be defended. 

A little reflection will show that this line should be 
treated rather as a tactical than a strategical front; 
for the conditions under which the enemy’s attack will 
be delivered will bear a far closer resemblance to those 
‘attending an assault on a position in a line of battle 
than to those attending an attack developed from a 
strategical advance. This condition demands either that 
our forces possess an extraordinary degree of mobility— 
must be capable of covering hundreds of miles in prac- 
tically the same length of time that would ordinarily be 
required to move troops from one part of a battlefield to 
another—or that a force of the required strength be 
concentrated in the vicinity of every practicable landing 
place along our coasts. The latter alternative is obviously 
impractical; the former must, therefore, be adopted. 

Assuming that the former alternative is to be adopted, 
the requisite degree of mobility can only be imparted to 
our forces by employing in tactical concentrations the 
methods and means ordinarily employed in strategical 
concentrations. Moreover, our forces should be organized 
for battle rather than for campaign. The conditions, 
then, under which our armies will probably be employed, 
as well as the probable character of the forces against 
which they will be employed, all indicate an organization 
for our mobile forces differing essentially from any 
commonly accepted standard. 

Hence, in approaching our problem, we should recog- 
nize at the outset the essentially unique character of 
the task confronting our armies; and we should bend our 
energies toward evolving an organization suited to the 
requirements of that task, regardless of whether the or- 
ganization decided upon does or does not conform to 
“the best European standards.” cas 
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A POSSIBLE ARMY RESERVE. 
Denver, Colo., March 30, 1912. 
To THe EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In recent issues of the JOURNAL there have been 
several articles (clippings and originals) in relation to 
the citizen and the soldier and the general subject of 
conditions prevailing in Army affairs. Among the ques- 
tions hinted at is the imaginary chasm between the 
civilian and the West Point graduate or the commis- 
sioned officers in the Army, the civilian feeling that the 
officer or soldier believes himself superior, and they of 
socialistic proclivities condemn this apparent trait with- 
out hesitating a moment to consider its necessity or 
cause. 

They blatantly say the Army is an enemy of progress, 
that it is a burden, that the soldier is a non-productive 
element in economic society. What absurdity! Imagine, 
if you please, Great Britain, Germany or France without 
a soldier or a war boat; with no organized military 
power, as the peace potentates desire. In less than the 
lifetime of an ordinary person those great countries 
would fade, and they would be as influential in the 
development of the human race as has been the island 
of Guam. Imagine what our nation would have been 
had not the United States an efficient fighting force in 
1776. Imagine what we would have done in 1812 had 
we not men capable of using the naval forces; think of 
our war in 1848; think of the elimination of slavery 
in 1860. Without our Army and Navy Cuba would be 
under the thrall of Spain to-day, and the Philippines 
a land of savages. 

It was big men—big in brain, big in muscle, big in 
thought, brave and untiring—who met the conditions of 
our new country, cut away the forest, annihilated the 
savage foe and builded the cities and commonwealths 
of America. Had it not been for these men Cornwallis 
would not have bowed to the inevitable and surrendered 
at Yorktown; Texas and the great West would be con- 
trolled by the greasers; Cuba governed by a_ brutal 
governor general; the Philippines would still be sending 
forth their contagion to infect mankind; slavery would 
be a social disgrace, or perhaps we would not have 
reached that stage in development; for really has not 
the war weapon, the instrument of offense and defense, 
the demand for the soldier, had a great deal to do with 
starting the human race on the evolutionary road from 
its incipient babyhood, so that it has reached its present 
stature? It is probable that mankind would still be 
dwelling on lakes or in caves, and liberty, human rights 
and human development in every avenue would be 
unknown. 

There is some comment on the fact that seventy or 
eighty thousand men are joining and leaving the Army 
every year. Also quite a comment on the tendency of 
Congress to reduce the field and line, change the Army 
posts, reconstruct and decrease the efficiency of the 
Cavalry and other portions of the Army, and, with the 
opinion of the Attorney General that the Militia cannot 
be taken from its state except under certain well defined 
conditions, places our Army somewhat at a disadvantage, 
and in case of an emergency it is questioned whether 
we would be able to cope with it. 

It seems to me that from the close reading of these 
articles the time is near when the United States and the 
Department of War will recognize the potential power 
of the semi-military organizations of our land, such as 
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the one which I represent in Colorado—the Uniform 
Rank Knights of Pythias. We have been drilling, in 
strict conformity with the Army Regulations, for several 
years, and our equipments and accoutrements, as far as 
we require them, are the same as those required in the 
Regular Service. We pride ourselves in saying that our 
drills, our camps and all our military duties are fac 
similes of those in the United States Army. Our com- 
mands are officered by men, ardent, sincere and capable, 
and they are interested in military work. Usually the 
commanders are ex-members of either the National 
Guard or the Volunteer forces. In the Colorado Brigade 
my chief of staff is a very efficient military man, Col. 
Edward Verdeckberg, colonel of the ist Regiment, 
Colorado National Guard; my judge advocate general 
is the well known criminal lawyer, Col. O. N. Hilton 
(he has defended more capital cases in courts of justice 
than any other living lawyer); my mustering officer, 
Col. Edgar Payton, of Colorado Springs, is one of the 
young organizers and leaders of the Republican party 
in his home town; my beige engineer, Col. Nat Fallek, 
is an ex-member of the English army; a thorough elec- 
trical constructive engineer; my quartermaster general, 
Colonel Oakes, is an old-time teamster, familiar with 
conducting freighting outfits across the Rockies when 
Indians on the warpath were frequent visitors; my 
commissary general, Col. Eugene Navarro, is a profes- 
sional cook and chef at one of the leading restaurants 
in Denver; my surgeon general, Colonel Cherrington, is 
a physician of high standing in his profession, thoroughly 
acquainted with sanitation and the necessities required 
at encampments. To them and their capable assistance 
is due the success of our recent camp at Cafion City, 
which was so complete that it was commented upon 
highly by all who visited with us at Camp Wolbert. 

I need not quote to you, perhaps, the report of Capt. 
R. V. D. Corput, U.S. Coast Art. Corps, Recruiting 
Service, who reported under date of Aug. 15, 1908, to 
the Adjutant General of the U.S. Army, wherein he says, 
referring to the Uniform Rank, Knights of Pythias: 

“This organization is now drilling under the drill 
regulations of the U.S. Army, and their work is highly 
deserving of praise. I understand that at their recent 
convention it was decided to discard the sword and 
adopt the rifle as their arm.: The order and discipline 
maintained in their camp of several thousand men de- 
serves the highest commendation. The interest displayed 
in their military duties far exceeded that ordinarily 
found in National Guard encampments. This organiza- 
tion is destined to be of great value as a national reserve, 
and I respectfully commend it to the War Department 
as a body deserving equal recognition to that accorded 
state troops of the National Guard.” 

The foregoing refers to the Boston encampment. 
It is to be noted that all those in camp paid their 
own expenses for every form of supply, purchased their 
own uniforms and arms, paid their own transportation 
and then did the drilling and showed the efficiency men- 
tioned because of the love they have for the work. 
These uniform rank men are the business, professional 
and toiling men of the communities in which they live. 
Of such men is the army of the Lily; they are those 
who build the great commonwealths and keep the in- 
dustries of life in motion. They have their homes to 
defend and the wives and little ones to protect, and they 
can therefore be depended upon as an efficient force. So 
it seems to me that this army should be recognized by 
the War Department and by our Government as an 
organized reserve volunteer army, and our commissions 
and the qualifications to obtain them should be on the 
same standing as that of the National Guard. I believe 
the officers of our forces could pass examinations with 
as high credits as are generally attained in the National 
Guard service. If there would be a recognition by our 
Government and the War Department of this force, and 
a retired officer detailed as an instructor for the several 
brigades, it would bring this immense army to a great 
efficiency, and they would be in ready training for 
service at the shortest possible notice—a quarter of a 
million soldiers ready for action. 

Such a recognition would assist very much in bridging 
over that imaginary chasm believed by some to exist 
between the soldier and the citizen, and it would assist 
also in eliminating many of the fanatical notions now 
so dominant, and no doubt would awaken an interest 
by the laity in Army affairs, so that there would be less 
political chicanery in reducing our protecting powers. 

Another result would be that the civilians would learn 
that as they meet with the Army officers and soldiers 
and become acquainted with them they would soon realize 
that this great mass of officers, commanding the police 
power of our nation, are men of the highest type. whole- 
souled, sympathetic and capable, and the friendship that 
should exist (but which perhaps does not in some places) 
would be developed. There would be less enmity and 
more good feeling by the civilian for the armed forces, 
and by those forces for the civilian.

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THE MORO PROVINCE. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

It is a well known fact that by far the greatest handi- 
cap to a proper administration of the Philippines has 
been the “long range” criticisms by those who knew little 
or nothing about the real conditions existing in the 
islands. No one has yet been able to explain why other- 
wise intelligent persons, who could write very interesting 
articles about matters nearer home, will insist upon 
using their pens to instruct experts in our far distant 
possessions concerning matters of which they have just 
sufficient “knowledge” to make it “a dangerous thing.” 

Letters in the last two numbers of the JouRNAL which 
have reached Zamboanga furnish an excellent illustra- 
tion of the above, for they attack statements concerning 
“Zamboanga and the Moro Province” which were based 
upon official reports, acts of the Legislative Council of 
the Moro Province and a long and intimate acquaintance 
with actual conditions. The writer, for some unimagin- 
able reason. jumped at the conclusion that the “trading 
stations” which were reported as established by General 
Pershing were only innovations, in that they changed 
the name from “Moro exchange,” and had resulted “in 
the curtailment of the work and the considerable hamper- 
ing of the development of the plan which had already 
attained a wonderful measure of success.” 

Briefly stated, the facts are as follows: The first Moro 
exchange was authorized by Act 55, June 14, 1904. and 
shelters were erected, under which the Moros could sell 
and buy of each other by the paying of an ad valorem 
tax on the same. (In Zamboanga “stalls” were rented.) 
On Jan. 30, 1906, the sum of 1,000 pesos was delivered 
to the district governor “to purchase products from the 
Moros that could not be sold owing to the lack of de- 
mand,” but less than two and a half years later it was 
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directed that this sum and all profits be returned. Act 
216, which was passed on June 30, 1908, declared that 
“the sole purpose of the markets or exchanges establisheq 
under this act is to afford to the Moro and other non. 
Christian inhabitants of the Moro Province a central 
trading point where such Moros and non-Christians may 
sell their goods to the highest bidder after being placed 
in possession of authoritative market quotations.” 

This was all before the arrival of General Pershing, 
but on becoming provincial governor, seventeen months 
later, he saw that the Moro exchanges, which were good 
enough as far as they went, did not go far enough, and 
that something more must be done in the Moro Province 
“for the benefit and development of the Moro and the 
other non-Christian tribes thereof.” He therefore ap. 
pointed a committee, of which District Governor Finley 
was a member, to consider the matter, and as the result 
of its report Act 267, establishing ‘industrial trading 
stations,” was passed on June 8, 1911, and is being put 
into effect as rapidly as possible. The new trading 
stations maintain the idea of the old exchanges wn. 
touched, and the Moros continue to buy and sell to each 
other exactly as before, but there are three distinct 
improvements: (1) The Government now buys, at a 
fair valuation, everything not perishable which any Moro 
offers for sale, thus avoiding his making a long irip 
without finding a market for his products. 

(2) The Government now sells, at a reasonable profit, 
everything which the Moro needs and could not obtain 
otherwise than from Chinese merchants at extortionate 
prices. The benefit of the trading station was plainly 
shown during the recent rice famine, when, by _ selling 
rice reasonably, the Government compelled the un- 
scrupulous merchants to reduce their rates, and thus 
saved many Moros from starvation. 

(3) The new trading stations are being first estab. 
lished far in the interior, some of them three or four 
days’ journey from the coast, and it is expected that 
much good will result therefrom. Instead, therefore, of 
proving a “curtailment,” as the hasty critic unwarrant- 
ably supposes, it is plainly evident that the trading 
stations are really an expansion of the original plan, 
and will prove a great aid to the Moro’s development. 

As to “the fiercest outbreak yet recorded among the 
Moros of Lanao, closely adjoining Zamboanga” (200 
miles away), referred to by the same critic in the Noy. 
18 issue, it was only the usual outbreak of small bands 
of outlaws, which happens frequently. The Infantry, 
Scouts and Constabulary of that region have always 
proved capable of controlling the situation, but this 
critic shows his deep knowledge by gravely repeating 
that “several troops of Cavalry have gone to the seat of 
action,” where they would be nearly as useful as a fleet 
of battleships in the midst of the Sahara. 

Trouble has occurred in sections of the country well 
provided with the old Moro markets, but they have no 
more bearing on these conditions, one way or the other, 
than Fulton Market, New York. There has been no 
grave “outbreak” in the Moro Province, though there 
have been, in addition to the trouble at Jolo, where there 
is a very excellent Moro market, three attacks by small 
bands of outlaws, the most severe of these occurring 
on the island of Basilan, where Lieutenant Hovey lost 
his life. This occurred in the district of, and but a few 
miles from, the municipality of Zamboanga, and where 
three old style Moro exchanges have long been main- 
tained. 

In confirmation of the statement in the JOURNAL’s 
most sensible editorial of Nov. 18, that “General 
Pershing is too judicious and wise in his administrative 
methods to merit the suspicion that he prefers the rule 
of force to that of good-will,” it is of interest to note 
that during the recent operations at Jolo, although in 
command of an overwhelming body of troops, instead 
of having a second “Bud Dajo,” he accomplished a 
complete disarmament, comparatively without bloodshed, 
by infinite patience and wise conciliation. 

Would it not be well for our long distance critics to 
devote their energies to suppressing “Black Hand” and 
other outrages at home and leave the Philippines to 
those who are on the ground and comprehend its 
problems?

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SUGGESTION FOR MOVING TARGETS. 


Co. I, 5th Inf., Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Every target season the bad features of our target 
practice are talked down and the good ones, if not the 
new, are talked up. Here is a suggestion which someone 
might work up to advantage, as to moving targets: 

(a) As the distance depends upon the lateral move- 
ment of the target, the range and the velocity of the 
bullet, select only those targets most likely to resemble 
the actual ones in time of war, such as D, H and M. 
Also combine these targets. 

(b) Determine the value of hits according to the points 
struck. 

(c) Place on each moving target an iron rod, with 
disc adjustable on graduations of the rod to desired 
extensions, as point to aim at. Under present conditions 
this would be twenty-three inches on a D target. 

This would be a practical illustration of instructing 
the rifleman to shoot where you want him to, and it 
should result in more accurate work in the more natural 
conditions obtainable.

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PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

To Tne Editor or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The enlisted men of the Army are looking on with 
some dismay at the various measures proposed by Con- 
gress decreasing their pay and allowances. It does not 
seem just to the enlisted men that nearly all the pro- 
posed measures of economy should be made at their 
expense, The War Department started the ball rolling 
by cutting the clothing allowance. Congress has kept 
it going by chopping the travel allowances in half, by 
reducing the pay by increasing the enlistment period, 
by abolishing foreign service pay and the double time 
for foreign service. The next reduction will be made 
on the soldier’s ration, as this is about the only allow- 
ance that is still left to work a reduction on. If the 
foreign service pay be abolished, also the double time 
for such service, it will be interesting to see how the 
War Department is going to retain the experienced non- 
commissioned officers—“The backbone of the Army”— 
in those regiments that are to be permanently stationed 
in the Philippine Islands. 





ENLISTED. 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


An economy program with a vengeance was carried 
out by the House Committee on Naval Affairs when it 
yoted on the provisions in the Naval Appropriation bill 
for the increase of the Navy on April 18. The total 
work authorized will cost $12,900,000, and the appropria- 
tions amounted to but $6,789,200. This is about 
$5,000,000 less than last year’s appropriation, despite 
the fact that this bill carries an extraordinary: item for 
a world wireless telegraphy system and an extension for 
the Pearl Harbor drydock. These two items in cash 
appropriations amount to over a million dollars, which 
makes in reality a reduction of over $6,000,000 in the 
appropriations for the Navy. All of the Democrats with 
the exceptions of Representatives Hobson, of Alabama, 
and Lee, of Pennsylvania, voted against the battleship 
provisions. The majority of the Democrats and the 
committee not only refused to vote for a two-battleship 
program, but rejected a compromise for one battleship or 
a battleship-cruiser. The committee authorized the con- 
struction of two fuel ships with a limit of cost of 
$1,200,000, and appropriated $630,000 for each of the 
ships. The Navy Department was authorized to expend 
$350,000 in the conversion of either the Prometheus or 
the Vestal into a repair ship, and appropriated this 
amount for the work. The construction of a tender for 
destroyers at a cost of $1,630,000 was authorized, and 
$630,000 was appropriated for it. The committee 
authorized the construction of six destroyers, as compared 
with eight of last year’s Bie gry The limit of cost for 
each of the destroyers is fixed at $1,050,000, and $558,200 
is appropriated for each one. The construction of four 
submarines at a limit of cost for each of $580,000 is 
authorized, and $300,000 is appropriated for each of 
them. It is specified that the submarines shall be de- 
tailed for the defense of the Pacific coast and New 
Orleans. An eight-hour law provision will be carried 
by the bill which will cover the entire new construction. 
It is possible that it will be further provided that all 
the ships are to be built in navy yards. This matter is 
to be taken up at a subsequent meeting of the committee. 

The bill as reported contains provision for the creation 
of two admirals and two vice admirals, the officers to 
hold the rank only during the time they are serving 
with the fleets. o action was taken on the proposal 
for the abolishing of the Bureau of Equipment, which 
unless the Senate takes some action, will retain its legal 
existence, although its functions were distributed among 
the other bureaus abou: two years ago. The bill pro- 
vides that officers retired by the “plucking board” retire 
in the same grade instead of the next higher grade, as 
under the present law. An increase of thirteen officers 
in the Marine Corps is provided for, one major, four 
captains, four first lieutenants and four second lieu- 
tenants; also an increase of 2,000 in the enlisted strength 
of the Navy and 400 in the strength of the Marine 
Corps. The increase of officers for the Pay Corps of 
the Navy, recommended by the Secretary of the Navy, 
will be provided for in the bill. The Senate Committee 
on Naval Affairs has agreed to report favorably 
on a bill which provides that assistant paymasters shall 
be promoted to passed assistant paymasters at the end of 
three years’ service. This bill, if it becomes a law, will 
operate on the same plan as the law which provides for 
the promotion of assistant surgeons to passed assistant 
surgeons. 
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ARMY ITEMS. 


Official orders from the War Department of April 12 
announce that the 2d Cavalry and 19th Infantry will 
sail from Manila for the United States about May 15, 
1912, and the 6th and 9th Infantry from Manila for 
the United States about June 15, 1912, instead of on 
the later dates originally ordered for these regiments. 

Troops I, K, I. and M, 14th U.S. Cav., from the Phil- 
ippines, arrived at Fort McIntosh, Laredo, Tex., April 
12, under command of Capt. Oren B. Meyer. The com- 
mand consists of seven officers and 200 men. The head- 
quarters of the regiment and the Ist and 2d squadrons 
have arrived at Fort Clark, Tex., for station. 

The appointment of John Parke Leavenworth, of 
Mitchell, Ind., to a lieutenancy in the Coast Artillery 
Corps of the Army restores to the Army the name of 
Leavenworth, which has not appeared in the list of 
officers since 1863. Lieutenant Leavenworth is a direct 
descendant of the progenitor of the Leavenworth family, 
of which the late Gen. Henry Leavenworth was a most 
distinguished member. The latter was a captain in the 
25th U.S. Infantry in 1812; major, 9th Infantry, 1813; 
lieutenant colonel, 5th Infantry, 1818; colonel, 3d In- 
fantry, 1825; brevet brigadier general, 1824. He died 
July 21, 1886. He distinguished himself in the War of 
1812, especially at Chippewa and Niagara Falls. His 
son, Jesse H. Leavenworth, was a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1830. He served in the Infantry to 
his resignation, Oct. 31, 1886. He was colonel of the 
20th Colorado Volunteers in the Civil War until his dis- 
charge, Sept. 26, 1863, and died March 12, 1885, aged 
seventy-six. Mark IF. Leavenworth was a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1850, and served in the 3d Cavalry 
and 18th Infantry, and resigned from the Army as cap- 
tain in 1863. Melinas C. Leavenworth was an assistant 
surgeon in the Army from 1833 to 1840, resigning during 
the latter year. 

The centennial anniversary of the 1st Company of the 
Signal Corps, U.S.A., on duty at Fort McKinley, Me., 
was celebrated by an enjoyable dance on March 30, 1912. 
The battery published a handsome dance order, which 
contained a roster of the company and a brief history 
of it. A pencil inserted in a 30 caliber cartridge shell 
was also attached to each order. The company was 
organized as Light Battery A in 1812, under Capt. J. 
N. McIntosh, and took part in the operations about the 
Great Lakes. In 1821, when the Artillery was divided 
into regiments, Light Battery A became a part of the 
lst Regiment. It served in Florida during the Seminole 
War and other disturbances, and was in the Mexican 
War. It served in the Civil War at New Orleans, and 
in the campaign of Louisiana, Port Hudson and through 
campaigns in Virginia. It also served in the Philippines, 
and in 1901, when the Coast Artillery Corps was 
organized. Battery A became the Ist Company in the 
corps. First Lieut. Howard T. Clark, C.A.C., is at 
present commanding the company, assisted by 2d Lieut. 
Fdward L. Dyer, C.A.C. The non-coms. are: First 
Sergt. Michael Tansey. Q.M. Sergt. James W.: Johnson, 
Sergts. George N. Chase, Perry S. Johnson, Pierre 
3urckle, Jeremiah Donovan, Henry H. Ebert, Horace 
lh. Brooks, Fred H. Hildebrandt, Thomas J. Israel; 
Corpls. Horton Estes, Michael J. Fibich, James Groomes, 
Thomas Egan, Fred F. Billings, Edward J. Chapin, 
Clarence EF.

In the case of the recent loss of the Titanic the shipping 
companies and shipmasters had been put in possession 
of the experience and judgment of a trained staff in the 
Hydrographic Otfice of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department, as summarized in a pamphlet printed in 
April, 1909, entitled, “North Atlantic Ice Movements,” 
giving a study of the entire question, with diagrams to 
show the usual limits of ice for a period of ten years. 
More specifically, the shipping community had been pro- 
vided from month to month with the Pilot Chart, showing 
the conditions of ice up to the time of printing and with 
the weekly Hydrographic Bulletin, giving all pertinent 
details in regard to ice and derelicts, and also the Dail 
Memorandum, summarizing the collected reports of eac 
day. In New York the officer in charge of the Branch 
Hydrographic Office has on exhibit on the floor of the 
Maritime Exchange, as well as in his own office, a large 
chart of the North Atlantic Ocean, on which is shown 
the location of the derelicts, ice and other reported 
dangers. ‘These charts he keeps posted to date. e also 
informs at once by telephone the various steamship 
companies of all reported dangers to navigation. The 
officers of said companies and the masters of their vessels, 
particularly those of outgoing vessels, have always been 
urged to call at the Branch Hydrographic Office to 
obtain the latest information, Steamship companies have 
also always been urged to keep their ships afloat con- 
stantly informed of these dangers by means of wireless 
telegraphy. Similar action has been taken by the officers 
in charge of the Branch Hydrographic Offices at the 
other ports mentioned above. A trained seaman can and 


. does estimate the probable speed and direction of drift 


of any dangerous obstruction, so that if he had knowl- 
edge of the existence of an iceberg or a derelict in a 
certain location at a given date he reckons its future 
position for an interval of a few days. The Daily 
Memorandum of April 15 contains a message from the 
steamship Amerika via steamship Titanic and Cape Race, 
N.F., April 14, 1912, to the Hydrographic Office, Wash- 
ington, D.C.: “Amerika has passed two large icebergs 
in 41-27 N. 50-8 W. on the 14th of April. Knuts.” As 
the Titanic’s position is reported to have been latitude 
41° 16’. longitude 50° 14’, at the time of the disaster, it 
is thus seen that the message which she transmitted for 
the Amerika doubtless relates to the very ice upon which 
she was wrecked.

In his letter entitled “False Economy,” which ap- 
peared in last week’s issue of THE ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, page 1035, Mr. M. R. Hutchison, chief engineer 
of the Edison Storage Battery Company and personal 
representative of Mr. Edison, gives an interesting state- 
ment of the conclusions he reached as a result of several 
days spent aboard ship at the recent target practice of 
the battleship fleet off the Capes of the Chesapeake. He 
was strongly impressed by the accuracy of American 
gunnery and the difficulties under which the high scores 
were so consistently made. In his usual virile and read- 
able style with which our readers have already been 
made familiar by virtue of his twenty-five previous let- 
ters appearing on the thirty-first page of each weekly 
number since Oct. 21 last, Mr. Hutchison himself makes 
a pretty high score against “The political party or 
parties that strive to show artificial economy by neglect- 
ing to safeguard our national wealth and _ prestige.” 
“They,” he claims, ‘“‘will be severely censured by an in- 
dignant public, if occasion does arise for defending our 
homes and institutions, and the facilities are found in- 
adequate.” In discussing the opposition on the part of 
certain of our statesmen and others to appropriating 
funds for the purpose of enlarging the Navy, Mr. Hutch- 
ison starts with the following sound premise: “As long 
as one man has use for another man’s property, just so 
long will nations go to war.” By a number of apt 
similes he shows our present state of unpreparedness for 
a contingency of this nature and maintains outside of 
any matter of pride or sentiment the American business 
man should look at the question from the point of view of 
insurance of the most essential kind; further, that if Con- 
gress cannot be made to see it in this light the business 
men of the country should “voluntarily contribute to a 
separate national fund to increase and maintain our 
national defense, independent of appropriations and 
warring factions.” Mr. Hutchison is first a good Ameri- 
can, secondly a good business man, and thirdly a student 
of conditions and an exceptionally good observer. His 
a of which we give a digest, are worth reading 
in detail. 
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Homer Lea, who has had so important a share in the 
present upheaval in China, has risen to the distinction 
of being called an officer of the U.S. Army, being referred 
to in the Times of Manila, P.I., of March 5, as “Gen. 
Homer Lea, U.S.A., retired, who has had a distinguished 
career since he resigned from the U.S. Army to seek 
adventures in China.” As a matter of fact, Lea never 
has been an officer in the U.S. Army. His title of 
“general” was given to him in the revolutionary army 
of China, and means much or little, according to how 
one views titles conferred in such armies. They say that 
in Hayti, San Domingo, Nicaragua and other places of 
frequent “revolutions” one cannot swing a rifle without 
hitting a “general,” while “colonels” are as plentiful as 
cocoanuts. lLea’s chief distinction has come not from 
activity as an officer in the field, for which his physique 
unfits him, but from his masterly presentation in his 
book, “The Valor of Ignorance,” of the perils that 
menace the United States through its indifference to the 
necessity of adequate military defenses and military 
training. If his advice to the Chinese has been as sound 
as his counsel to his American countrymen, he is entitled 
to high honors from the awakened Mongolians. It is not 
altogether a matter for national American pride that the 
people of the United States have seemed to be less 
capable of being aroused by the warnings of one of their 
own citizens than the Chinese have shown themselves 
to be susceptible to the appeals of a foreigner. 
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In reply to the telegram to the Secretary of War 
from the Adjutant General of Ohio, which appears on 
page 1055, Secretary Stimson said: “I feel certain that 
the Ohio National Guard will support the attitude of 
the War Department toward the Militia Pay bill when 
it is fully understood. We are both working to render 
the National Guard an efficient second line of defense 
to the Regular Army. There is no objection to Militia 
pay, provided the National Government receives an 
adequate quid pro quo for the money paid; and the 
opinion of the Attorney General indicating that the Or- 
ganized Militia could not be used outside the territorial 
limits of the United States makes radical amendment 


necessary to the pending bill. Further amendments are 
ulso necessary in the interests of the enlisted men of 
the National Guard. I-served for over seven years as 
such an enlisted man, and I feel confident that I under- 
stand their viewpoint. I am, therefore, insisting upon 
amendments aimed to insure a thorough training for 
National Guard officers before they are accepted as 
competent to command in time of war.” As to the

A survey of a camp site for 40,000 veterans who are 
expected to attend the celebration of the anniversary 
of the battle of Gettysburg on July 1, 2, 3 and 4, 1913, 
is being made by the Quartermaster’s Department of 
the Army. It is proposed to make the camp for this 
occasion an ideal one, having modern conveniences, 
which will be a striking contrast to the conditions under 
which the soldiers of the Civil War were called on to 
serve. Incidentally, the Quartermaster’s Department 
will introduce some new features in military camps, and 
expects to put in a plant which will attract the attention 
of military authorities all over the world. It will be 
the largest camp that has been made since the Civil 
War. The veterans had, however, in 1861-65 an element 
of content not even our able Quartermaster’s Department 
can now supply in the high spirits and hopefulness of 
youth, which made them satisfied with their meagre fare 
and poor accommodations. 





From Constantinople it is officially announced that 
on April 18 twenty-seven Italian warships bombarded 
the forts Kilid-ul-Bahr and Sedd-ul-Bahr, at the entrance 
of the Dardanelles, for two and a half hours. They then 
withdrew. One Turkish soldier was killed. It is reported 


that in the return fire from the forts a shell struck and 
badly damaged one of the warships. The Porte has 
ae BT ye a blockade of the Dardanelles. The Italians 

red 180 shells, but the forts were only slightly damaged. 
Fire broke out on the Italian warship struck by a 
Turkish shell, and she was obliged to retire from action. 
Altogether thirty-nine Italian vessels were engaged in 
the various operations. Thirty-four of these were 
torpedoboats, the others cruisers or battleships. The 
firing was at about 8,000 yards range. 





Of the present major generals of the U.S. Army on the 
active list Carter and Murray, the juniors, will retire 
for age in 1915. Barry will retire in 1919, Bell in 1920, 
while Wood, the senior major general, will not retire 
until 1924. Coming to the fifteen brigadier generals, 
the first retirement for age is Brush, on May 5, 1912; 
then follow Schuyler, Smith, Anderson and Hoyt, in 
1918; Maus, Potts and Wotherspoon, in 1914; Macomb 
and Evans, in 1916; Duncan and Bliss, in 1917; Mills, 
1918; Pershing, 1924, and Funston, the present senior 
brigadier general, in 1929. 


The Division of Militia Affairs, W.D., reports that 
there has been a gratifying increase in the field equip- 
ment of the Organized Militia of several states, as 
evidenced by the number of escort wagons issued during 
the present year. It is anticipated that many regiments 
taking part in maneuver camps for the coming season 
will be completely equipped with the necessary comple- 
ment of wagons. large number of officers and enlisted 
men of the Organized Militia of Wisconsin have volun- 
teered to take the anti-typhoid vaccination.

Rear Admiral Chauncey Thomas, U.S.N., who retires 
for age on April 27, 1912, was born in New York city 
April 27, 1850, but received his appointment to the 
Naval Academy from Pennsylvania in 1867.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. Lewis W. Crampton, Med. Corps, U.S.A., died 
April 12, 1912, of pneumonia, at San Bernardino, Cal. 
Colonel Crampton was born May 8, 1848, in Maryland, 
and was appointed an assistant surgeon in the Army 
June 26, 1875. He was promoted captain and assistant 
surgeon June 26, 1880; major and surgeon Sept. 6, 
1895; lieutenant colonel and Deputy Surgeon General 

ug. 9, 1903, and colonel April 23, 1908. Colonel 
Crampton married Miss Manette Scudder, of St. Louis, 
on Nov. 9, 1905, and she survives him. His last tour 
of duty was as chief surgeon of the Philippines Division. 
He was relieved from that duty in September, 1911, 
coming home via Suez, and arriving in St. Louis, his 
wife’s home, in March, 1912. He went to California 
about three weeks ago to look after some business in- 
terests he had there, and was taken ill at San Bernar- 
dino. His wife, who had remained in St. Louis, hurried 
to him, and arrived several days before his death. Colonel 
Crampton had a very large circle of most ardent friends 
and admirers in St. Louis. 

Mr. Robbins Little, who for twenty years was 
librarian of the Astor Library, in New York, died at 
Newport, R.I., April 13, 1912.

Sur- 
viving are a son by a former marriage, a divorced wife 
residing with the son at Los Angeles, Mrs. Stella Wil- 
liams Budd, of Minneapolis. 

Mrs. Mary A. Duke, mother of Capt. William E. 
Bennett, jr., 25th U.S. Inf., died of paralysis at her 
home at Hartford, Ohio county, Ky., March 31, 1912, 
aged sixty-five years. She is survived by three sons and 
two daughters, all of whom, excepting Captain Bennett, 
live in Ohio county. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Skyrme Butcher, wife of Lieut. Edwin 
Butcher, U.S.N., died on Monday, April 15, 1912, at 
Augusta, Me. 

Col. Lyster M. O’Brien, U.S.A., retired, died at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. BE. Mithoff Nicholas, at 
Columbus, Obio, April 12, 1912. Colonel O’Brien, who 
was born in Michigan Dec. 7, 1836, served through the 
Civil War as lieutenant and captain in the 27th 


Michigan Volunteers, and for gallant and meritorious 
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services before Petersburg, Va., was awarded the brevet 


of major, March 13, 1865. He was appointed a second 
lieutenant, 16th U.S. Infantry, May 11, 1866, and was 
transferred to the 25th Infantry the followin, Se tember, 
He was assigned to the 17th emg in 1870; was 
promoted major, 19th Infantry, April 26, 1898, and was 
transferred to the 17th Infantry the following October, 
He was promoted lieutenant colonel July 13, 1900, and 
was retired for age Dec. 7 of the latter year. He was 
advanced to colonel on the retired list for Civil War 
service April 23, 1904. 
In referring to the death of Chaplain John E. Dallam, 
Inf., about March 19, 1912, in official orders Colonel 
Glenn, commanding the 23d Infantry, says: “Although 
identified with this regiment only since Aug. 15, 191], 
Chaplain Dallam in that time showed such qualities of 
gentleness, geniality and honor as to endear himself to 
the officers and men of the regiment to an unusual degree, 
The regiment honors his memory for his conscientious 
efforts in the performance of his duty, and extends to his 
brother and sister sincerest sympathy in their bereave. 
ment.” 


Capt. John L. Purcell, U.S.N., retired, died April 16, 
1912, of valvular trouble of the heart, at the Naval 
Hospital in Philadelphia, Pa., aged fifty-six years. Cap. 
tain Purcell, who was retired from Oct. 23, 1911, was 
an extra number in his grade, being advanced for 
eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle during the war 
with Spain. He was born in New Jersey, and entered 
the Naval Academy Sept. 29, 1873, and was commis. 
sioned midshipman June 16, 1881. During his service 
he was in the old Constellation, Trenton and Quinne- 
baug, Minnesota and Jamestown to November, 1882. He 
was in the coast survey and North Alaska exploring 
expedition from August, 1883, to July, 1887, and was 
next in the Nipsic to October, 1890. He received 
recognition by the Navy Department for his efficient 
services on the North Alaska exploring expedition, and 
was commended in a special report of Rear Admiral L, 
A. Kimberly, U.S.N., for meritorious service in Apia, 
Samoa, March 15, 1889, during the great hurricane 
there. Other vessels he served in included the Minne- 
sota, Essex, Atlanta, Amphitrite, Vermont, and during 
the war with Spain he was in command of the gunboat 
Osceola. on the Atlantic coast, and was next in command 
of the Zafiro, on the Asiatic Station. He was also in 
command of the Mohican, was inspector of the Bighth 
Lighthouse District and was in command of the Paducah 
and Lancaster, the latter being his last assignment. 


Commodore Frank FE. Sawyer, U.S.N., retired, died 
suddenly at his home in Newton, Mass., April 17, 1912. 
He was born Sept. 14, 1851, in New York, and was 
appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy Sept. 25, 1868. 
He was retired June 30, 1907, on recommendation of 
the rear admirals’ board. He had performed twenty-one 
years’ sea service and nearly fifteen years’ shore duty. 
During the Spanish-American War Commodore Sawyer 
was on duty on the gunboat Fern in Cuban waters. In 
the Russo-Japanese war he commanded the gunboat 
Helena, which was stationed at Newchwang. 


Clarissa Harlowe Barton, founder of the National Red 
Cross Society, died at her home near Glen Echo, Md., 
April 12, 1912. She had been in poor health for months. 
She was born at Oxford, Mass., Dec. 25, 1821. She has 
been aptly called the Florence Nightingale of America. 
On the battlefields of the Civil War and in the camps 
of the French and German armies in Europe she nursed 
wounded and dying soldiers. She personally took charge 
of the nursing of the fever patients of the South during 
the Civil War, and after the fall of the Commune she 
entered Paris on foot and distributed food to the starv- 
ing. She endured the hardships of travel in Russia and 
Turkey to relieve suffering humanity, and faced the 
dangers of yellow fever in Cuba to nurse Cuban recon- 
centrados and later the American soldiers in Santiago. 
For several years after her return to America she urged 
upon the Government the confirmation of the Red Cross 
treaty by the United States. In 1881 she took the 
matter up with President Garfield. Secretary of State 
Blaine gave his approval to the action proposed, and on 
May 21, 1881. a meeting was held in Washington, which 
resulted in the formation of the American Association of 
the Red Cross. Miss Barton was chosen first president 
of the society, and this position she held until advancing 
years obliged her to relinquish active work in 1905. 





LAVINIA MORGAN DRUM. 


A great number of Army people, especially of the old 
Army, will be sorely grieved by the death on April 8 at 
her home, Langdrum, Montgomery county, Md., of Mrs. 
Lavinia Morgan Drum, widow of Brig. Gen. Richard C. 
Drum, who was retired in 1889 while Adjutant General 
of the Army. 

This noble Army woman exemplified in her life all 
those high qualities and all those sterling virtues which 
make the highest type of Army wife. Her heart was 
full of sympathy for all, her helping hand was ever 
extended to all in need, her noble soul rose above the 
petty things of life. She helped, she encouraged, she 
sustained, she comforted, she made better all who came 
within the influence of her personality. She lived and 
moved in an atmosphere of simplicity, dignity and affec- 
tion. In her presence pretence and all unworthiness 
hid their heads. Her mind was brilliant, her ready and 
kindly wit illumined every question, and in controversy 
she went straight to the truth, clearing obscurity and 
upsetting sophistry as the sun dissipates a mist. It was 
the writer’s great privilege to enjoy her confidence and 
friendship for many years, during which some corre- 
spondence between us was maintained. Her letters were 
brilliant and models of style, and she deserved to be 
ranked with the most famous letter-writers of the world. 

This grande dame of an older and, in many ways, 2 
better time has passed out of this life, but she has left 
to her family, to her descendants and to her friends the 
priceless memory of her life and her good deeds—a 
memory which will influence their lives and their acts 
until they shall go to join her in the realms of the

GENERAL GRANT’S FUNERAL. 


The body of the late Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, 
U.S.A., was taken from the Hotel Buckingham, New 
York city, April 13, to Governors Island, accompanied 
by Mrs. Grant, Capt. U. S. Grant, 3d, U.S.A., her son; 
Lieut. M. H. Howze, U.S.A., and several relatives and 
friends. At the ferry to the island the remains were 
escorted by a guard of honor from the Army and from 
U. S. Grant Post, G.A.R., and at the island a battalion 
of the 29th Infantry were drawn up in line and pre- 
sented arms as the remains were taken to the Chapel of 
St. Cornelius the Centurion, where they now lie in state 
under a guard. he arrangements for the funeral are a3 





follows: Services will be held in the Chapel of St. 
Cornelius the Centurion on Governors Island at 10:30 
a.m. April 26. Chaplain Edmund B. Smith will officiate. 
Bishop Farrell, of Illinois, has been asked to deliver 
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the funeral address. All friends of the family are invited 
to be present at the services. The body of General Grant 
will be taken to South Ferry following the services and 
then escorted-to the West Shore Railroad station at the 
foot of West Forty-second ‘street by the command of 
Regular troops prescribed for a major general of the 
U.S. Army. U. 8. Grant Post of Brooklyn will act as 
special bodyguard, and it is expected that the 14th Regi- 
ment, N.G.N.Y., in command of which General Grant 
left for the front in 1898, and also the uniformed detach- 
ment of the Veteran Corps of Artillery will accompany 
the body. A special train on the West Shore will convey 
the funeral party to West Point, where General Grant's 
body will be buried with full military honors in the 
cemetery of the ge Academy. The entire military 
force at West Point will meet the body and escort it to 
the grave. There three volleys will be fired by the Corps 
of Cadets, from the ranks of which General Grant was 
graduated in 1871. Arrangements have been made for 
the lying in state in the St. Cornelius Chapel on Gov- 
ernors Island from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. on April 25. The list 
of pallbearers has not been completed. The Princess 
Cantacuzene, General Grant’s daughter, is expected to 
arrive from Russia April 23 on the Kaiser Wilhelm II. 

The detachment of fifty men from the Veteran Corps 
of Artillery of New York, with band and field music, will 
parade under command of Major Charles Elliot Warren. 
Major General Grant was an hereditary member of this 
organization, at Governors Island. The Society of 
Colonial Wars in the State of New York have invited 
the Artillery Service Detachment of the Corps of Artil- 
lery to parade in full dress uniform, as escort, at a 
church service to be held by the Society of Colonial 
Wars Sunday, May 5, 1912, at eleven o’clock in_the 
morning, at the old First Presbyterian Church, Fifth 
avenue and Twelfth street, New York city, and the 
invitation has been accepted.

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LEGAL STATUS OF MILITIA. 


We are indebted to Capt. Hubert J. Turney, Ohio 
N.G., for a copy of the opinion which appears below, 
in the case in re Johnson, same being a habeas corpus 
matter pending in Ohio. We do not think that the logic 
of this opinion can be questioned, and inasmuch as it 
holds and recognizes that the National Guard are, under 
the terms of the Dick bill, entitled to all the immunities 
of soldiers of the Regular Establishment, it must follow 
as a necessary result that they are subject to all of the 
liabilities. If this opinion should be sustained by the 
eourt of last resort, which we do not doubt will be 
the case, it would appear that the National Guard could 
be sent in an extraterritorial or oversea expedition by 
order of the President and without the necessity of an 
act of Congress to this effect.

KEELER, J., opinion. Rendered April 2, 1913. 


SYLLABUS, 


1. A civil court may, in any case, inquire by what 
right a person is restrained of his liberty; but if it 
appear, upon such inquiry, that the person is held under 
color of military authority, and that the person re- 
strained is amenable to the jurisdiction of the military 
court, the application should be denied. 

2. The amendments to the Act of Congress approved 
Jan. 21, 1903, entitled “An Act to Promote the Effi- 
ciency of the Militia and for other purposes,” have only 
increased the authority of the United States over the 
organized Militia of the various States, and decreased 
the authority of the States, but have not otherwise 
fms agg the individual status of soldiers of the organized 
Militia. 

3. It appearing that troops had been paraded by au- 
thority of a specific order from the War Department, 
that they might be inspected by officers of the United 
States Army to determine their efficiency, the State 
courts will not assume jurisdiction of an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus to release a soldier, so ordered, 
from custody of the military authorities.

After stating the facts of the case, the Court says: 

This Court had before it at a former term almost the iden- 
tical question raised by this case, in the matter of the appli- 
cation of Joseph Kuchta for a writ of habeas corpus. In the 
Kuchta case, the relator claimed that he was not a lawful 
member of the military organization, and sought to question 
the jurisdiction of the military authorities to hold him for an 
alleged offense, claiming that at the time cf his alleged enlist- 
ment he was not of lawful age to take the military oath. This 
Court held that it might look into the question upon his alle- 
gation that he was not a member of the military organiza- 
tion, but that, upon it satisfactorily appearing to the Court 
that this allegation could not be sustained in fact, and it 
affirmatively appearing that he was held under color of mili- 
tary authority, the writ was denied. 

This Court’s decis‘on was subsequently affirmed by the 
Supreme Court in 81 O.S. 508, the Court ~—s. its decision 
upon the authority of McGorray vs. Murphy, 80 0.8. 413, and 
in re Grimley, 137 U.S., 150. It appears, however, that the 
decisions of the Supreme Court in both the Kuchta and 
Murphy cases were based upon the Act of Congress before 
referred to, and known as the ‘‘Dick Bill,’’ and that this 
Act of Congress has been amended since the decision of the 
Supreme Court in those cases. A careful study of the amend- 
ment leads us to the conclusion that the law as amended is 
even more unfavorable to the petitioner than the law as it 
originally stood. . 

Congress had the undoubted authority, under the federal 
constitution, to legislate concerning the Militia; and the 
latest legislation upon this subject merely inereases the 
authority of the Federal Government and decreases the author- 
ity of the several States, incidentally increasing the federa. 
apportionments for the use of the organized Militia, and 
relieving the States from a portion of the expense of its 
maintenance; so that it now appears that the organized 
Militia of the several States are, in great part at least, 
clothed, armed, equipped, and in part paid by the Federal 
Government. The Federal Government, in so doing exercised 
its right to inspect, at stated intervals, this equipment in the 
hands of the individual soldier, and it appears that this 
relator was ordered to appear with his command before such 
an inspector upon the date he was placed in custody and the 
day prior to the filing of this application. This inspection 
was for the purpose of ascertaining whether the relator was 
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pregectz instructed as a soldier, and whether the Government 
equipment in his possession as a soldier was in a condition 
for immediate service in the field in time of war. This jp. 
spection was very important. 

Under our system of government, where military service is 
voluntary and.our military establishment small in comparison 
with the vast standing armies of Europe, it is of the most 
vital importance that our military organization should be at 
all times in a condition of the highest efficiency. It is upon 
this broad ground of _—— policy that the federal courts 
have constantly refused to inquire into the jurisdiction oj 
military courts in like cases, as In re Mason, 1905, U.S. 696. 
In_re Davison, 21 Fed. 618; In re Crain, 84 Fed. 788. ; 

For the various courts, of whatever district troops hap. 
pen to be in, to inquire into and review the decision of 
courts-martial, in cases of troops serving within their sever] 
jurisdictions, would be to a great extent demoralizing to 
military discipline, and especially in time of war would tend 
to weaken the military arm of the Government. Moreover 
by the military law as established under authority of Acts o} 
Congress, a soldier brought before a summary court martial 
has the right to appeal to a oo court martial, and even 
to the commander-in-chief. If he feels himself aggrieved by 
a decision against him, he may have the same reviewed by a 
higher authority within the military establishment itself, ang 
thus his rights are as thoroughly protected against error prej- 
udicial to himself as the rights of a citizen are protected in 
the civil courts, and in a somewhat similar manner. 

In the case at bar there is a stronger reason for refusing 
this writ than existed in either the Murphy or Kuchta cases, 
In those cases the relators were on duty, ordered there upon 
the authority of the Government of Ohio by the Adjutant 
General of Ohio. In this case the court is asked to assume 
jurisdiction in the case of a soldier who is performing dut 
under orders of the President of the United States through 
the Secretary of War. 

_ Nothing can be clearer than that this court has no jurisdic. 
tion to entertain this action, and the application of the 
relator will be summarily denied, and he is remanded to the 
custody of the military court.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


As to the proper checkage in the case of men in the 

Navy sentenced to loss of pay to an amount which 
would bring them in debt to the Government the Comp. 
troller says of the seven cents a day reserved from 
forfeiture: “It is pay not forfeited and should be treated 
as any other pay coming due. If he is in debt to the 
Government it should be applied first toward the liquida- 
tion of such indebtedness, in the absence, in the sentence, 
of a reservation of pay to liquidate indebtedness. (See 
10 Comp. Dec., 702, and decision of April 23, 1908, 
45 MS. Comp Dec., 558, Pm. Memo., No. 86, p. 638.) 
It was said in 14 Comp Dec., 455: ‘If no sum is excepted 
from forfeiture to discharge indebtedness or if there is 
found to exist indebtedness in excess of the sum specified 
in the sentence, such indebtedness or such excess should 
be liquidated only from pay not forfeited, that is, the 
accumulated $3 per month and the $20, and any balance 
of these sums that remain should be paid as directed 
by the sentence.’ The seven cents per day reservation 
for certain expenses is similar in its legal effect to the 
reservation of $3 per month for ‘necessary prison ex- 
penses’ and I think should be treated in the same way in 
payment and accounting.” In reply to a question from 
Paymr. H. A. Wise, U.S.N., it is further’ stated that 
forfeiture of the pay with the reservation begins upon 
the approval of the sentence, and is applicable only to 
the liquidation of indebtedness until that indebtedness 
is paid, being treated thereafter as any other pay due 
the man. 
_ The Comptroller decides that Private Dauser, U.S.M.C., 
is entitled to pay for the period beyond the expiration 
of his enlistment during which he was held to answer 
to a charge of manslaughter, of which he was found 
not guilty. 

In the case of Trumpeter T. J. Mance, U.S.M.C., the 
Comptroller decides that a man drafted for foreign service 
is entitled to extra pay for period of travel under orders 
for shore duty beyond seas, but not unless he actually 
enters upon such shore duty. 
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The statue in honor of John Paul Jones erected at the 
Seventeenth street entrance to Potomac Park, Washing- 
ton, D.C., was unveiled with impressive ceremonies April 
17, 1912. President Taft, Mr. George von LL. Meyer, 
Secretary of the Navy, officers of the Army and Navy 
and members of the Diplomatic Corps were among those 


gathered for the ceremony. Secretary Meyer presided 
and introduced the speakers. President Taft made the 
address. Admiral George Dewey unveiled the statue, 
following which ceremony a national salute of twenty- 
one guns was fired by the Dolphin and the Mayflower, 
stationed in the Potomac River near by. The President, 
after the unveiling, reviewed the military parade, which 
was made up as follows: Grand marshal, Brigadier 
General Evans, U.S.A., naval aids, Comdr. Archibald 
H. Davis, Lieut. Comdr. Needham L. Jones, Lieut. 
Comdr. Richard D. White, Lieut. Robert Henderson, all 
U.S.N.; naval escort, aids, Capt. Henry O. Dunn com- 
monding, Comdr. Henry J. Ziegemeier, Lieut. Comdr. 
Charles E. Courtney, Lieuts. Walter B. Woodson and

brigade of midshipmen, under Comdr. Louis M. Nulton, 
U.S.N.; battalion of marines, under Major Thomas C. 
Treadwell, U.S.M.C.; navy yard band, and battalion of 
seamen, under Lieut. John Downes, U.S.N. 
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The final polo game between teams from the 3d U.S.

GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y.H., April 18, 1912. 

The garrison of Governors Island was plunged into deep 
mourning by the very sudden and unexpected death of Major 
Gen. Frederick D. Grant on Thursday, April 11, about mid- 
night. The General was absent from the Island on leave and 
was staying with Mrs. Grant at the Buckingham Hotel, New 
York, when the sad event occurred. He had been rejoicing 
that afternoon in his renewed strength and vigor, upon which 
his doctor had congratulated him; and he retired for the night 
in a most cheerful frame of mind. General Grant was 
awakened from his sleep by a sensation of breathlessness, 
and expired suddenly and painlessly of heart failure. His 
wife and trained nurse were both at his side. The doctors, 
who had been summoned immediately, arrived within fifteen 
minutes; but they found that the heart had already stopped 
beating and that General Grant had passed away. 

On Saturday afternoon General Grant’s body was brought 
to Governors Island and received with the honors due his 
rank. The party accompanying the body from the Hotel 
Buckingham consisted of Mrs. Grant, Capt. Ulysses S. Grant, 

r. and Mrs. Potter Palmer, jr., Mrs. Honoré Palmer, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Purrington; and Capt. Charles W. Fen- 
ton, Capt. George E. Thorne, and Lieut. Marion W. Howze, 
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aides-de-camp. They were met at the New York pier by Brig. 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss and the division staff. Col. George 
Cecil, post commander, with staff, and the 3d Battalion of 
the 29th Infantry, under command of Major A. B. Shattuck 
and band, were in waiting at the Governors Island pier an 
formed the escort from the boat to the Chapel of St. Cornelius 
the Centurion. Twelve non-commissioned officers from the 
99th Infantry were the body bearers, and a guard of honor 
from the U. S. Grant Post of Brooklyn preceded the body of 
the General to the chapel. This ard included William 
Wallace Grant, post commander, and Thomas W. Topham, 
adjutant, and among its membership were some who served 
jn the same capacity at the funeral ceremonies of the late 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant. 

The cortege proceeded to the chapel, the band with muffled 
drums playing the funeral march, Mrs. Grant and members 
of her family following directly behind the caisson which was 
drawn by four horses, each with an Infantrvman at his head. 
Upon arrival the battalion presented arms and the body was 
carried into the chapel and placed upon the bier at the west 
end of the nave, where it is to remain until the day of the 
funeral ceremonies. Chaplain Smith said an office of devotion 
for the family of the General and the officers and ladies of 
the garrison who were present to testify their sympathy and 
respect. 

‘ guard was appointed to remain on duty day and night 
during the period of waiting, a guardhouse being at once es- 
tablished in the crypt. The guard consists of Sergeant Wight- 
wick, of Co. L, Sergeant Smith, of Co. K, Sergeant Glarner, of 
Co. L, and six privates, chosen from the various companies 
of the battalion. The bier is flanked by six candelabra and 
wreaths and great masses of flowers, sent by military or- 
ganizations and friends of the late General and Mrs. Grant, 
are banked at its foot. Flowers are constantly arriving and 
are cared for by loving hands. 

On Sunday, the 14th, after the garrison service in the morn- 
ing, in which reference was made to the life and character 
of eneral Grant and his interest in the chapel which now 
has the privilege of affording his body a resting place, the 
Chaplain and choir proceeded to the bier and chanted the 
office for the dead, in which the congregation took part with 
deep feeling. The music for the recessional was the dead 
march in Saul. 

The body will lie in state, for all persons who desire to 
visit, on Thursday, April 25. There was a mistake made in 
some of the daily papers which stated that the body would lie 
in state on Thursday, April 18. The funeral service has been 
appointed to be said in the chapel on Friday, April 26, at 
10:30 a.m. The Princess Cantacuzene-Spéransky left St. Pe- 
tersburg upon receiving news of her father’s death and is 
expected to arrive on April 24. After the funeral ceremonies 
on Governors Island the body of General Grant will be taken 
to West Point for interment in the pesca f of the Militar 
Academy. A large military force will form the escort throug 
the city of New York, and the officers and ladies of Governors 
Island will accompany Mrs. Grant to West Point. 

The sympathy of the garrison goes out to Mrs. Grant and 
her family in their great loss and sorrow, in which all who 
live here join with —e feeling. The flags of the post are 
at lialf-staff, all social functions are of course indefinitely 
suspended, and the feeling of all is not only that Governors 
Island has lost its Commanding General, but that everyone 
has lost a sincere friend, for whom he mourns with a sense 
of personal grief. . : c

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Perhaps it is well for officers of the Army to under- 
stand that their efforts to influence the choice of general 
officers of the National Guard by letters complimenting 
certain candidates for promotion have aroused much 
resentment among officers of the Guard not thus favored. 
The recommendation of an officer for promotion over the 
heads of his superiors in rank is not calculated, as every 
officer must know, to arouse the enthusiastic approval 
of those thus discriminated against. But an effort is 
being made to bring into the Federal Service in case of 
war the general officers of the Organized Militia with all 
their imperfections upon them, and it is not strange that 
officers of the Regular Army who will be the chief victims 
of this policy, if it should be adopted, are disposed to 
stretch a point to secure the choice of proper officers 
to command the state troops. What is regarded by the 
Guard officer as improper interference has not been 
limited to recommendations in behalf of general officers, 
so that the desire that Army officers should refrain from 
interference in National Guard politics is somewhat 
general. 
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ARRANGEMENTS FOR JOINT MANEUVERS. 


From reports received at the War Department, it 
appears that progress is being made in the arrangements 
for the joint maneuvers of the Regular Army and 
Organized Militia for this summer. Two new and 
fundamental principles are being followed by the War 
Department in this matter this year, i.e., all the detailed 
arrangements for the maneuvers are being made by 
division commanders, on whom, as a consequence, full 
and complete responsibility will rest for the success of 
the maneuvers in their respective divisions; and the 
joint instruction camp is being replaced as far as 
practicable by maneuver campaigns similar to those 
fought in Massachusetts in 1909 and again in 1911. 
The General Staff some months ago prepared a tentative 
plan outlining what was desired in the three divisions, 
and on this the division commanders are building up 
definite and detailed plans for their respective divisions. 

The arrangements in the Eastern Division have been 
fairly well completed, and embrace a maneuver campaign 
in the vicinity of New York city of one division against 
another; the state joint camp at Anderson, Ala., for 
all the Militia of the Department of the Gulf, a joint 
camp at Mt. Gretna, Pa., for the Militia of Pennsylvania 
and nearby states, and a small joint camp near Wash- 
ington for the Militia of the District of Columbia. 

In the Central Division there will be, as near as can 
be told at the present time, a maneuver campaign near 
Columbus, Ohio, for all the Militia of that state, a 
maneuver campaign near Fort Leavenworth for the 
Militia of the adjoining states and the garrisons of Fort 
Leavenworth and Fort Riley, and possibly another 
maneuver campaign near Sparta. In addition, there 
probably will be joint camps in this division at Alex- 
andria, La.; Pole Mountain Reservation, near Fort D. 
A. Russell; Sparta, Wis., and Fort Leavenworth, Kas.; 
and there will be smaller state joint camps for North 
and South Dakota, Michigan, Indiana, Iowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and possibly New Mexico. 

In the Western Division there will be two maneuver 
campaigns, one about San Francisco for the Militia of 
California, Nevada and Utah, and the Regular garrisons 
of the Presidio of San Francisco and the Presidio of 
Monterey; another in the Puget Sound region for the 
Militia of Oregon, Washington and Idaho, and the 
Regular garrisons of Vancouver Barracks, Fort Lawton, 
Fort George Wright and Boise Barracks. In addition, 
there will be a joint camp for the Militia of Montana 
at Fort Benjamin Harrison, and possibly another joint 
camp in Arizona for the Militia of that state. 

The adoption of the maneuver campaign in the place 
of the joint camp wherever possible marks a long step 
in the direction of training Militia for actual field 
service in time of war. The statement occasionally is 
heard that the Militia is not ready for work of this 
character, but the fact remains that in the event of 
sudden mobilization the Militia would suddenly be called 
upon for service in the field whether or not it was pre- 
pared for it. In view of this it is deemed important 
that the Militia should be given, in time of peace, some 
training for the kind of service it will have to have on 
very short notice in the event of war, notwithstanding 
the fact that the Militia may be poorly prepared for this 
type of instruction. As a matter of fact, under the 
conditions which exist in the Militia, if we wait until 
the Militia is thoroughly grounded in many of the funda- 
mentals before giving them the kind of training’ that is 
contemplated in these maneuver campaigns, with rare 
exceptions such training would not be had until the 
Militia was suddenly mobilized for war. 

One of the objections frequently made to this kind of 
training for Militia is that the personnel of the Militia 
is not hardened for field service and this character of 
service imposes upon them unnecessary hardships, result- 
ing in dissatisfaction and discouraging recruitment. Very 
explicit instructions have been given division com- 
manders so to shape these maneuver campaigns as to 
meet this objection. The objection was fully met in the 
maneuver campaign in Massachusetts last year, and this 
is to be taken as a model in the arrangements for the 
maneuver campaigns this year. No doubt commanders, 
if not held within limits in some manner, will call upon 
their Militia commands for exertions they are not equal 
to because of the desire to win; but if the instructions 
sent out from the War Department are strictly observed 
this will not happen this year, for, under these instruc- 
tions, such restrictions will be placed on commanders as 
will compel them to make the marches and other work 
incident to the campaign conform to the character of the 
troops they are working with. 

In all these maneuver campaigns the chief umpire will 
represent an imaginary commander superior to the com- 
manders of the forces engaged, and it will be within his 
power so to shape the general situation as always to 
have the contending forces completely under his control 
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and prevent the overwork of the Militia contingent. For 
example, the daily marches at the beginning of the 
maneuver campaign will not exceed five to eight miles 
for the Infantry and fifteen to twenty-five miles for the 
Cavalry. The campaigns will be so arranged as to give 
ample opportunity for instructing the officers of all grades 
in command and for instructing the enlisted personnel 
in the minor operations of warfare. To this end two or 
three days of the total eight or ten days to be devoted 
to each campaign will be taken up with the solution of 
minor tactical problems and other similar instruction 
intended especially for the benefit of the enlisted men 
and the officers in lower grades. The campaign will be 
so shaped that on these particular days the commands 
will not move camp. 
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LESSONS OF THE TITANIC’S LOSS. 


The awfulness of the tragedy of the sinking of the 
White Star steamship Titanic off Cape Race on the 
night of April 14 with a death roll of 1,595 persons 
lies not in the fact that the largest and finest of all 
ocean steamships should thus have been lost on its trial 
voyage, but in the truth known by all shipping experts 
that just such a catastrophe had been predicted and 
warned against months and years ago. The mystery is 
not in the operations of the hidden laws of nature but in 
the strange operations of the human mind that shuts 
itself up in a theory and wilfully refuses to take lessons 
from facts. Out of the fabric of its delusion and hope 
the publie created the “unsinkable boat” and confided 
itself blindly to it in spite of warnings that even a child 
might have listened to. 

It is gratifying to know that no naval expert has ever 
been among those who have believed that the unsinkable 
boat has arrived. Indeed, one of the most emphatic 
warnings against the delusion of the unsinkable ship 
came in 1910 from a naval man who had served in a 
foreign navy. We have been gravely told that the great 
ocean liners could not carry enough boats to accommo- 
date all the passengers in case of emergency, unless the 
ships gave up some of the luxuries which high-paying 
travelers expect in these days of costly journeyings, but 
in the “Navy” of November, 1910, this precise subject 
was discussed under the caption of “Luxury—Or 
Safety?’ by Capt. E. K. Roden, who is a graduate of 
the Swedish Government Naval School and served in 
the Swedish Navy before resigning to enter the marine 
service. He referred then to the announcements herald- 
ing the going into commission of the Olympic and the 
Titanie and dwelt upon the unctuous enumeration by 
the ships’ owners of the many provisions for luxurious 
living on board—the swimming pools, the ball room and 
skating rink. the gymnasium, the flower garden, ete. 
Then Captain Roden pointed out that it is not luxury 
but safety that should be the first consideration in the 
handling of any ship designed for the carrying of human 
beings. A ship should be so well equipped with life 
boats and rafts that she would be rendered absolutely 
independent of assistance from without because condi- 
tions might be such as to place the ship in a position 
where “she must rely on her own resources.” So im- 
portant did this statement appear to the author that he 
italicized the words in quotation marks. This is exactly 
what did happen to the Titanic. She had to depend 
upon her own resources and if these resources had been 
adequate, perhaps every soul on board would have been 
saved. 

The objection that fears for the modern liner were 
needless because of the protection afforded by bulkheads 
was answered by the recapitulation of ships that had 
gone down in spite of their bulkheads. Of these was 
the splendid trans-Pacific liner Dakota, which though 
having twelve bulkheads, sank off the coast of Japan 
and proved a total loss. The steamer Columbia, which 
after a collision with the steam schooner San Pedro on 
the Mendocino coast in July, 1907, sank with great loss 
of life within eleven minutes after being struck, was 
equipped with four water-tight bulkheads or one more 
bulkhead than the law required in a ship of the Colum- 
bia’s size. But the most striking proof of the inade- 
quacy of the bulkhead to prevent final sinking was given 
by the fate of the White Star liner Republic after her 
collision with the Florida off Nantucket Shoals in Janu- 
ary, 1909. The Republic’s bulkheads and devices for 
closing the water-tight doors were of standard types and 
in perfect working order yet very soon after the colli- 
sion a supposedly intact bulkhead gave way causing the 
ship to settle by the stern until she went down. 

“Bulkheads greatly increase the safety of a ship but 
do not always prevent sinking,’ was the conclusion of 
Captain Roden. “Wife boats of sufficient capacity should 
therefore form the main auxiliary on which dependence 
can be placed in cases of emergency. The maritime laws 
of all nations prescribe this yet it is doubtful in nine 
cases out of ten that this provision is carried out by the 
owners of passenger ships. After a careful consideration 
the writer feels safe in saying that out of the great 
tumber of passengers carried by ships every year not 
more than two-thirds could be accommodated in the life 
boats and rafts.” 

Not only is the supply of life boats insufficient but 
Captain Roden called attention to the fact that with the 
‘xisting arrangements the full complement of boats car- 
tied cannot be launched. The boat drills in launching 
on board the average liner are farcical, because usually 
conducted when the water is smooth and the weather 
pleasant. When a ship is in such distress that the 
passengers must take to the boats there is often a list to 
one side or*the other. Then it is exceedingly hard to 
launch the boats on the high side, especially if the sea 








has a heavy roll. In these days of ships with towering 
sides, it is difficult at the best to get the boats safely 
down from such a height. What it must be in the 
excitement and panic after a collision can only be under- 
stood by those who have passed through such an ex- 
perience. 

Among the multitudinous contributions to the public 
press on the subject of the Titanic disaster by far the 
most illuminating is the letter in the New York Herald 
of April 18 from Capt. William S. Sims, U.S.N., so 
widely known in the naval world on account of his prom- 
inence in naval gunnery. Captain Sims ‘says that when 
naval attaché at the American embassy in Paris he was 
selected by the heirs of Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Pollok, 
of Washington, who were lost when the French liner La 
Bourgogne went down off New Foundland in July, 1898, 
to manage a competition in Paris during the exposition 
of 190C, for the best means of saving life at sea. The 
prize was 100,000 francs or $20,000. More than three 
thousand appliances were submitted in competition. The 
judges, who were the directors of the life saving services 
of Great Britain, France, Russia and other countries, 
found that none of the large passenger steamships had 
sufficient boats and none carried regular crews for the 
life boats. In many cases there were fewer sailors than 
there were boats. The appliance that won the prize con- 
sisted of a barge, or flat boat, about forty feet wide and 
as long as the width of the ship carrying it. It was built 
of steel with water tight compartments. This boat was 
installed in place of and served as the ship’s bridge and 
was so mounted that two men could get it overboard in 
about three minutes. A single boat of this kind, the 
judges decided, would easily support six hundred per- 
sons. Also were submitted designs of steel lifeboats 
safely carrying sixty passengers and virtually unsinkable 
and slung on davits so they could be lowered in a jiffy. 
Captain Sims points out that three or four of such bridge 
boats with accompanying steel lifeboats would have in- 
sured the saving of every soul on board the Titanic. The 
reason the big ships are not provided with them, Captaia 
Sims believes, is that in the sharp competition between 
lines ship owners consider they can attract more passen- 
gers by providing safety and luxury than they can by as- 
suring safety. One steamship owner told the naval officer 
that if his ships installed complete life-saving appliances 
they would not attract a single passenger. Captain 
Sims also notes the inefficiency of the men into whose 
hands would fall the management of the average life- 
boat. At the end of each trip the deck hands (sailors) 
are usually discharged and new men taken on who natur- 
ally are strange to their duties. The craze for speed is so 
great, says Captain Sims, that the trans-Atlantic liners 
are “not navigated with due regard to safety, that they 
steam practically at full speed in the densest fogs,” but 
he says the companies cannot properly be blamed for this 
practice for if one line slowed down in the fog zone, the 
public would simply take passage on the line that did not 
slow down. Perhaps when all is said and done, it may 
appear that the speed craze of the age which is shown by 
the death-defying risks taken by automobilists and 
motor boatmen has a large part in making the public 
indifferent to danger, an indifference reflected in the ship 
companies’ catering to the love of speed and luxury. 





PROBABILITIES AS TO MEXICO. 


In reply to a somewhat threatening demand of our 
Government upon Mexico to observe international obliga- 
tions in the protection of the lives and the property of 
American citizens domiciled in Mexico the Mexican 
government said: “The Mexican government has a full 
consciousness of its duties, and neither by its acts nor 
by the manifestations of its functionaries has it given 
a reason to doubt the sincerity of its determination to 
cause to be respected the generally accepted principles 
of international law and the rules which govern the 
conduct of civilized nations. * * * The Mexican 
government finds itself in the painful necessity of not 
recognizing the right of your Government to make the 
admonition which the note contains, for the reason that 
it is not based on any incident that should be chargeable 
to the Mexican government and which could signify that 
it might have departed from an observance of the prin- 
ciples and practices of international law. In view of 
the fact that a part of the country is in a state of rebel- 
lion the Mexican government has as its principal duty 
the suppression of the rebellious movement, and if in the 
regions removed from obedience to the legitimate authori- 
ties attempts are committed against the lives and 
property of foreigners, the legitimate government of the 
republic will not be obligated in this respect except in 
the same terms as would the Government of the United 
States or any other country if a rebellion existed in its 
own territory.” 

It is difficult to understand why any reply differing 
from this could have been expected. The Mexican govern- 
ment, and the Mexican people as a whole, are as much 
opposed to the disturbances on Mexican territory as we 
can be, and they are no doubt doing their best to prevent 
them. It may be that we shall be called upon to relieve 
them of this task, but it is not one to be undertaken 
with lightness of heart. Some of our:,readers may have 
heard of a little difficulty we had wit °* Southern Con- 
federacy half a century ago. Do they realize that Mexico 
has a territory nearly fifty per cent. larger than that 
of the seceding Southern states and a population nearly. 
two and a half times that of the Confederacy, according 
to the census of 1860? Its white population was 5,450,- 
711; the population of Mexico at the last census was 
12,491,573. In any action that would be regarded by the 
Mexicans as aggressive we should probably have them 
united against us, whatever might be their internal differ- 
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ences. Mexico needs just such a unifying influence; the 
people of the United States need to be awakened to a 
realization of their impotence as a military power. As 
we consider that both Mexico and the United States still 
have a useful career before them, we are disposed to 
believe that it is in the order of Providence that a condi- 
tion of things should arise in which it will be necessary 
to repeat Napoleon’s order in Egypt: “Donkeys and 
savants to the rear,” and order the fighting men to the 
front that the manhood of the nation may be preserved. 
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The Secretary of the Navy has directed that the council 
of aids prepare a schedule of the details of all officers 
of the Navy to the end of the captains’ list for the next 
eight years, which, of course, it will be necessary to 
revise when deaths occur or for any reason officers of 
this grade leave the Navy. It has not yet been decided 
whether this schedule will be published, but it will be 
followed in making details, showing just when every 
admiral or captain is due to go to sea, when for service 
on shore and when his tour of duty as an aid or member 
of. the General Board is due. When the schedule, on 
which the council of aids is now working, is completed 
it will indicate what will be the employment for every 
admiral and captain for the next eight years. In his 
instructions to the council of aids the Secretary of the 
Navy emphasized the importance of taking special care 
in the selection of flag officers. He called attention to 
his statement before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, when he said: “We want our flag officers to be 
strong, alert and active men of the highest professional 
merits, and able to endure the physical and mental strain 
of dangers and protracted operations in the event of 
hostilities. Officers should never reach the grade of rear 
admiral until they have commanded a capital ship in 
the fleet.” Secretary Meyer said that he did not think 
it was necessary to have rear admirals for bureau chiefs. 
In this connection he called attention to his statement 
before the committee, when he said: “My policy has been 
to get as young bureau chiefs as possible, because I feel 
that the duties of a bureau chief are very exacting and 
that a man should be in the full energy of his life. The 
duties and responsibilities are such as will command 
far higher salaries outside. A man should be paid not 
only for his ability, but for his responsibility. The chiefs 
of bureaus should have the rank and pay of rear admiral, 
but not when they leave. I do not think that they should 
be appointed for more than four years. I think it is 
very desirable that a number of officers should have the 
opportunity and experience which the head of a bureau 
gets. The office should not be given to one man to hold 
for life or for an extended period beyond a four years’ 
term. We should get new blood every four years.”

The Army Appropriation bill is now in the hands of 
the conference committee, which consists of Senators du 
Pont, Warren, Foster and Representatives Hay, Slayden 
and Prince. It is not probable that the committee will 
have a meeting before April 24, and until its members 
get together and compare notes it is impossible to predict 
just what course the bill will take. The Republican 
members of the committee are as firm in their intentions 
that all of the new legislation which was placed in the 
bill by the House should be stricken out as they were 
when the measure went over to the Senate. At the same 
time Chairman Hay is determined to make an economy 
record without much regard for the recommendations 
of the President and the War Department. It is not 
thought that he will find sufficient support in the House 
to carry through anything like his entire program. The 
provision for the abolishment of five regiments of 
Cavalry is regarded as good as defeated, especially in 
view of the fact that these regiments may be called on 
for service in Mexico before Congress adjourns. It is 
still possible that the entire new legislative program, 
including the amendments placed in the bill by the Senate, 
may be stricken out before the measure becomes a law.

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Up to Friday of this week President Taft had not 
taken up the matter of filling the vacancies in the ranks 
of general officers. A petition signed by the Kansas 
Senators and members of the House asking for the pro- 
motion of General YTunston will be presented to the 
President. Generals Bliss and Wotherspoon will have 
powerful influences back of them, as will General Ed- 
wards, who. will be taken under consideration in connec- 
tion with both vacancies, though it is probable that he 
will not be appointed brigadier general in the line until 
some of the older colonels have been passed through the 
rank of brigadier general and retired. It has been de- 
cided that General Barry is to command the Eastern 
Division when a brigadier general is selected to succeed 
him at West Point. General Carter is virtually under 
orders to take command of the Central Division when 
Congress adjourns.

In order to make a further test of liquid fuel under 
battle conditions the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy 
Department will shortly make an experiment with 
gasoline. A shell is to be fired into a tank of gasoline 
for the purpose of determining whether the oil will ex- 
plode. Some time ago the Bureau of Ordnance made a 
similar experiment with standard fuel petroleum. -' The 
oil did not ignite, but when a shell exploded in a tank 
of it it flew in every direction. These experiments are. 
very important on account of the policy of the Navy 
Department to use fluid fuel in battleships as well as 
auxiliary ships. It has been definitely determined that 
it is not any more dangerous to fire into a tank of oil 
than into a bin of coal.

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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The passage of the Army Appropriation bill by the 
Senate is noted on page 1041. 

The Senate on April 15 passed S. 1673, to retire with 
rank of captain officers of Philippine Scouts whose ag- 
gregate service, Civil War and subsequent thereto, 
amounts to fifty years. This bill would confer the rank 
of Captain of Infantry, retired, upon John C. Clark, 
post Q.M. Sergeant, U.S.A., retired, whose record was 
published on page 1022, our issue of April 13. 

The Senate on April 15 passed S. 5991, authorizing 
the War Department “to use the sum of $5,959, the same 
being the unexpended balance of appropriations hereto- 
fore made by Congress for the construction of a Navy 
memorial in the Vicksburg National Park, for the pur- 
pose of erecting in said park bronze portrait busts of 
officers who, in the judgment of the Secretary of War, 
rendered distinguished service in the operations that it 
commemorates (including their pedestals and the cost of 
erection), and for other park purposes.” 

The bill S. 5494, “to provide a site for the erection of 
a building to be known as the George Washington Me- 
morial Building, to serve as the gathering place and 
headquarters of patriotic, scientific, medical, and other 
organizations interested in promoting the welfare of the 
American people,” was passed by the Senate April 15. 

The Senate Military Committee favorably reports 
H.R. 21170, granting to the El Paso and Southwestern 
Railroad Company a right of way through the Fort 
Huachuca Military Reservation, and authorizing opera- 
tion of a railway through said reservation. _Fort 
Huachuca is now seven miles from the nearest railway 
(a branch of the Southern Pacific), and the building of 
a railroad into the post would result in great economy 
in supply. The El Paso and Southwestern Railroad 
will give direct connection with El Paso and points 
east. 

The Senate Naval Committee on April 12 reported 
without amendment S. 5719, creating a Medical Reserve 
Corps in the Navy. The committee quotes an _ extract 
from the report of the Surgeon General of the Navy for 
1910: “This subject has been so fully discussed in recent 
annual reports and the need for a Medical Reserve 
Corps for the Navy was so ably argued by the Depart- 
ment in communications to the last Congress that space 
need not be taken for reiterating the advantages which 
should follow the organization of such an auxiliary to 
the Medical Department. A subsidiary, but for the time 
being important, result of the establishment of a reserve 
corps for the Army may be quoted from the annual 
report of the Surgeon General of the Army for 1909 : 
‘The distinguished physicians who head the Medical 
Reserve Corps have been a potent factor in this result 
(the increase in number of candidates commissioned in 
the Medical Corps from ten to twenty-nine in one year), 
many of them through the interest created by their 
being members of the Army medical service, int»resting 
themselves in obtaining desirable candidates, principally 
from the medical schools and hospitals with which they 
are personally associated. In fact, if no other benefit 
resulted to the Army from commissioning the leaders 
of the medical profession of the country in the Medical 
Reserve Corps, it is safe to say that the desirable candi- 
dates obtained by and through them demonstrate the 
wisdom of such action.’” 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has favorably re- 
ported the bills to increase the pensions of Harriet TP. 
Porter, widow of Major Gen. Fitz John Porter, and 
Annie G. Hawkins, widow of Brig. Gen. Hamilton S. 
Hawkins, from $12 a month to $50 a month. In each 
case a minority report is submitted, opposing the in- 
crease, as Mrs. Porter has a total income of $1,844 per 
year, and Mrs. Hawkins one of about $1,300. 


The House on April 16 passed the bill H.R. 16306 to 
provide for the use of the American National Red Cross 
in aid of the land and naval forces in time of actual or 
threatened war, was considered as in Committee of the 
Whoie. It proposes that whenever in time of war, or 
when war is imminent, the President may deem the co- 
operation and use of the American National Red Cross 
with the sanitary services of the land and naval forces 
to be necessary, he is authorized to accept the assistance 
tendered by the Red Cross, and to employ the same under 
the sanitary services of the Army and Navy in con- 
formity with such rules and regulations as he may pre- 
scribe; and that when the Red Cross co-operation and 
assistance with the land and naval forces in time of war 
or threatened hostilities shall have been accepted by the 
President, the personnel entering upon the duty specified 
in Sec. 1 of this act shall, while proceeding to their place 
of duty, while serving thereat, and while returning there- 
from, be transported and subsisted at the cost and charge 
of the United States as civilian employees employed with 
the forces, and the Red Cross supplies that may be ten- 
dered as a gift and accepted for use in the sanitary 
service shall be transported at the cost and charge of the 
United States. 

The House Military Committee on April 9 favorably 
reported H.R. 15286, amended to read: “That the Presi- 
dent be, and he is hereby, authorized to reinstate 1st 
Lieut. Gustav A. Hesselberger, late of the U.S. Army, 
and to retire him in that grade as of the date he was 
mustered out, at the rate of pay of $75 per month.” 

Favorable report was made in the House April 11 on 
S.J. Res. 90 to authorize Capt. John W. Gylick, U.S. 
Army, to accept the position of instructor of the Coast 
Artillery of the Chilean Army and the emoluments, 
rights, and privileges pertaining thereto. 


HOUSE ACTION ON TITANIC DISASTER. 


In the House on April 16 a resolution introduced by 
Mr. Austin, of Tennessee. was adopted: “Resolved, That 
this House has heard with profound regret and sorrow 
of the appalling loss of life on the steamship Titanic and 
expresses its deep sympathy for the relatives of those 
who perished in that great disaster.” On that and the 
succeeding day the following bills were introduced: 

By Judge Alexander, of Missouri, Chairman of the 
Merchant Marine Committee—Hstablishment of trans- 
Atlantic steamer lane routes by international agreement, 
and for an international joint patrol of the North At- 
lantic steamship routes. 

Representative Hardwick, of Georgia.—To require all 
ocean steamers to carry enough lifeboats. 

Representative Calder, of New York.—For an inter- 
national conference for uniform inspection and sufficient 
lifeboats for all ocean steamers. 

Representative Kindred, of New York.—For bringing 
foreign inspected ships within the jurisdiction of 
American steamboat inspectors. 

Representative Cline, of Indiana—To compel all 
steamers to carry enough lifeboats. 

Representative Levy, of New York.—For international 
joint patrol of North Atlantic ocean lanes. 


Representative Sulzer, of New York.—To compel all 
steamers to carry enough boats. 

Representative Cary, of Wisconsin.—To compel all 
steamers to carry sufficient lifeboats. 

Representative Cary, of Wisconsin.—To compel steam- 
ers to carry water lights and ring buoy lights. 





At a meeting of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs on April 15 a sub-committee was appointed to 
consider legislation for the creation of a veterinary 
surgeon corps. It is expected that the committee will 
report out some sort of legislation for the veterinary 
surgeons, but it has not been decided just what will 
be its character. 

A sub-committee of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs has now under consideration the bill for the 
restoration of former Capt. Robert H. Peck to the Army. 
It is understood that the sub-committee is preparing to 
make a thorough investigation of the difficulties which 
resulted in the dismissal of Captain Peck, and the affair 
may be brought up on the floor of the House, as Captain 
Peck’s mistaken friends in Congress are of the opinion 
that there was a conspiracy against him. ‘ 





BARRACKS IN THE CANAL ZONE. 


An estimate of appropriation has been submitted by 
the War Department calling for $3,587,500 for the con- 
struction on the Panama Canal Zone of accommodations 
for three regiments of Infantry, one squadron of Cavalry, 
one battalion of Field (Mountain) Artillery and 12 
companies of Coast Artillery, including water, sewer and 
lighting systems, roads, walks and refrigerating plant. 

Major General Wood, in a recent memorandum for 
the Secretary of War said: ‘Relative to the estimate 
for $3,587,500, barracks and quarters necessary for the 
garrison (Coast Artillery and mobile Army) on the 
Isthmus of Panama, I have recommended, and you have 
approved, a reduction of the proposed Infantry garrison 
from four regiments to three, the Cavalry from one 
regiment to one squadron, and the Field Artillery from 
one regiment to one battalion, all at full strength, and 
certain sanitary troops. The Coast Artillery garrison 
will be twelve companies. The mobile garrison has been 
reduced to the smallest force which can perform the 
duties required of that garrison on the Isthmus. It was 
thought at one time that the canal buildings would 
become vacant in such numbers that they could be used 
to quarter a large portion of the garrison for a number 
of years, but as this was not certain the estimate for 
barracks and quarters of permanent construction was 
included in the original estimate for the fortification, 
which was approved by the President, and on which 
Congress has already made an appropriation for fortifica- 
tions. This estimate for barracks and _ quarters 
($3,587,500) is a part of that estimate (fortifications). 
We were able to secure canal buildings for one regiment 
of Infantry only, when it was found that practically no 
more buildings will be available until the spring of 1914, 
at which time the canal will be about completed and 
the garrison should be established on the Isthmus, so 
that the question of further use of the canal buildings 
had to be given up. There are also other reasons why 
it is inadvisable to attempt to use these buildings. The 
first is that the cost of moving sufficient buildings for 
a regiment, including their demolition, transfer and re- 
erection, and the subsequent installation of water, 
plumbing, the construction of roads, walks, etc., will, 
according to the estimate of Colonel Hodges, of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, amount to $300,000 per 
regiment, whereas the estimates for new buildings of 
permanent concrete construction, of suitable type, with 
proper sanitary arrangements, will cost, together with 
officers’ quarters, less than $600,000 per regiment. It 
can be seen that it would not be economical to utilize 
the temporary buildings, even if they were to be promptly 
available, in view of their costing practically fifty per 
cent. of what the permanent buildings would cost, and 
for the further reason that their life would not be more 
than ten or twelve years, as they are most of them old 
buildings. Finally, there is an even stronger reason 
than that of economy: Colonel Gorgas, the chief sanitary 
officer of the commission, has urgently recommended that 
no more troops be sent to the Isthmus until permanent 
camps, properly drained, with permanent buildings, have 
been prepared. For the above reasons: the board has 
decided that it is best to commence at once the erection 
of permanent buildings. After careful consideration, a 
camp site has been selected at a point on high ground, 
opposite Culebra. The Panama Railroad passes through 
a section of the tract, and supplies can be economically 
forwarded. The location is healthful, and one of the 
coolest on the Isthmus. Such grading as has to be done 
can be accomplished at a relatively small cost by the use 
of soil taken from canal excavation work near at hand.” 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 
AMENDING NAVAL PERSONNEL ACT. 


S. 6265, Mr. Gallinger.—That Sec. 9 of the Act to reorga- 
nize and increase the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps of the United States, approved March 3, 
1899, be amended to read: ‘‘Sec. 9. That should it be found at 
the end of any fiscal year that the retirements pursuant to the 
provisions of law now in force, the voluntary retirements pro- 
vided for in this Act, and casualties are not sufficient to cause 
the average vacancies enumerated in Sec. 8 of this Act, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall, on or about the first day of April 
of each year, convene a board of five rear admirals on the 
active list and shall place before said board for its actual 
consideration and guidance the complete service and medical 
records of all the officers in the grades of captain, commander, 
lieutenant commander, and lieutenant. Hereafter the service 
record of an officer shall, in addition to the semi-annual re- 
ports on fitness, consist of annual reports made on the fif- 
teenth day of February of each calendar year on officers of 
the various grades as follows: Each rear admiral on the 
active list shall report on the fitness of each captain and 
commander on the active list, with special consideration for 
the fitness of each officer for command rank, having in view 
the best interests of the Service, and likewise each captain on 
the active list shall report on each lieutenant commander and 
each lieutenant. Such reports shall be made under oath stat- 
ing the dates of common service, if any, and the duty per- 
formed during any time previous within a period of ten years. 
These reports shall be forwarded to the Navy Department at 
once, and be kept on file and placed before the Board on 
Selection upon appointment, together with the other service 
and medical records, of officers for the actual consideration 
and guidance of said board. Each member of said board shall 
swear or affirm that he will, without prejudice or partiality, 
examine the records provided for in this section, having in 
view the special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
naval service, and at he will faithfully perform the duties 
imposed upon him by this Act and recommend for retirement 
the officers who are shown to be least efficient as evidenced 
by these records. The board shall keep minutes and a com- 
plete record of its proceedings, and this record shall bear the 
certificate of the senior member of the board, and of the 
recorder, if there shall be anyone serving as such, that it is a 
complete and a true record, and the finding shall be in writ- 
ing, signed by all the members, not less than four governing. 
The record ~ | the proceedings and finding of this board shall 
be transmitted to the President on or before May 1 of the 
current year, who shall, if he approves, by order make the 
transfers of such officers to the retired list as are selected by 
the board. To provide for the contingency that the President 
shall not approve the list submitted by the board, the board 
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shall recommend five officers in excess of the number of prob- 
able vacancies existing by July 1 of the current year. The 
President shall, as soon after June 30 as may be practicable, 
make the transfers of such a number of officers from said list 
as will provide the necessary vacancies in compliance with 
Sec. 8 of this Act: Provided, That not more than five cap- 
tains, four commanders, four .ieutenant commanders, and two 
lieutenants are so retired in any one year: Provided further, 
That the President shall, through the Navy Department, imme- 
diately after the finding of the board shall be submitted to 
him, and not later than May 1, notify the officers who have 
been recommended for retirement by said board, and offer to 
each the opportunity to submit in writing for the Presiuent’s 
consideration any matters tending to show cause why such 
officer should not be retired: Provided further, That no officer 
whose name appears on the list as submitted to the President 
by said board shall be eligible for voluntary retirement pend- 
ing the action of the President in the premises. The promo- 
tions to fill the vacancies thus created shall date from the 
thirtieth of June of the current year: And provided further, 
That any officer retired under the provisions of this section 
shall be retired with the rank and three-fourths the pay of the 
grade from which he was retired.’’

FORMATION OF A REMOUNT ASSOCIATION. 


The condition of the Regular Army and the Organized 
Militia and the reforms of which they stand in such 
urgent need at the present time are giving rise to a 
number of movements in their behalf. Among these not 
the least important is the organization of the Washing- 
ton Branch of the National Cavalry and Artillery 
Remount Association, which has taken place within the 
past two weeks. Broadly speaking, the purposes of this 
association are: 

(1) To promote and encourage the raising and breed- 
ing of such types of horses as are deemed best for mili- 
tary service; 

(2) To establish and make such tests as are considered 
necessary to determine the types of horses most suitable 
for military use and to demonstrate their fitness for 
such service ; 

(3) To awaken interest and co-operation in all matters 
tending to aid, improve or develop the. efficiency of the 
Remount Service ; 

(4) To secure and place stallions of approved blood 
and individuality in the District of Columbia and 
vicinity, to be mated with local mares. Such stallions 
to stand at a nominal stud fee and the owner of the mare 
to sign an agreement giving to the U.S. Army and the 
National Guard an option on the produce at a fixed sum 
and at a fixed age (both to be determined hereafter) ; 

(5) To co-operate with the Department of Agriculture 
and with agricultural fairs, associations or similar 
bodies, and, in general, to lend all possible assistance 
to the stock raiser and farmer, with the object of pro- 
ducing more serviceable horses for military use; 

(6) To take all such measures as are lawful and 
proper to advance and improve the raising and breeding 
of horses for military purposes, and to promote public 
knowledge concerning the same. 

The founders of the Washington Branch of this asso- 
ciation are: Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, retired, former 
Chief of Staff of the U.S. Army and now Governor of 
the Soldiers’ Home; the Hon. Perry Belmont, Col. 
Alexander Rodgers, retired, Major Henry T. Allen, of 
the General Staff; Mr. G. A. Bell, of the Department 
of Agriculture; Mr. William Littauer and Mr. Frederic 
L. Huidekoper. The officers of this organization are: 
President, Lieutenant General Young; treasurer, Col. 
Alexander Rodgers, and secretary, Mr. Frederic L. 
Huidekoper. 

Meetings have been held, the constitution and by-laws 
adopted, and the organization is about to issue invita- 
tions to join to those who may be interested in this very 
praiseworthy work, which will confer a genuine service 
not only upon the military forces, both Regular and 
Militia, but also upon the farmer. 

The tremendous increase in automobiles has _ been 
largely instrumental in bringing about a very marked 
diminution in the breeding of the middle and inferior 
grades of horses. On the other hand, horses of the 
highest type are at present fetching higher prices than 
before the automobile came into such general use. The 
type of horse which is generally employed in Cavalry 
and Artillery regiments of the U.S. Army is a rugged 
animal of fair serviceability, but, compared with those 
to be found in the British and European armies, he 
presents a sorry spectacle. These governments maintain 
studs at which carefully selected mares are bred to the 
type of stallion which experience has demonstrated to 
produce the best animal for military service. It is 
obvious that haphazard breeding can never bring the 
same results as careful selection. These remounts are 
subjected to rigorous inspection and difficult tests. The 
results speak for themselves... 

In this country no such care has been exercised. Con- 
gress has of late authorized the establishment of three 
remount stations in the United States and is manifesting 
in other ways an interest in the improvement of re- 
mounts, but as yet no government studs have been 
authorized. Great improvement in this respect has been 
made in the state of New York, where the branch of 
the National Cavalry and Artillery Remount Association 
has already done excellent work. To be sure, it has 
had the advantage of taking over the breeding bureau 
established by the Jockey Club, which has accomplished 
much in improving the breed of horses in that state. 

The objects of the Washington Branch are similar, 
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and one of its purposes is to hold endurance and other 
tests in order to determine the best type of horse for 
military service. In this connection the first test of that 
kind will be given at Bennings, D.C., near Washington, 
under the auspices of the Washington Riding and Hunt 
Club on May 18, when officers of the Army will compete 
jn the Army service test over a course of about fifteen 
miles containing obstacles of various descriptions, for 
a cup and trophies to be presented by the Washington 
Branch of the National Cavalry and Artillery Remount 
Association. 

Another purpose is to place stallions among horse 
breeders upon very favorable terms. The improvement 
which will necessarily result from these steps will inure 
quite as much to the benefit of the breeder as to that 
of the military service. The success of the National 
Cavalry and Artillery Remount Association will mean 
not only the performance of a patriotic duty, but the 
inauguration of a public spirited movement which, there 
is abundant reason to expect, will prove greatly to the 
advantage of the country at large.

FOREIGN OBSERVATIONS IN THE CANAL ZONE 
CANAL SLIDES AND COLORS—BRITISH VIEW. 


For an excellent explanation of the slides on the 
Panama Canal, whose value as a record is all the more 
enhanced by the fact that it comes from a foreigner, 
who ought to be thoroughly disinterested, one should 
read the “Notes on the Panama Canal,” by Lieut. R. A. 
Owen, Royal Engineers, of the British army, which is 
published in the April number of the Royal Engineers 
Journal. “The Culebra Cut slides,’ says Lieutenant 
Owen, “are of three kinds: First, those due to the slope 
of excavation being left steeper than the material will 
assume in its natural state. These give but little trouble, 
as the amount of material to be handled is. small, and 
when sufficient has slid and been removed the surface 
reaches its natural slope and all movement ceases, 
Secondly, slides occur when layers of clay overlie smooth 
layers of harder material sloping toward the center of 
the canal. These slides are more troublesome than the 
first, as the amount of material is often large and rail- 
way tracks are upturned thereby. So far the only 
ineans of combating them has been by excavating all 
material as it entered the cut. Experience has shown 
that it is only a question of time before they cease 
entirely. Thirdly, breaks have occurred, especially at 
Culebra itself. These breaks are likely to take place 
wherever the underlying rock is of poor quality. As the 
excavation proceeds the distribution of weight is changed 
until the breaking point of the weak stratum is reached 
and the rock is broken up and squeezed out of place, 
either heaving up the bottom of the cut or pushing out 
the side slopes. The method of dealing with these breaks 
is to try to relieve the pressure by cutting benches 
along the walls of the canal. This treatment has proved 
very successful. When water is let in, support will be 
given to the weak strata of rock and greater stability 
may be expected. The reports current as to the gravity 
of these slides are greatly exaggerated, and no one of 
the Isthmus appears to have any misgivings as to the 
entire success of the Cut at an early date. Other pos- 
sible causes of damage are flood and earthquake. The 
flood danger has been removed entirely by the construc- 
tion of the Gatun Lake, and as to the earthquake no 
records exist of any serious damage from this cause.” 
Lieutenant Owen tells us that a noticeable point about 
ail buildings on the Zone is that the predominant colors 
for outside painting of walls and roofs are dark gray 
and black: even the roads are dark. These colors look 
gloomy to the newcomer, but after a time he appreciates 
the rest they give to his eyes. This is very different 
from the colors of buildings in many tropical places, 
W none the blaze of light and color at midday is unbear- 
ale, 

An elaborate system of charts is in operation, by 
means of which cases of disease are plotted in the head 
ofice and the location of any source of infection is imme- 
diately shown up. A great factor in preserving the 
health of the negro population has been the establish- 
ment of laborers’ messes under the Subsistence Depart- 
ment. This system has compelled the negro to spend a 





part of his earnings on good food, instead of, as he 


prefers to do, saving ~~ on food to spend it on 
personal adornment. ‘A well fed and therefore healthy 
negro without patent leather boots,’ dryly remarks the 
British officer, “is found to be more useful as a laborer 
than one who has half starved himself in order to pur- 
chase the latest thing in footwear.” In the matter of 
food only the. highest qualities are purchased, we are 
told, and the contractors are kept up to the mark by 
careful inspection. For instance, every egg, of which 
40,000 are issued daily, is carefully examined before it 
leaves the store, and very few complaints are received. 

This is the first note we have seen made by any 
traveler of the prevailing color scheme in the Zone, and 
it shows what other more elaborate descriptions have 
failed to do, how profound has been the thought given 
to the question of preserving the health of the in- 
habitants. Many travelers in the hot climates have 
found much to complain of in the matter of glare, notably 
Bermuda, where the dwellings, built of the native stone 
which darkens rapidly when exposed to the elements, are 
whitewashed till the eye becomes fairly fatigued with 
the dazzle that greets it on every hand and yearns for 
just the restful color that prevails in the Zone. Now 
that medical science is finding more and more that eye 
strain has a marked effect on health, it may be that the 
dark color plan in vogue in the Zone has contributed 
in no small degree to the great lowering of the morbidity 
rate on the Isthmus.

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ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


A large number of officers attended the thirty-third 
annual meeting of the Army Mutual Aid Association, 
which was held on Tuesday, April 16, in the office of 
the Inspector General of the Army, War Department, 
Washington. The executive committee submitted a report 


from which it appears that the increase in membership 
during the year 1911-1912 was the largest since the 
organization of the association thirty-three years ago. 
Thirty-six officers died during the year, and the total 
amount paid to beneficiaries now aggregates $1,946,000. 
The report indicates that in hundreds of instances the 
insurance money has been placed in the beneficiary’s 
hands within a few hours of the death of the officer. 
Many members during the past year have taken advan- 
tage of the association’s offer of assistance in the 
preparation of their pension papers, and a large propor- 
tion of the members have placed the latter on file in 
the office of the secretary.

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CONTROL OF WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


As a result of the Titanic catastrophe Congress pro- 
poses to enact legislation providing for governmental 
control of wireless telegraphy. Such legislation has been 
asked for at different times by the War Department, 
Navy Department and the Commissioner of Navigation 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor. The Alex- 
ander bill was unanimously reported to the House by 
the Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries on 
April 18, and Senator Burton, of Ohio, will make an 
effort to push it through the Senate. The Alexander 
bill carries out: the provisions of the Berlin Radio- 
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telegraphic Convention and places the Government in 
absolute control of all wireless systems within the waters 
under its jurisdiction. 

President ‘Taft presided at a conference at the White 
House on the afternoon of April 16, which considered 
the question of the regulation of wireless telegraphy in 
conformity with international regulations. The disaster 
of the Titanic, coupled with the wireless chaos concern- 
ing relief work and accurate reports, it was agreed, had 
made regulation imperative. At the conference were 
the President, Mr. Meyer, Secretary of the Navy; Mr. 
Stimson, Secretary of War; Mr. Nagel, Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor; Engineer-in-Chief Hutch I. Cone, 
of the Navy; Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, and Messrs. John Griggs and 
James R. Sheffield, of New York, representing the Mar- 
coni and other wireless interests.

CONSTRUCTOR EVANS’S CRITICISMS. 


In a hearing before the House Committee on Naval 

Affairs Naval Constr. Holden A. Evans, whose resigna- 
tion from the Navy takes effect April 30, indulged in 
some very severe criticisms of Secretary Meyer’s policy, 
insisting that the Meyer scheme of reorganization is too 
expensive and the Newberry scheme was more desirable 
for a number of reasons. He declared that the Meyer 
scheme brought about too many changes in the manage- 
ment of navy yards, that the yards should have a single 
manager capable of co-ordinating the work and should 
remain in charge for a term of years. This manager 
could be a line officer, constructor or a civilian. To 
secure officers for economical and scientific management 
graduates of Annapolis should be selected who have 
shown some special talents in this direction, and they 
should be given a course of one year in the navy yard as 
mechanic so as to become acquainted with the details 
of the work. Constructor Evans declared that in his 
opinion the present scheme of organization will collapse 
in the event of war. All of the line officers, he argued, 
will be sent to sea, and it will be necessary to build up 
a new organization for the war. It was stated by Con- 
structor Evans that the Vreeland Board had informally 
agreed upon a scheme of organization which was sub- 
stantially the same as the Newberry plan, but before 
the vote was taken a message was received from Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Winthrop which caused the board 
to adjourn without taking any action. Subsequently 
three plans were submitted, which have been published. 
Constructor Evans declared in response to questions that 
during the Capps-Rogers investigation by the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs he was in Washington on 
his wedding trip and requested that he be granted a ten 
days’ extension of his leave. He was told that this 
would be granted if he would return_to his home in 
Alabama and wire the request to the Navy Department. 
Complying with these suggestions, the extension was 
granted, and by this scheme he was prevented from 
appearing before the committee. He had written his 
views on the Meyer system for the Naval Institute and 
his paper was accepted, but Secretary Meyer, he declared, 
sent orders to the Institute which prevented-its publica- 
tion. At the request of the members of the committee 
this paper was incorporated into Constructor Evans’s 
testimony. : 
_At,the Navy Department it was stated that if objec- 
tions were made to the publication in the Proceedings 
of the Naval Institute of Naval Constructor Evans’s 
article referred to in his hearings it was only a matter 
of detail which probably never reached the Secretary’s 
desk. It is by no means an extraordinary action of the 
Department to disapprove the publication of a paper 
written by an officer. Such a policy is provided for in 
Articles 244 and 245 of the Navy Regulations. - These 
articles not only cover articles written by Navy officers 
for the Naval Institute Proceedings, but for other 
publications, including magazines and daily papers. 
Several papers supporting the Meyer scheme of reorgani- 
zation have recently been disapproved, and it is stated 
that if Naval Constructor Evans’s article was rejected 
it was not on account of its unfriendliness to the ad- 
ministration. In this connection it is to be stated that 
Secretary Meyer has stated that officers are perfectly 
free to express their opinions when they appear before a 
committee of Congress.

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THE SINKING OF THE TITANIC. 


The Titanic, of the White Star Line, largest ship in 
the world and on her maiden voyage, struck an iceberg 
on the night of Sunday, April 14, and sank three hours 
later, with the loss of nearly sixteen hundred lives by 
latest estimate. She was proceeding at about twenty-one 
knots speed when at 11:40 p.m. she struck in latitude 
41 degrees 46 min. North and longitude 50 degrees’ 14 
min. West, several hundred miles off Capt Race. She 
sank at 2:20 a.m. on Monday morning. Perfect discipline 
was maintained, and when it appeared that the vessel 
‘was in serious danger a part of the ship’s company, 
chiefly women and children, was embarked in small 
boats. They were rescued about 4 a.m. by the Cunarder 
Carpathia, which had been brought to the aid of the 
Titanic by wireless calls for assistance, from a distance 
of about eighty miles. The Carpathia later headed for 
New York and landed the survivors there on the night 
of April 18. When the lookout sighted the berg it was 
too late to avoid collision. An effort was made to change 
the Titanic’s course, but the submerged portion of the 
berg crushed in nearly the entire length of the underbody 
of the ship on the starboard side. 

The story of the loss of the new White Star Line 
steamer Titanic has been told with endless detail in the 
daily papers. Summed up it is the story of the loss of 
the finest ayo oe steamer afloat upon the ocean 
through what would appear to have been a reckless dis- 
regard of the dangers compassing the sea, against which 
full warning had been received. In all 1,595 lives were 
lost with the vessel, as follows: Passengers aboard— 
First class 330, saved 210, second class 320, saved 125; 
third class 750, saved 200; officers and crew 940, saved 
210; total, 2,340; total saved, 745. Of the members of 
the crew saved, four were officers, thirty-nine seamen, 
ninety-six stewards and seventy-one firemen. Among the 
heroes of the occasion appears to have been Major 
Archibald W. Butt, U.S.A., military aid to President 
Taft, who went down with the ship. One of the survivors 
of the wreck, Mr. Bride, second wireless operator on 
the Titanic, said: ‘ ; 

“Col. John Jacob Astor and Major Archibald Butt 
stood side by side as the Titanic sank and waved good-by 
to the small boats hardly to be seen a mile away on the 
starlit sea. When the order was first given for the 
passengers to take to the lifeboats Major Butt had 
defended the passage from the steerage with an iron bar 
against the maddened rush of the panic-stricken men 
in the steerage and saved the lifeboats for the women 
and children.” : 

Another, Mrs. D. W. Marvin, said: “I_am not at all 
sure, but when we pulled away from the Titanic I think 
I saw Major Butt, whom I knew slightly, standing near 
where they were loading the boats, with an_ iron bar 
or stick in his hand beating back the frenzied crowd 
who were attempting to overcrowd the lifeboats.” 

Rush orders were issued by the Navy Department 
April 16 for the scout cruisers Salem and the Chester 
to put to sea immediately and intercept the Carpathia, 
which was slowly coming into New York with survivors 
from the Titanic. At the same time President Taft had 
directed that a revenue cutter be sent from New York 
and one from Boston to meet the incoming steamship. 

The Salem, Comdr. Lloyd H. Chandler, happened to 
have steam up at Hampton Roads and got under way 
at about four o'clock in the afternoon. The Chester, 
Comdr. Benton C. Decker, left Boston on the 17th for 
Philadelphia. The Navy Department sent a message to 
the Naval Torpedo Station at Newport to get a wireless 
to the ship, informing her commander to meet the Car- 
pathia instead of going on to Philadelphia. ; 

The wireless operator on the Chester having complained 
that he was unable to get any reply to inquiries. from 
President Taft addressed to the Carpathia, the wireless 
operator of the lost Titanic, who was among the sur- 
vivors on board the Carpathia and assisted the wireless 
operator on that vessel, said in reply, as reported by 
the New York Times: “The wireless operators aboard 
the Chester got all they asked for. And they were 
wretched operators. They knew American Morse but not 
Continental Morse sufficient to be worth while. They 
taxed our endurance to the limit. I had to cut them 
out at last. they were so insufferably slow, and go ahead 
with our messages of grief to relatives. We sent 119 
personal messages to-day and fifty yesterday. The Navy 
operators were a great nuisance. I advise them all to 
learn the Continental Morse and learn to speed up in 
it if they ever expect to be worth their salt. The Chester 8 
man thought he knew it, but he was as slow as Christmas 
coming.” 

LOST ON THE TITANIC. 


Major Archibald Willingham Butt, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., 
President Taft’s military aid, who lost his life on the 
ill-fated steamer Titanic, April 15, 1912, when_ that 
vessel went down at sea, was returning from Rome, 
where he went to see the Pope and King Victor 
Emmanuel as a personal messenger from the President. 
Major Butt has been one of the most popular officers in 
the Army, and was born in Georgia Sept. 26, 1865. For 
several years before the Spanish War he was a news- 
paper correspondent in Washington. He accepted the 
position of First Secretary of the U.S. Legation at the 
City of Mexico when former Senator Matt W. Ransom, 
of North Carolina, was Minister, and remained there 
until the death of Ransom, when he returned to news- 
paper work in Washington. One of his diversions during 
his years of work as a newspaper writer was to write 
for magazines, and he produced several novels based on 
his life in Mexico and the South that rose to a more 
than ordinary level of finish and interest. He entered 
the military service as a captain and assistant quarter- 
master of Volunteers Jan. 2, 1900, and went to the 
Philippines for duty. _He was appointed captain and 
quartermaster, U.S.A., Feb. 2, 1901, by President Roose- 
velt. While in the islands he wrote several reports on 
handling animals in the tropics that attracted attention. 
On his return from the Philippines Major Butt was sent 
to Cuba. He was stationed at Havana and did very 
good service there. President Roosevelt later had him 
detailed to duty as one of his personal aids. He accom- 
panied Mr. Roosevelt in all his physical rides, including 
the famous ride to Warrenton and back in one afternoon, 
and climbed the heights of Rock Creek Canyon with the 
President and Prince Henry. He had reduced the 
handling of crowds at the White House _ recep- 
tions to a ‘fine art, and made the record of remember- 
ing the names and introducing 1,280 persons in 
one hour. Major Butt was an ideal clubman, for he 
knew everyone and was liked by all. While in Manila 
he was secretary of the Army and Navy Club there. He 
was promoted major March 3, 1911. He was a bachelor 
and lived in a fine old mansion in Washington, where 
he entertained his old friends in handsome style. Major 
Butt was a graduate of Sewanee University, Tenn. He 


had a brother living in London, where his mother died 
a few years ago. 

President ‘aft on April 18 paid a touching tribute to 
Major Butt, his military aid and personal companion and 
friend. The President said: “I never at any time had 
any idea at all that Archie was saved. As soon as it 
became apparent that the reports were true that several 
hundred persons had gone down I knew that he went 
too. He was a man to the last, soldier through and 
through; he was always on deck, where he belonged, 
and I know he must have been the last to leave. There 
now appears no doubt that these last were lost.” From 
Ottawa on April 18 His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Connaught sent a message to President Taft as to the 
death of Major Butt, saying: “Accept the expression of 
my deepest sympathy on this gallant officer’s tragic end 
and the loss to yourself of a devoted member of your 
staff. I also take this opportunity of assuring you of my 
heartfelt sympathy with the United States in the loss of 
so many of its citizens through the awful catastrophe 
of the sinking of the Titanic.” 

Francis Davis Millet, the American artist, who lived 
in England, was among those who lost his life when the 
Titanic sank on April 15. He was born in Massachusetts 
in 1846 and served as drummer in the 60th Massachu- 
setts Volunteers in 1864. He was graduated from 
Harvard in 1864, continuing his art studies abroad. He 
was director of decorations and director of functions 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition in 1893. In the 
Russo-Turkish war he served as a war correspondent, 
and went to Manila in a similar capacity in 1898. In 
1885 he was elected a Royal Academician, and has served 
two terms as vice-president. In 1890 he went to live 
permanently in England. 

John Jacob Astor, who met his death bravely when 
the ocean liner Titanic sank on April 15, 1912, at sea 
served during the war with Spain as a lieutenant colonel 
and inspector general of Volunteers from May to Novem- 
ber, 1898. He furnished the Astor Battery to the U.S. 
Government at his own expense. ‘His father, John Jacob 
Astor, was the first colonel of the 12th N.G.N.Y., and 
served as an officer in the Civil War, receiving the brevet 
of brigadier general for meritorious service in the cam- 
paign in Pennsylvania. 

Mr. William B. Silvey, one of the missing passengers 
of the Titanic, was a graduate of Brown University 
and a well known resident of Duluth. His mother, who 
resides in Washington, is the widow of Lieut. Col. Wil- 
liam Silvey, of the 1st Artillery, and her father was 
Lieutenant Colonel Heilman, of the 2d Artillery. Gen- 
eral Cooper, Mrs. Silvey’s uncle, was the Adjutant 
General of the Army before the Civil War. Mr. Silvey’s 
wife is reported among those saved from the wreck. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


On April 20 the Fifth Division of the Atlantic Fleet 
will be disbanded. The North Carolina will be placed in 
first reserve at Portsmouth, N.H.; the Birmingham will 
be placed in first reserve at Philadelphia, and the Salem 
will be placed in first reserve at Boston and will relieve 
*the Wabash as receiving ship at that yard. 

The German cruiser Bremen arrived at Newport, R.I., 
April 14, from Bermuda, and will remain for about four 
weeks. Capt. Hans Secleohm has been granted a leave 
and the ship is temporarily in command of Commander 
Retzmann, Naval Attaché of the German Embassy 
at Washington. 

The torpedoboat destroyer Jouett was launched at 
Bath, Me., April 15, 1912. The craft was christened 
with champagne by her sponsor, Miss Marylee Nally, 
of Ossining, N.Y. As a baby Miss Nally was a favorite 
of the late Rear Admiral James E. Jouett, U.S.N., from 
whom the destroyer takes its name. The lines of the 
Jouett are practically the same as those of the Trippe, 
the Reid and the Flusser. The contract requires a speed 
of 29% knots. The Jouett is a vessel of 742 tons dis- 
placement, and will have three screws. 

The Grace Line steamer Condor, outbound from New 
York for Callao, while proceeding down the bay late 
on the afternoon of April 15 in a dense fog collided with 
the battleship Utah and had her bows stove in. The 
Utah was lying at anchor off Tompkinsville, and the 
Condor, moving slowly, bumped head on into the port 
how of the battleship. The Utah received only minor 
damage. The Condor went back for repairs. 

On April 20 the Fifth Division of the Atlantic Fleet— 
Washington, North Carolina, Birmingham, Chester and 
Salem—will be detached from duty with the Atlantic 
Fleet and disbanded. The Washington will become the 
flagship of the commander-in-chief, Atlantic Fleet, about 
April 20, and will continue as such until about July 1. 

The U.S.S. Fox and the U.S.S. Davis were placed in 
first reserve at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., on 
April 13, 1912. 

Wireless calls for assistance at sea received at the 
Naval 'Torpedo Station, Newport, R.I., will be answered 
by the torpedoboat Vesuvius. She has been equipped 
with wireless apparatus. 

The U.S.S. Illinois was placed in commission in second 
=—" at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on April 15, 
1912. 

The U.S.S. Mackenzie was placed out of commission 
at the navy yard, Charleston, S.C., on April 15, 1912. 

The submarine F-1, it is reported from San Francisco, 
made a dive of 200 feet on April 18 and remained on 
bottom for one and a half hours. Quite a yarn is given 
out in this connection, in which, among other things, 
enlisted men are reported as drinking champagne at the 
bottom of the sea in the submarine.

Page 60. After line 23 insert the following: 

For Lance Corporal.—One bar of yellow silk lace %-inch 
wide edged with scarlet cloth %-inch wide; chevrons to be 
2%-inches from tip to side and 3%-inches wide, to be worn 
on the undress coats and overcoats. 

On thé summer undress and field uniforms, a chevron of 
gray linen braid of the dimensions prescribed above. 

On the khaki shirt, a chevron of olive drab on a backing 
of khaki flannel, stripe to be %-inch wide edged with khaki 
flannel %-inch wide, outside dimensions of chevrons to be the 
same as prescribed for blue uniform. 

Lance corporal’s chevrons will be worn on the right sleeve, 
in the positions as prescribed for chevrons for non-commis- 
sioned officers, by squad leaders at recruit depots only. 

Page 60. Add the following to the last paragraph of 
Changes in Marine Corps Pamphlets No. 3: 

For the overcoat they will be embroidered in yellow silk 
on sky-blue kersey, and worn in the same position as pre- 
scribed for chevrons for non-commissioned officers.

The acoustic properties of the drill hall are very bad, and 
helped to make things worse.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


Adjutant General Stewart, of Pennsylvania, announces that 
the following organizations are designated and directed to par- 
ticipate from July 6 to July 13, 1912, inclusive, in a joint 
encampment of the United States Army forces and the Militia 
to be established at Mount Gretna, Lebanon county, Pa.: 


2d Brigade, Brig. Gen. Willis J. Hulings commander, con- 
sisting of the 10th, 16th and 18th Regiments Infantry; 2d 
Syuadron Cavalry, Major Frederick M. Ott commanding, con- 
sisting of Governor’s Troop, Sheridan Troop, Troop F and 
Troop H; Battery C, Field Art., Capt. Charles H. Cox com- 
manding. No enlisted man will be taken to the joint encamp- 
ment who has enlisted within thirty days prior to July 6, 
1912, unless such enlisted man has had the equivalent of three 
nonths’ service in the Army, Marine Corps, Militia of the 
United States, or has been a student. for at least three months 
at an educational institution at which military instruction is 
given, and who has received the elementary instruction of re- 
cruits prescribed as requisite by the War Department. 

The above named organizations are excused from partici- 
pating in the division encampment to be held during the 
year 1912, 

The division encampment will be held at Gettysburg. There 
will be three brigades of Infantry, the 2d Squadron of Cav- 
alry and Light Battery C, Field Artillery. The camp will 
begin on July 22 and continue to July 31, each organization 
having eight full days, as the brigades will arrive and leave 
on successive days, as has before obtained. 

All of the state troops will camp on ground outside the 
limits of the National Park, one brigade will locate in the 
vicinity of the first day’s fight; another between ‘‘The 
Springs Hotel’’ and the Hagerstown road, and the third south 
of ‘*The Wheatfield,’’ along the Emmittsburg road. The Cav- 
alry will occupy the ground of two years ago, near the town 
and on private property.

tant General Finzer to see that applicants for enlistment are 
thoroughly examined by a medical officer and are pronounced 
fii for active duty before being enlisted. A medical examina- 
tion will be held for all members of the Oregon National 
Guard who have enlisted within the past six months or who 
aie considered by the company commanders to be physically 
unfit for field service. Many other states could take similar 
action to great advantage, as there are large numbers of men 
who do not come up to the physical standard.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions must be accompanied by the name and address of 
the writer.

We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

K. asks: What is the status of the bill relative to citizen- 
Ship of enlisted men or honorably discharged apy mag el 
viding that men who served one enlistment in the Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps are citizens without applying for the second 
paper? Answer: This bill (H.R. 16822) has not yet been 
reported out of committee. 

G. L. 8.—The bill H.R. 20835, introduced in the House in 
February by Mr. Padgett, has not yet been reported by the 
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Naval Committee. The measure provides ‘‘That all officers of 
the Navy who, since the third day of March, 1899, have been 
advanced or may hereafter be advanced in grade or rank pur- 
suant to law shall be allowed the pay and allowances of the 
higher grade or rank from the dates stated in thei «uommis- 
sions.’ 

WALKER.—Results of February examinations post com- 
missary sergeants have not been given out. Apply threugh 
the channel. 

J. L. B.—We gave on page 1022, our issue of April 13, the 
substance of the Senate bill (S. 290), to create a Dental 
Corps in the Navy. This bill, though passed by the Senate, 
has not yet been acted upon in House; consequently is not 
yet a law. 


CARSON.—Question of transfer Cavalry to Signal Corps 
should be sent through the channel. If you have the in- 
clination and adaptability for aviation duties, your request 
may meet with approval. 

ACCURATE.—In the case of a man who stays out over 
three months after discharge and returning to the Service is 
placed in the second period as to pay, his clothing allowance, 
according to the Paymaster General, would be that »uthorized 
for a soldier in his first enlistment as given on page 9, G.O. 
67, 1911. His initial allowance would be $69.39, and his 
regular annual allowance $24.35, making the total money 
allowance for three years $142.44. The Adjutant General’s 
Department some time after the issue of G.U. 67 explained 
that the word ‘‘re-enlistment’’ in the order referred only to 
those re-enlisting within three months of discharge. The 
initial allowance in the case of ‘‘re-enlistments’’ as thus de- 
fined is $30.56 instead of $69.39, and the total money allow- 
ance for three years for the man re-enlisting within three 
months of discharge is $103.61. 

R. L. H. writes: On page 997 of your issue of April 6, 
under ‘‘News from the 22d New York,’’ the writer notices 
with surprise the following statement: ‘‘A few ‘nen were not 
properly instructed in the procedure to be followed by the 
inspectors, and some of them refused to hand their rifles to 
the inspecting officers for examination, until ordered to do so 
by the Colonel.’’ Will you kindly advise me if there is 
any authority in the new Infantry Drill Regulations uncer 
which men ‘‘hand their rifles to the inspecting officers?’’ 
Answer: See Par. 745, Infantry D.R., page 171, where full 
instructions are given as to how an inspecting officer takes 
the rifles from the men and hands them back to them when he 
concludes the inspection. Although in this paragraph the 
captain of the company is mentioned as the inspecting oficer, 
the same rule applies to other inspecting officers. See latter 
part of Par. 749 referring to inspector and also first sentence 
of Par. 754. It is obvious that an inspecting officer cannot 
make a minute inspection of the arms, as demanded in Par. 
749, unless he personally inspects the rifles. 

Ex-Q.M. asks: Man enlists in — Co., — Regt., Inf., N.G. 
N.Y., June 2, 1911; enlistment papers made out, OK'd by 
field officer, signed by recruit, and forwarded to headquarters 
for approval, returned to company commander, who promptly 
administered the oath to said recruit, who was then under the 
impression that he was a bona fide member of — Regiment. 
Three months later the papers were sent to the captain of com- 
pany from headquarters with a request that he correct a slight 
clerical error, which was done, the papers being promptly re- 
turned to headquarters. This was Sept. 15 and recruit was 
informed his date of enlistment would not be credited to him 
except from Sept. 15, he thereby serving three months and get- 


ting no credit for it. Query: Was recruit after having signed en- 
listment papers June 2 and sworn in June 15, after papers 
had been received from headquarters, a member of the Na- 
tional Guard and subject to orders, or if he was not con- 
sidered a member until Sept. 15 was the oath administered to 
him June 15, while he was not a member, binding? If it 
was binding, why should he be deprived of three months’ 
service already served, viz., June 15 to Sept. 152 He was 
not sworn in a second time. Answer: He should not be de- 
prived of time served. Under the law he has the privilege 
of requesting in writing credit for this time served. 

CORPORAL.—The short term served in 1903-4 was not 
counted as a full enlistment under the law of 1908, which 
provides for ‘‘hereafter’’ counting as an enlistment period a 
period half served when discharged for convenience of Gov- 
ernment. R 

H. P. W.—Regarding leper colony in the Hawaiian Islands 
address the Health Commissioners, Honolulu, H.T. 

W. C. B. asks: Is there still a battalion sergeant major in 
the Regular Army organization and if so what are his duties? 
Answer: There is; in brief his duties are to assist in keeping 
the records and to assist in the drill or any other prescribed 
duties. See Army Regulations and Infantry Drill Regulations. 

A. B.—AIl questions of poll tax and license are governed by 
the laws of the state in which the soldier or ex-soldier may 
be located. 


C. P. M. asks: (1) Am I entitled to an enlistment stripe 
in going from the Navy into the Army? (2) Having com- 
pleted two enlistments in the Navy, do I rate wearing three 
enlistment stripes at the end of my first year on my enlist- 
ment in the Army? Answer: (1) and (2) No; Navy service 
does not count in determining enlistment in Army or in re- 
gard to service stripes worn by the soldier. A service of three 
years in the Army will entitle you to the stripe. 

G. J. asks: Would a man enlisting after May 11, 1908, be 
retained in the Service to make good time absent without 
leave? Answer: The pay law of 1908 provides that here- 
after ‘‘an enlistment shall not be regarded as complete until 
the soldier shall have made good any time lost during an 
enlistment period by authorized absences exceeding one day.’’ 

V. J.—yYour questions as to eligible list for appointment 
as post Q.M. and as ordnance sergeants may only be an- 
swered through the channel. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) Enlisted May 12, 1907; dis- 
charged May 11, 1910. If I re-enlist now, what enlistment 
period would I be serving in, and what would be the amount 
of my pay as a private? (2) What would be the amount of 
my clothing allowance? (3) If the bill providing for an in- 
crease of the enlistment term should pass and become a law 
during the present session of Congress, how soon would such 
law take effect? (4) Are there any prospects of the bill 
passing and becoming a law? (5) Has the long olive-drab 
overcoat as a part of the soldier’s wearing apparel been dis- 
continued? If so, what has taken its place? Answer: (1) 
Second period, $18. (2) See answer to ‘‘Accurate,’’ (8) If 
it should become law as it was passed by the House, it 
would apply to all enlistments made after the signing of the 
bill by the President or its passage over his veto, should the 
President disapprove the bill. (4) The Senate has stricken 
this paragraph from the bill and the Army Appropriation bill 
is now in conference committee of the two houses. Whether 
the Senate members of the conference may be persuaded to 
compromise with the House on this and other features ‘of the 
Hay measure remains to be seen. The Senate voted strongly 
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against all the so-called reorganization features of the Appro- 
priation bill and protested against attaching this mass of new 
legislation to an appropriation bill. The — at large is 
against lengthening the enlistment period, and it is confi- 
dently expected that no, change will be made at this time. 
(5) Uniform regulations Par. 91 ‘‘(b) Olive drab—The olive 
drab oyercoat will be worn over any uniform, without change 
of headgear, wheneyer prescribed. When off duty the over- 
coat may be worn in cold or other inclement weather.’’ 

F, G, O. asks: What interpretation does the War Depart- 
ment put on the wearing of the white collar by officers and 
enlisted men with the seryice uniform for habitual garrison 
wear? Par. 114-a, U.R., states that officers do not wear the 
white collar when at drill, target practice, or on other duty in- 
volving physical exertion. Par. 29, page 11, U.R., states 
‘‘officers to be in same uniform as troops.’’ Par. 114-B 
seems to limit the wearing of the white collar by enlisted men, 
with the service uniform, to the time they are on pass. Page 
49 (‘‘six white collars’’)—the note in brackets restricts the 
wearing of the white collar to occasions of pass. Page 39 
(6 and 7)—note in brackets places the limitation noted above 
upon the wearing of the white collar. Now, if officers do not 
wear the white collar when at drill, etc., and are required to 
be in the same uniform as troops, how it can pooesby be in- 
terpreted that enlisted men (who will be uniformed the same 
as the officers on duty with them) could be required to wear 
the white collar from reveille to retreat, when wearing service 
uniform in garrison? Answer: The paragraphs referred to 
are interpreted to mean that enlisted men will wear white 
collars only when they are on pass. Officers, accordin to 
Par, 114 quoted will not wear white collars when at rill, 
target practice, or on other duty inyolving physical exertion. 
They will thus be in the same uniform with the enlisted men, 
who are required only to wear the white collars when they 
are on pass. Neither officers nor enlisted men are required to 
wear white collars when at drill, target practice, or on duty 
jnyolving physical exertion. There is no conflict between these 
paragraphs only that it is specifically stated when enlisted 
men are to wear white collars and when officers are not. 
Of course, enlisted men will not be required to wear white 
collars from reveille to retreat with service uniform in gar- 
rigon, 

W. P. C. asks: Is the bill for the retirement of officers of 
the Philippine Beouts likely to be passed at this session of 
Congress! Answer: No prognostications can be made on the 
action of Congress in this matter. Mr. Korbly introduced two 
bills on this subject in the House a few weeks ago. Neither 
bill has been reported out from committee. 8S. 1673, to re- 
tire as captain certain Philippine Scout officers whose Civil 
War and subsequent service totals fifty years, passed the 
Senate April 15. 

A. T. asks: Which is the highest, the Cavalry or the Coast 
Artillery Corps? Answer: The Government makes no dis- 
tinction as to ‘‘high’’ or ‘‘low’’ in regard to the various 
arms of the Service. The pay of certain rank is the same in 
all branches. The Cavalry is generally considered the next 
most desirable detail by the West Point graduates who do not 
by their high standing win the Engineers appointment.

Army ration experts like Commissary General Sharpe 
should be interested in the editorial protest of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Association against the lack 
of appreciation of cheese as a common article of diet 
and the general belief that it is not easily digestible. 
Nutrition experiments in the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture show that cheese of various types, eaten either 
raw or cooked, compares favorably with other foods in 
thoroughness of digestion in healthy men. It does not 
cause constipation nor induce any other physiologic 
upsets even when eaten in abundance. “Cheese is more 
than readily digestible; it is highly nutritious, comparing 
in this respect with other rich protein-fat combinations 
like meat, fish and eggs; and, above this, cheese is an 
economical food, competing easily with the foregoing 
from the standpoint of cost and nutritive efficiency.” 





More than one hundred and fifty kinds of cheese are. 


made in Europe and America, but the reputation of the 
cheese made in the United States has suffered by the 
practice in some districts of making ‘“‘filled’” cheese in 
which foreign fat is substituted for the natural fat of 
the milk. This is the most serious form of adulteration 
of cheese. Its base is skim milk and the fat added is 
usually oleo oil or neutral lard. Several of the dairy 
states have prohibited the manufacture of it. A larger 
acquaintance with its dietary value and the elimination 
of the old-time prejudice may result in this highly 
nutritious food figuring more largely among the 
gastronomic features of the soldier’s life. 








We don’t believe that any of the fiction writers in the 
Army and Navy will ever receive the glory that a 
a paragraph in Cottrell’s Magazine says came to Charles 
Dickens. It narrates that in 1847 when “Dombey and 
Son” was running serially in an English magazine “the 
final outcome of one of the chapters for which everyone 
was anxiously awaiting was cabled to America in this 
brief message: ‘Paul Dombey is dead.’” To do this a 
special cable must have been laid for the purpose, as 
the first electric communication across the Atlantic did 
not take place till 1858, and then only to the extent of 
about a hundred messages. The interruption was not 
made good by a permanent cable till 1866. Even the 
centenary of the great novelist’s birth does not warrant 
the liberty Cottrell takes with chronology.

TYPE “A” 
ARMY AND NAVY SPECIAL. 
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INSPECTION ON ARRIVAL. 

All cells supplied on Government orders are 
stamped “A.N.S.” (Army-Navy Special) on filler 
caps, having been especially constructed to meet 
Army and Navy requirements. 

When battery is unpacked, raise filler cap on each 
cell and determine if solution is at proper level. 
Close cap after inspection. 

On Types A-4 and A-6 cells, level should be 
one-half inch above plates. 

On Types A-8, A-1o and A-12, level of solution 
should be one-eighth inch above plates. 

If solution is low in any cells, hold entire battery 
out of service and advise us fully. 

Despite precaution of packing and labelling, cases 
are sometimes capsized in transit, and solution 
spilled.

NORMAL CHARGE.
